recorder and five trustees, being householders of said town, and having 
the qualification of electors as aforesaid, who shall hold their oflices one year, 
and until their successors shall be elected and qualified: Prcroided^ That 
there shall be at least ten days' notice given of the time and place of hold- 
ing all such elections by written notice, for the first election, signed by 
any two or more freeholders of said town, and afterwards by the recorder 
of said town, and posted up at three or more public places in said town; 
and at the first election to be holden under this act, there shall be chosen, 
viva voce^ by any seven electors present, two judges and a clerk of said 
election; and at all subsequent elections, the trustees, or any two of them, 
shall be judges, and the recorder the clerk of said elections. 

Sec. 3. That at all elections hereby provided for, the polls shall be 
Opened between the hours of two and three o'clock, P. M., and close at 
six o'clock, P. M. of said day; and the clerk, at such elections, shall keep 
a true record and poll book of such election, and on the votes being counted 
out, shall proclaim to such persons as may be present^ the result thereof, 
and notify any and all persons elected of their election within five days 
thereafter; and the persons so elected shall, within five days after being 
notified as aforesaid, attend at the oflice of the township clerk, and take 
an oath or ai&rmation, faithfully and impartially to discharge the duties 
assigned to them by virtue of their respective offices; which oath or affir- 
mation the township clerk is hereby authorized to administer, and a cer- 
tificate thereof to give, to be filed in the records of said corporation : and any 
person elected to any office aforesaid, and refusing or neglecting to take said 
oath or affirmation within the time above specified, shsdl forfeit the sum of 
five dollars, to be recovered by action of debt before the mayor of said 
town, and in the name of the corporation, and be paid into the treasury of 
said town as hereinafter provided for: Provided^ however ^ That a majority 
of the town council may remit such fine upon satisfactory evidence being 
made; and no person shall be compelled to serve in any office herein pro- 
vided for, more than two years in succession. 

Sec. 4. Be it further etiacted. That the mayor, recorder and trustees of 
said town shall be, and are hereby, created a body politic and Corporate, 
with perpetual succession, to be known and designated by the name of the 



town council of Waynes ville; and shall use a common seal and alter the 
same at pleasure; and to receive, take, hold, purchase and acquire any 
estate, real, personal or mixed, and sell, convey, dispose of, and manage 
the same in such manner as a majority may determine and direct, for the 
sole use, benefit and advantage of said town: they shall be capable,' in their 
corporate name aforesaid, of suing and being^ sued in any court of law or 
equity in this State; and when any suit is commenced against said corpo- 
ration, the first process shall be a summons, a copy of which being left with 
the mayor or at his usual place of abode, at least five days before the re- 
turn day thereof, shall be due service. 

Sec. 5. It shall be the duty of the mayor, and in case of his absence 
or inability, of the recorder, to preside at all meetings of the town coun- 
cil; and the recorder shall, at such meetings, keep an accurate record of 
their proceedings in a book provided for that purpose; but in case of his 
absence or inability, the trustees shall have power to appoint one of their 
body clerk pro tempore for such meeting. 

Sec. 6. The town council shall have power to fill all vacancies which 
shall occur in their body by death, resignation, or otherwise; and when it 
may happen that either the mayor or recorder, or both, are absent at any 
meeting of the council, the trustees shall have power to appoint out of their 
own body a mayor or recorder pro tern* and the mayor, or any two 
trustees, or the recorder and one trustee, shall have power to call a meet- 
ing of the council. 

Sec. 7. The mayor, recorder and trustees, or a niajority of all of them 
concurring, shall have power and authority to make, ordain and publish 
all such by-laws and ordinances, not inconsistent with the laws or consti- 
tution of this State, or of the United States, as they may deem necessary 
and expedient for the good government, convenience, health, cleanliness, 
interest and safety of said town; and the same to alter and amend, or 
fepeal, at pleasure: they shall have power to prohibit the establishment of 
any groceries for retailing ardent spirits in said town, by inflicting penal- 
ties on the violation of such prohibitory ordinances; also to prohibit or 
license the exhibition of all snows within their corporate limits; and all 
fines, penalties and forfeitures, which may accrue to said town council by 
means of the violation of its laws and ordinances^ shall be recoverable by 
action of debt before the mayor; and when collected, shall be paid into the 
bands of the treasurer of said corporation, and expended, under the direc- 
tion of said council, to the improvement of the streets and side-walks of 
said town. 

Sec. 8. The to^n council shall have power to appoint a treasurer, 
town marshal, and such other ministerial and subordinate oflicers as they 
may deem necessary, to prescibe their duties, and require of them such 
security as they may judge necessary to secure the faithful performance 
of their several duties, and to remove them at pleasure, and fix and estab- 
lish their fees as well as the fees of the mayor and recorder, not prescribed 
by this act: they shall have power to lay out and regulate the lots, streets, 
alleys and public grounds; to lay out and determine the width of the side 
walks; to erect a market house, and regulate the markets; and to remove 
and prohibit all nuisances prejudicial to the health, cleanliness and cgmfoirt 
of said town.

Sec. 1 • Beit enacted by the General Assembly of the State of Ohio, That 
Andrew Morrison, of Guernsey county, and John Archbold, of Moi|;an 
county, and Samuel Beach, of Washington county, be, and they are hereby, 
appointed commissioners, and Benjamin Thorla, of Morgan county, sur- 
veyor, to lay out and establish a graded State road, commencing at Wash-

■o iDQch of the township of Ross, in the county of Butler, as is compre*

direct, and then and there proceed by ballot to elect one mayor, one re-

That there shall be at least ten days' notice given of the time and place 
of holding all such elections by written notice for the first election, signed 
by any two or more householders of said town, and afterwards by the re- 
corder of said town, and posted up at three or more public places in said 
town, and at the first election to be holden under this act, there shall be 
chosen, vtoa voce, by any seven electors present, two judges and a clerk 
of said election; &nd at all subsequent elections the trustees, or any two 
of them, shall be judges, and the recorder the clerk of said election. 

Sec* S. That at all elections hereby provided for, the polls shall 
be opened between the hours of two and three o'clock, P. M., and 
close at six o'clock, P. M« of said day; and the clerk at such elections shall 
keep a true record and poll book of such election, and on the votes being 
counted out, shall proclaim to such persons as may be present, the result 
tfaereoA and notify any and all persons elected of their election personally, 
or by leaving a written notice at «his usual place of residence, within 
five days thereafter; and every person so elected shall, before entering 
upon the duties of his office, take an oath or affirmation to support the 
constitution of the United States, and of this State, and also an oath or 
affirmation of office. 

Sec. 4. That the mayor, recorder, and trustees of said town shall be^ 
and they are hereby, created a body politic and corporate, with perpet* 
ual succession, to be known and designated by the name of the ^Town 
Council of Millville," and shall use a common seal, and alter the same at 
pleasure; and be empowered to receive, take, hold, or purchase, and ac- 
qoire such estate, real, personal or mixed, ^ mav be necessary for the in- 
ternal r^ulation of said corporation, and to self, convey, dispose of, and 
■anage the same in such manner as a majority may determine and direct, 
for the sole use, benefit, and advantage of said town: they shall be capa- 
ble, in their corporate name aforesaid, of suing and being sued in any 
coon of law or equity in this State; and when any suit is commenced 
agiiust said corporationi the first process shall be served 1^ leaving a 
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copy with the mayor or at his usual place of ahode, at least five days 
before the return day thereof, which shall be deemed due service. 

Sec. 5« It shall be the duty of the mayor, and in case of bis absence 
or inabilty, of the recorder, to preside at all meetings of the town council; 
and the recorder shall, at such meetings, keep an accurate record of their 
proceedings in a book provided for that purpose; but in case of his absence 
or inability, the trustees shall have power to appoint one of their body 
clerk joro tempore for such meeting. 

Sec. 6. The town council shall have power to fill all vacancies which 
shall occur in their body by death, resignation, er otherwise; and when it 
may happen that either the mayor or recorder, or both, are absent at any 
meeting of the council, the trustees shall have power to appoint out of their 
own body a mayor or recorder pro tempore; and the mayor, or any two 
trustees, or the recorder and any one trustee, shall have power to call a 
meeting of the council. 

Sec. 7. The mayor, recorder and trustees, or a majority of all of them 
concurring, shall have power and authority to make, ordain ^nd publish 
all such bv-laws and ordinances, not inconsistent with the laws or consti- 
tution of this State, or of the United States, as they may deem necessary 
and expedient for the good government, convenience, health, cleanliness, 
interest and safety of said town; and the same to alter and amend or re- 
peal at pleasure; they shall have power to enact and enforce such ordi* 
nances as they may find ;to be necessary to prevent and to punish retailing 
spirituous liquors, by persons not authorized by license from the court of 
common pleas; also, to prohibit or license the exhibition of shows within 
their corporate limits; and all fines, penalties and forfeitures, which may 
accrue to said town council by means of the violation of all its laws and 
ordinances, shall be recoverable by action of debt before the mayor; and 
when collected, shall be paid into the hands of the treasurer of said cor- 
poration, and expended under the direction of said council, to the im- 
provement of the streets and side-walks of said town. 

Sec. 8 The town council shall have power to appoint a treasurer, 
town marshal, and such other ministerial and subordinate officers as they 
may deem necessary, to prescribe tliQir duties, and require of them such 
security as they may judge necessary to. secure the faithful performance of 
their several duties, and to remove them at pleasure, and fix and establish 
their fees as well as the fees of the mayor and recorder, not prescribed by 
this act: they shall have power to lay out and regulate the lots, streets, 
alleys, and public ground, to lay out and determine the width of the side- 
walks; to erect a market house and regulate the markets; and to remove 
and prohibit all nuisances prejudicial to the health, cleanliness and com- 
fort of said town. 

Sec* 9. That for the purpose of enabling said town council more effect- 
tially to carry into effect the provisions of this act, they are hereby au- 
thorized and empowered, to assess a tax for corporation purposes on all 
property within the limits of the corporation made taxable by the laws of 
this State for State and county purposes, so that said tax shall not exceed 
in any one year, five mills on the dollar of valuation, as the same may be 
found valued on the books of the Auditor of the county at the time of as- 
seising said tax; the town council shall also have power, if authorized so to 
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do by a majority of the votes of all the electors in said town, at any meet* 
ing called for that purpose, to levy an additional tax as above specified, 
sufficieDt to organize and establish a fire company, and purchase an en- 
gine, hose and other necessary apparatus for the extinguishment of fires 
in said town. 

When any tax is levied, it shall be the duty of the recorder 
to make out a duplicate of the taxes, charging each individual with the 
amount assessed on each item of property as Ibund in the auditor's books, 
which duplicate shall bo certified by the mayor and recorder, and one 
copy placed in the hands of the treasurer of said corporation, and the 
other delivered to the marshal of the town, or such other officer as shall be

To incorporate the Federal Creek Toll Bridge Company. 

Sec, L Be it enacted by the GeTieral Assembly of the State of Ohio^ That 
Charles Beebe, Elmer Rowel, Parker Carpenter, Levi Stewart, Peter Bee- 
be, and Jacob Mintun, and their associates^ be^ and they are hereby crea-^ 
ted a body corporate and politic, by the name and style of *'the Federal 
Creek Toll Bridge Company," and as such, shall remain and have perpetu- 
ual succession; and by their corporate name, may contract arid be con- 
tracted with, sue and be sued, answer and be ansv^ered, plead and be im- 
pleaded, defend and be defended, in any court having competent jurisdic* 
tion. 

Sec. % That the said corporation be, and they are hereby authorized 
to erect a bridge across Federal Creek in Athens county, where the State 
road from Athens to the mouth of Big Hocking crosses said creek. . 

Sec. 3. That if the said company shall erect and complete said bridge 
in a substantial matiner, of proper width, and being in other respects of 
sufficient strength and dimensions to admit of the safe passage of pas- 
sengers, also of teams and carriages of the tisdal dimensions, within thre^ 
years from the passage of this act, they shall, from the lime of completing 
said bridge, enjoy all the privileges secured to them by this act. 

Sec. 4. That after the completion of said bridge as aforesaid, the pro- 
prietors thereof are hereby authorized to receive, from passengers who may 
cross said bridge, the following rates of toll, to wit: 

For each foot passenger, two cents; 

For each horse and rider, four cents; 

For each horse, mule or ass, one year old, two cents; 

For each wagon or cart, drawn by two horses droxen, eight cents; for 
each horse in addition, two cents; 

For each carriage, wagon or cart, drawn by one horse, six and one- 
fourth cents; for each horse in addition, two cents; 

For each sleigh or sled, drawn by one yoke of oxeri, ten cents; for each 
yoke of oxen in addition, four cents; 

For each stage or other pleasure carriage, drawn by four horses (and 
driver,) twelve and one half cents; the same drawn by two horses, six 
and one-fourth cents; 

For each loaded wagon, drawn by four horses, twelve and 6ne-half 
cents; empty, six and one-fourth cents; each horse in addition^ two cents; 

L. t. — 4. 
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For each head of neat cattle^ one year old and upwards, one cent; 

For each head of sheep and swine, one-half cent: 
Provided^ That all persons going to, or returning from public worship, 
funeral processions, and all persons necessarily going to, or returning from, 
all military trainings and schools, shall pass said bridge exempt from toll. 

Sec. 5. That the proprietors of said bridge shall, previous to receiving 
any toll, ^etup and keep in some conspicuous place over or near the gate 
to be erected on said bridge, a board, on which shall be painted or printed, 
in a plain and legible manner, the rates of toll allowed by this act. 

Sec. 6. That if the proprietors of said bridge shall demand or receive 
any higher rates of toll than is by this act allowed, they shall be subject 
to the like fines and penalties which are or may be provided in case offer* 
lies; and in ten years after the completion of said bridge, it shall be in the 
power of every Legislature to make such alteration in the rates of toll 
herein established, as to them shall appear, from time to time equitable 
and right 

Sec. 7. That the said company shall have power to adopt such by- 
laws, rules and regulations for the government of the same, as they may 
deem expedient, not inconsistent with the constitution and laws of the 
United States, and of this State.

AN ACT 

To amend the act entitled "An act to incorporate the town of GallipoUs in the 
county of Gallia/' passed February 17th, 1808, and the several acts amendatory 
to the same. • 

Sec. !• Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of Ohio^ That 
so much of the township of Gallipolis, in the county of Gallia, as is com- 
prised in the plan of said town of Gallipolis, now on record in the county 
of Gallia, shall be, and is hereby constituted a town corporate, by the name 
and style of the «*Town of Gallipolis;" and by that name shall be capable 
of contracting and being contracted with, of suing and being sued, plead- 
ing and being impleaded, answering and being answered unto, in all courts 
and places, and in all matters whatsoever; with power of acquiring, re- 
ceiving, holding, occupying and conveying property, real, personal and 
mixed, and of having and using a corporate seal, and of breaking and 
changing the same at pleasure. 

Sec. 2. That the government of said town, and the exercise of its 
corporate powers, and the management of its fiscal, prudential and mu« 
nicipal concerns, shall be vested in a mayor and five trustees, who to- 
gether shall constitute the town council, with authority to act as here- 
inafter provided. • 

Sec. 3. That said town shall compose but one ward, until the town 
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coancil flhall see fit to increase the number of wards to two, which the 
council are hereby ordered to do, when it shall deem it for the interest of 
said town. 

Sec 4. That elections shall be held in said town annaally on the first 
Monday of March, between the hours of one and four P. M., for the 
choice, of a mayor, recorder, five trustees and a marshal, to be conducted 
in the same manner as township elections, the town council being judges 
of the same while said town remains one ward; public notice of the hour 
and place of holding said election shall be given at least ten days before 
said election, in such mode as the council shall prescribe. ' 

Sec. 5. That whenever said council shall have divided said town into 
two wards the election shall be held in each ward; and three trustees shall 
be elected from each ward, which trustees shall be judges of elections in 
their respective wards, with, authority to appoint clerks of the election; 
and the judges of said ward elections, shall retnrn the respective poll 
books thereof without delay, to the recorder, who shall enter the result of 
said election on the records of said corporation; and within two days after 
receiving them notify, in writing, the several persons chosen of their elec- 
tions, which notice shall be served by the marshal. 

Sec* 6. That the inhabitants of said town, qualified to vote for repre- 
sentatives under the State laws, and who shall have resided one year in 
said town next preceding any election, shall be voters in their respective 
wards* 

Sec. 7. The mayor and trustees shall be householders, and have the 
qoalification of electors; and the trustees shall be residents in their res- 
pective wards. 

Sec. 8. The mayor shall preside in the town council but shall not be 
entitled to a vote, unless the trustees are equally divided; he shall have 
exclusive judicial cognizance of all cases and matters arising under the 
ordinances of said town, and in criminal cases he shall be vested with 
powers co-equal with justices of the peace, within and for the county of 
Gallia; and he shall have power to exercise the same jurisdiction in civil 
cases as justices of the peace, within the limits of said town, and be enti- 
tled to receive like fees for his services as justwos of the peace: the 
marshal shall be the ministerial officer of the town, vested with the pow- 
ers, and subject to the liabilities and duties of a constable, under the laws 
of the State; he shall also be collector of the taxes raised in said town: and 
the mayor and marshal shall each give bond with security to the town, 
to the satisfaction of the trustees, for the faithful discharge of the duties of 
their respective offices. 

Sec. 9. That the recorder shall be clerk of the council, shall keep a 
fair record of all their proceedings, and all ordinances, laws, regulations 
and by-laws, by them enacted; all of which shall be open to the inspec- 
tion of all persons interested: in the absence or inability of the mayor, the 
recorder shall preside at the meetings of the council, and shall perform 
the judicial duties of that office, and shall render a correct account of such 
judicial proceedings to the mayor, when he resumes his office; he shall, 
until the iownisdivided into two wards, be clerk of all elections, and keep 
a record of the same, and within two days after any election or appoint- 
ment, shall notify the persons elected of the same* 
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Sec* 10. That the town oouncil shall judge of the legality of the 
election of its members and the other officers elected by the voters, and 
shall supply any vacancy that may happen in their board, to continue 
until the next annual election; and shall annually appoint the assessors, 
one treasurer, and such other officers as shall be deemed expedient, and 
prescribe their duties and obligations, and the same remove for misconduct, 
or inability to perform their duties: the council shall have power to make, 
ordain and publish such ordinances, by-laws and regulations, not repug- 
nant to the constitution and laws of the United States and of this State, 
as they shall deem necessary to the health, safety, cleanliness, conven- 
ience, moralsand good government of said town, and the inhabitants there- 
of; to elect a chairman in the absence of the mayor and recorder; and a 
rccorder|>ro tempore in the absence of that officer; to construct or authorize 
the construction of wharves and landings, levees and dykes, and\to regu- 
late the landings of vessels, boats, rafts and other water crafts, along the 
bank of the Ohio river, in front of said town; to fix and collect or author- 
ize the collection of wharfage at wharves or landings, so by said town 
constructed or authorized to be constructed, and kept in repair; of all ves« 
sels, boats, rafts or other water crafts, landing at the same; to appoint 
wharf masters or masters to take care of said wharves and landings, and 
collect said wharfages, so as aforesaid assessed; to establish and regulate 
fire companies; annually to levy and collect taxes, in manner hereinafter 
prescribed, not exceeding in any one year, one per centum on all town lots 
and the improvements thereon; and on all articles within the corporation, 
which are, or may be subject to State or county tax; and a tax not ex- 
ceeding one dollar per head on all dogs owned or kept within the corpora- 
tion; to build market houses and regulate markets; to regulate the place 
and manner of weighing hay and other articles; of measuring wood, coal, 
and other kind of fuel, and to appoint a weigh-master to do the same; to 
license or prohibit shows, and other exhibitions; to regulate, improve and 
keep open, unobstructed and in repair, the river and creek banks, in and 
around said town ; and the landings, commons, streets, alleys, lanes and pas- 
sages, within the corporation; to close up or vacate unnecessary streets, 
alleys, lanes and passages, with the consent of the owners of the lots 
through or between whose lots said streets, alleys; lanes or passages may 
run; and, by the vote of two-thirds of the town council, and to open new 
ones, first making due compensation to the owners of the lots through 
which said streets, alleys, lanes or passages may run, for any injury by 
such owner sustained; which compensation shall be assessed by three 
disinterested citizens of said town, to be appointed on application of any 
ownerofsuch lot or lots, by the council ; which citizens so appointed shall, 
on actual view, assess the injury sustained by such owner or owners, by 
reason of the laying out of any such street, lane, alley or passage, and re- 
turn their assessment in writing under their hands, to the council; and the 
council shall pay said assessment if it deems it reasonable, and the ap- 
plicant, if dissatisfied with the said assessment and decision of the council 
on the same, may appeal to the court of common pleas at its next term, 
who are authorized to re-hear the same; to grade and pave. the streets, al- 
leys and passages, and make side- walks; to cause owners of lots to make 
pavenients for side-walks in front thereof, whenever the coupcil shall have, 
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at the expense of the corporation, caused the ground to be graded and pre- 
pared for the pavement and curb stones to be placed; to borrow money 
for any specified corporate purpose, with the concurrence of two-thirds 
of all the members of the council, all questions therein being taken by 
yeas and nays and recorded on the journal of the council; to restrain and 
prohibit, whenever it shall be deemed expedient for the health, safety, con- 
venience and cleanliness of the town, all animals from running at large in 
the streets, alleys, lanes, passages and commons and other public places in 
said town; to license porter, beer and ale bouses, and to suspend or revoke 
the same on well founded complaint; to license the keeping of wharf- 
boats along the Ohio river in front of said town, and regulate the same; 
and to establish and license ferries across the Ohio river in front of said 
town; to impose fines, forfeitures and penalties, on all persons offending 
against the laws, ordinances and regulations of said town, and provide for 
the prosecution, recovery and collection of the same. 

Sec. 11. That the corporate officers elected under the provisions of 
this act, or appointed by the council, shall (unless legally removed) hold 
their respective offices for one year, and until their successors are elected or 
appointed and qualified; and if any person elected or appointed to an office 
shall not within ten days after the service of the notice upon him, of his elec- 
tion, signify his acceptance of the same, and qualify, his place shall be 
deemed vacant; all persons elected or appointed to any office in said cor- 
poration, shall, before entering upon the duties of their offices, take an 
oath before the mayor or recorder to support the constitution of the Uni- 
ted States and of this State, and faithfully to discharge the duties of their 
respective offices. 

Sec. 12. That all laws, ordinances, by-laws, and regulations of the 
town council shall, before they take effect, be published in some newspa- 
per printed in Gallipolis; but in case no newspaper is printed in said town, 
then they shall be posted up in three public places in said town. 

Sec* 13. That during the month of May in each year, the assessors 
for said town shall list all the property within the limits of said town, sub- 
ject to taxation by the laws of the State for State or county purposes, as it 
was on the first day of said month; and shall fix the fair value in cash to 
each ofthe lots in said town, together with the improvements thereon; and 
the value of the personalty shall be fixed by the State laws for the time 
being in force, fixing the value of property for taxation; which list and 
valuation said assessors shall return to the recorder of said town, on or 
before the first day of said month in each and every year; and if any per- 
son shall feel himself agrieved by said assessment, he may state the 
same to the council at their meeting on the first Monday in June, who are 
authorized to correct the same, if in their opinion the said assessment is 
unequal. 

Sec. 14. That on the return of said list and assessment, the town 
coancil shall, on the first Monday of June in each and every year, fix the 
per centum to be levied as a tax on the value ofthe property in said list 
tod assessment returned: Provided^ It shall not exceed one per centum on 
the said valuation. 

Sec. 15. That the recorder immediately thereafter, shall make a true 
copy of said list and valuation, and affix the tax levied upon each lot or 
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article of property opposite the same, and deliver a copy of the same 
on or before the first day of August, in each and every year, to the mar- 
shal of said town for collection. 

Sec. 16. That the said marshal shall proceed and collect the taxes 
charged on said duplicate within three months from the time the same 
shall come into his hands; and the said marshal, after ten days' notice to 
any person charged with a tax on said duplicate and demand of the same^ 
if it shall remain unpaid for that space of time, may proceed by distress 
and sale of personalty, to make the amount of said tax; at termination of 
said three months, said marshal shall return to the recorder a list of all 
lots upon which no personal property can be found to satisfy the tax le- 
vied on the same by distress, which list the recorder shall copy into the 
records of said council; and incase the taxes on the lots so returned, shall 
remain unpaid for one month from the date Of such reiurn, the marshal 
shall give notice by advertisement in some newspaper printed in said 
town, or in case no newspaper is printed in said town, then by posting 
up advertisements in five of the most public places in said town, stating 
the amount of said tax, the number of the lot or lots on which it is due, 
and the name of the person to whom taxed, at least one month before 
the day of sale; and said advertisement shall also state the time and place 
of sale; and if said tax shall not, before the expiration of said time, be paid 
with fifty per centum penalty, the marshal shall proceed and sell at public 
auction so much of said lot or lots as will pay the taxes upon the same, to- 
gether with the above penalty, taking the part sold from the side of said 
lot or lots; the marshal shall immediately after such sale return to the re- 
corder of the town a copy of said advertisement with the marshal's certi- 
ficate, stating in what manner and how long said advertisement had been 
made, and also a list of the lots or parts of lots so sold, and to whom sold ; 
which returns the recorder shall copy into the records of the council, and 
said records or a certified copy thereof, shall be prima facia evidence of 
^he facts in the same stated; and the marshal shall execute deeds to the 
purchasers for the lots so sold. 

Sec. 17 That the said town shall be allowed the use of the jail of Gallia 
county, for the confinement of such persons as may be convicted and sen- 
tenced to imprisonment under the ordinances thereof, and persons thus 
confined shall be under the charge of the she riff of said county as in oth- 
er cases: Provided^ Said town shall pay the expenses of boarding said 
criminals. 

Sec. 18. That if for any cause, the election herein provided for, to be 
held on the first Monday of March in each and every year, shall not be 
held on said Monday, the same may be held at any subsequent day, upon 
due public notice being given by the mayor for the time being. 

Sec. 19. That this act shall be taken and received in all courts, and 
by all judges, magistrates and other public oflicers as a public act, and all 
printed copies of the same, which shall be printed by, or under the author- 
ity ol the General Assembly, shall be admitted and received as good evi- 
dence thereof, without any other or further proof. 

Sec. 20. That the decision of the mayor may be moved to the court 
of common pleas of the county of Gallia, by appeal, or by certiorari, in 
the same manner as thoseofa justice of the peace» 
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Sec. 21. That the act to incorporate the town of Gallipolis, in the 
county of Gallia, passed February 17, A. D. 1808, and also an act enti- 
tled "An act to amend an act to incorporate the town of Gallipolis, in the 
county of Gallia," passed January 26, 1818; and also an act entitled "An 
act to amend an act to incorporate the town of GallipoUs," passed Februa- 
ry 19, 1833; and also an act entitled "An act to amend an act to incor- 
porate the town of Gall i polls, in the county of Gallia," passed February 
20, 1834, be, and the same are hereby repealed: Provided^ That all ordi- 
naaces, laws, and regulations now in force shall be and continue in force, 
within the bounds of said corporation, until altered or repealed under the 
provisions of this act; and all rights, dues, claims or responsibilities of 
said town, shall continue unimpaired; and the town officers shall hold and 
exercise their respective offices until others are elected or appointed in 
their stead, in the same manner as if this law had never passed; and all 
fines, penalties, forfeitures incurred, and offisnces heretofore comitted, by 
any one against the ordinances or by-laws of said town, may and shall be 
prosecuted as though this act had never been passed.

AN ACT 

To change the name of the town of Coolville, in Athens county, and to amend the- 

act incorporating the same. 

Sec. 1. Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the Slate of Ohio, J'hat 
the name of the town of Coolville, in the township of Troy, in the county 
of Athens, be, and the same is hereby, changed to the name of "Hocking 
City;*' and the mayor, recorder, and the trustees thereof, hereafter to be 
elected, shall constitute and be known as the "Town Council of Hocking 
City,'' 

Sec. 2. That the corporate limits of Hocking city aforesaid, and the 
jurisdiction, powers and duties of the town council thereof, be, and the 
same are hereby, extended, for certain purposes herein specified and ex- 
pressed, to the distance of a quarter of a mile in every direction, beyond 
the town plat of said town, as at present recorded. 

Sec. 3. That the jurisdiction, powers and duties of said town council, 
beyond the recorded p!at of said town as aforesaid, shall extend to, and 
•mbrace the suppression of groceries, and other nuisances and disorders of 
every kind and description, against which said town council may provide 
aad ordain; and to the administration and enforcement of the laws of this 
State, of which the mayor, as a justice of the peace, may have cognizance: 
the qualified electors of members of the General Assembly who shall, at 
the time of any election for officers of said town council, have resided for 
the space of six months next preceding, within the extended limits as afore- 
said of said corporation, shall be entitled. to vote for officers of said town 
council; but said town council shall not levy or assess any tax on persons 
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or property resident or situate without the present recorded plat of sai<J 
town, nor shall said town council be bound to open or repair roads or 
highways without the limits of said recorded plat* 

Sec. 4* That the marshal shall be the collector of all taxes assessed 
by the common council; and he is hereby authorized and required to col- 
lect and pay over the same to the treasurer, within three months from the 
time of receiving the duplicate thereof, taking the treasurer's receipt as his 
voucher, and he is hereby authorized and required, if necessary^ to make 
distress and sale of property to efiect such collection, the same as con- 
stables are required to do in cases of executions; the marshal shall make 
personal demand of every resident charged with a tax, and whenever it 
shall be necessary to take property, the niarshal shall give ten day^s 
notice by advertisement, in three of the most public places in the corpo- 
tion, or in a newspaper in general circulation in said town, before he shall 
make distress for the collection of any tax; and in case the tax on any loty 
or part of a lot, or other property, Remain unpaid three months, after the 
expiration of the time by this act allowed for the collection thereof, that 
the marshal shall give notice in some newspaper as aforesaid taken in said 
town, stating the amount of such tax, and the number of the lot or the 
property on which it is due; and that the same will be sold to discharge 
said tax, unless payment thereof be made within two months from the date 
of such advertisement; and if such tax be not paid within that time, he 
shall proceed, after giving thirty days' notice of the time and place of gale 
in some newspaper taken in daid town as aforesaid, to sell, at public auc- 
tion, so much of said lot, or part of a lot, or other property, as will dis- 
charge said tax and the accruing costs, t^ing the part sold in such form 
as will include the same distance on the back line of the lot, or part of a 
lot, as on the front; and the said marshal is hereby authorized and required 
to make, execute and deliver to the purchaser or purchasers, a deed in 
fee simple, conveying all the right, titk and interest, which the owner or 
owners, had in and to the lot, or part of a lot, sold as aforesaid: Provided^ 
That any such owner, or owners, who shall appear within two years after 
such sale, and pay the purchase money with interest, and twenty per 
centum penalty thereon, shall be entitled to redeem the same, and to re- 
ceive a conveyance of such lot, or part of a lot, so sold, from the pur- 
chaser or purchasers, saving to infants and femme converts, the right of re- 
demption at any time within two years after such disability shall be re-^ 
moved. 

Sec. 5. The existence of this act shall be sufficiently evidenced by the 
production of a copy hereof printed by order of the General Assembly; 
and all prosecutions, suits and process which may be pending before the 
mayor of said town of Coolville, at the taking effect of this act, shall be 
proceeded in and prosecuted to final judgment and execution as though 
this act had not been passed. 

Sec. 6. This act shall take effect and be in force from and after the 
first day of April next.

Sec. 1. Beit enacted by the General Assembly of the State ofOhio^ That 
William Wright, of the county of Darke, Justice Hamilton, of the county 
of Mercer, and William Priddy, of the county of Vanwert, be, and they 
are hereby appointed commissioners to lay out and establish a State road, 
commencing at the town of Greenville, in the county of Darke; thence 
running by the way of Montezuma, Salina and Mercer, in the county of

Sec 2. That in case either of said commissioners die, refuse to serve, 
or move out of his respective county, or by any other cause, such office of 
commisaoner becomes vacant, such vacancy shall be filled by the county 
comtnissioners of the county where the vacancy may occur* 

Sec 3. That for the purpose of improving said road^ John Beers, of 
the county of Darke, Asu Beacham, of the county of Mercer, John F. 
Dodds, of the county of Vanwert, and Christopher Schroaff, of the coun- 
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tj of Paulding, are hereby appointed road fund commissioneri for their re* 
spective counties; and said commissioners are hereby authorized to re* 
ceive such appropriations for their respective counties as may be made^ 
either by said counties or by the State; and all such contributions, either 
in moAey, property or labor, as may be tendered or sub3cribed for the 
purpose of opening or improving said road, and shall moreover, have pow« 
er to. sue for and recover, by action of debt, all subscriptions made for 
that purpose. 

Sec. 4. That said road commissioners, within their respective coun* 
ties, shall have power to make all necessary contracts for opening and 
improving said road, and may superintend said improvements, or appoint 
one or more suitable persons in their respective counties to superintend 
the opening or improving said road. 

Sec. 5. That in case a vacancy should occur of road fund commif- 
sinners in any of said counties, it shall be lawful for the county commis- 
sioners to fill any such vacancy of their respective counties. 

Sec. 6. That the road commissioners appointed by the first section of 
ibis act, sbi^II, in all respects, be governed by the law in force defining the 
mode of laying out and establishing State roads, passed March 14, 1851,

To ineorporate the Theological Seminary of the Associate Reformed Synod of th^ 

West. 

Sec. 1. Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of Ohion That 
there shall be, and hereby is established, at Oxford, in the county of Bat- 
ler, in this State, a theological institution, for the education of pious young 
men for the gospel ministry, by the name of ••The Theological Seminary 
of the Associate Reformed Synod of the West,'' and by that name and 
title shall have perpetual succession, and be able to sue and be sued, plead 
aed be impleadcid in any court of law or equity, and shall be able and ca-' 
pable in law, to take, hold and possess lands and tenements, goods and 
chattels, of whatever nature or quality, real, personal or mixed, which now 
are, or hereafter may become the property of said seminary, by gift, 
grant, bargain, sale, will, devise, bequest or otherwise, from any person or 
persons, body politic or corporate, capable of making the same, and the 
said lands, tenements, goods and chattels, to grant, bargain, sell and con* 
vey at pleasure, and to have and use a common seal, which may be alter- 
ed as occasion may require: Provided^ That the annual income of ail such 
property shall not exceed two thousand dollars. 

Sec. 2. That the property and funds which may belong to said semi« 
nary, or which may hereafter belong to said seminary, shall be under the 
immediate care, management and direction of a board of five trustees, to 
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he annually appointed by said Associate Reformed Synod of the West, 
and said trustees shall have full power to manage, use and apply all pro- 
perty belonging to said institution, for the sole use and benefit of said 
seminary; to purchase real and personal estate for the use of said semi- 
nary, azid buildings and improvements thereon to make and erect; said 
board or a majority of them, shall also have power to fill all vacancies 
wfaicii may occur by death, resignation or otherwise^ in their own body, 
or in any of the teachers or stewards and agents of said seminary; and un- 
tOsaid board of trustees is appointed by said synod at their next annual 
meetif^, Jeremiah Morrow, of Warren county, John Pinkerton^of Preble 
county, David Christy, S. M • M'Gracken, and Samuel Gray, of Butler 
ooonty, be, and they are hereby appointed trustees of said seminary. 

Sec* 3. Be it Jurther enaded^ That said seminary shall be under the 
directionof the Associate Reformed Synod of the West, which shall have 
power to appoint annually the aforesaid board of trustees, and all other 
teachers, stewards and agents or officers of said institution, and to form 
aad make such rules and by-laws for the government of said seminaiy as 
may appear necessary to promote the prosperity of said seminary, and to 
alter, amend, repeal or add thereto^ from time to time, as may appear ne- 
eessary: Provided, that said rules and by-laws shall not be inconsistent 
with the constitution and laws of the United States, or of this State.

To incorporate the town of Waynesburg, in the coanty of Wayne. 

Sec. U Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State ofOhio^ That 
so much of the township of Congress, in the county of Wayiie, as is com- 
prised within the original town plat of the town of Waynesburg,. and the 
seTeral additions thereto, and the following described parcel of land in 
addition thereto, to wit: beginning at the northeast corner of Garver's ad* 
dition to said town, and running east twenty roads to a post; thence south 
one hundred and fifty eight rods to a post; thence west forty-five rods to a 
post; thence north twenty-six rods to the southwest corner of lot number one, 
msaid town; and such plats of additions to said town, as may hereafter be 
rscorded, be, and the same are hereby, created and constituted a town cor- 
porate, by the name of the "Town of Waynesburg." 

Sec. 2. That for the good order and government of said town, it shall 
be lawful for the white male inhabitants of said town, who have resided 
within the aforesaid limits for the space of six months, preceding the first 
Moaday in May, 1838, and who have the qualifications of electors of 
members of the General Assembly, to meet at the Methodist meeting 
houHin said town, and on the first Monday in May annually thereafter, at 
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such place in said town as the town council may direct, which shall be 
determined by notices of the time and place, posted up in three of the most 
public places in said town, at least ten days before the election, which 
notices shall be signed by the recorder, and then and there shall proceed 
by ballot to elect, by a plurality of votes, one mayor, one recorder, and 
five trustees, who shall be householders residing within the limits of said 
town; and who shall hold their respective offices for the term of one year, 
and until their successors are elected and qualified; such m^yor, recorder 
and trustees, being so elected and qualified, shall constitute a town coun- 
cil, any five of whom shall constitute a quorum for the transaction of bu- 
siness. 

Sec. 3. That at the first election under this act the electors shall choode^ 
inva voce^ two judges and a clerk, who shall each take an oath or lifllnn- 
ktion faithfully to discharge the duties assigned them; and at all elections 
thereafter, the trustees, or any two of them, shall be judges, and the re- 
corder, clerk; and, at all such elections, the polls shall be opened between 
the hours of ten and eleven o'clock, A. M., and closed at half past two 
o'clock, P. M., of said day; and, at the close of the polls, the votes shall be 
counted and proclaimed, and the clerk shall deliver to each person elected, 
or leave at his usual place of abode, within three days thereafter, a writ- 
,tcn notice of his election, and the person so notified shall, within five days 
thereafter, take an oath or affirmation to support the constitution of the 
United States, and of this State, and also an oath of office, a certificate of 
which shall be lodged with the recorder. 

Sec. 4. That the mayor, recorder and trustees, shall be a body cor- 
porate and politic, with perpetual succession, to be known by the name of 
the **Town Council of the Town of Waynesburg," and shall be capable 
in law to acquire, receive and hold any estate, resd or personal, for the use 
of said town, and may sell and convey the same; may have a common 
sea], and the same may break or alter at pleasure; may sue and be suedt 
plead and be impleaded, answer and be answered, in any court of law or 
equity in the State; and when any suit shall be commenced against the 
corporation, the first process shall be by summons, an attested copy of 
which shall be left with the recorder, or at his usual place of residence, at 
least ten days before the return day thereof. 

Sec. 5. That it shall be the duty of the mayor, and in case of his ab- 
sence or disability to serve, the recorder to preside at all meetings of the 
town council, and it shall also be the duty of the recorder to attend all 
such meetings, and keep a fair and accurate record of their proceedings. 
Sec. 6. The town council shall have power to fill all vacancies which 
may happen in said board, from the householders who are qualified elec- 
tors in said town, who shall hold their appointments until the next annual 
election, or their successors are elected and qualified, and in the absence 
of the mayor and recorder from any meeting of the town council, the 
trustees shall have power to appoint any two of their number to perform 
the duties of mayor and recorder for the time being. 

Sec. 7. That the town council shall have power to ordain and estab- 
lish by-laws, rules and regulations for the government of said town, and 
the same to alter, repeal, or re-ordain at pleasure; and to provide in said 
by-laws for the appointment of treasurer, a town marshal and all other 
subordinate officers within said town, as may be thought necessary; to 
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prescribe their duties and determine the period of their appointment, and 
the fees they shall be entitled to receive for their services, and require of 
ibevn to take an oath or affirmation faithfully and impartially to discharge 
the duties of their appointment; and may require of them such security for 
the parfonnance of the duties of their respective offices as shall be thought 
e^qmient; and said town council shall also have power to affix to the 
Tioiatioa of the by-laws and ordinanoes of the corporation, such reason- 
able fines and penalties as they may deem proper, and provide for the dis- 
position of the same: Provi(kd always, 9uch by-laws and ordinances are 
consistent with the constitution and laws of this State, and the United 
States: And^ praoided also, That no by-law and ordinance of said corpo- 
ration shall have any effect until the same shall have been posted up at 
least two weeks in one or more public places in said town. , 

Sec 8. That the town council shall, at the expiration of each and 
every year, cause to be made out and posted up, the receipts and expen- 
ditures of the preceding year. 

Sec* 9. The said town council shall have power to regulate the streets^ 
lanes and alleys, also to determine the width of the side-walks, to require 
the owners to fence their lots; they shall have power to remove all 
nois&nces and obstructions from the streets and commons of said town^ 
and provide for the removal of the same. 

Sec. 10. That for the purpose of enabling the town council to carry 
into effect the provisions of this act, they are hereby authorized to levy a 
tax on rilreal and personal property within the limits of said town or cor- 
poration, as the sfime has been, or shall be, appraised on the grand levy 
ot (he State: Protncbd, That said tax shall not exceed, in any one year, 
three fourths of one per centum of the aggregate amount of taxable pro- 
perty within the limits of said town; and the said town council shall, be- 
tween the first Monday in May and the first Monday in July, in each year, 
determine the amount of tax to be assessed and collected in the current 
year. 

Sec 11. That it shall be the duty of the recorder to make out a dupli- 
cate of taxes, charging each individual therein, an amount of tax in pro- 
portion to the value of the property of such individual within said town, 
which duplicate shall be signed by the mayor and recorder, and delivered 
to the marshal, or such person as shall be appointed collector^ whose duty 
it shall be to collect the same, within such time and in such manner as the 
laws shall direct. 

Sec IS. That said collector shall have power to sell both real and 
personal property for the non-payment of taxes, in the same way as coun- 
ty treasurers do, or may sell under the laws of the State; and the collec- 
tors may make deeds on the sale of real estate, which shall have the same 
force as deeds made by county treasurers in similar cases. 

Sec. 13. The mayor shall be a conservator of the peace within the 
limits of said corporation, and therein have all the powers and jurisdiction 
of a justice of the peace, in all matters, civil or criminal, arising under the 
laws of this State; he shall give bond as is required of justices of the peace, 
he shall be entitled to the same fees as justices of the peace are entitled 
lo receive for similar services; he shall perform all the duties required by 
the by-laws and ordinances of the said town council; he shall keep a doc- 
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ket) and appeals may be taken in all cases from the decisions of said mayor, 
in the same manner as from the decisions of justices of the peace. 

Sec. 14. The marshal shall be the principal ministerial officer of said 
town, and shall have the same power that constables have by law; and* 
his jurisdiction in criminal cases shall be cx)-extensive with the county of 
Wayne; he shall execute the process of the mayor, and receive the same. 
fees for his services that are allowed to constables in similar cases. 

Sec 15. That the said town council shall have power to appropriate^ 
any money remaining in the treasury of said corporation, to the improve^ 
ment of the streets, alleys and side walks of said town, whenever they may 
deem it necessary, and to make any other improvement which may con- 
duce to the health and cleanliness of said town; and all road tax, charged 
on the county duplicate, on property within the limits of said town, shall 
be worked out within said town as the town council may designate and 
point out; and all taxes charged for road purposes as aforesaid, on pro- 
perty within the limits of said town, and collected by the county coQec- 
tor, shall be paid into the hands of the town treasurer, to be Specially ap- 
propriated by the town council to road purposes within s|iid town. 

Sec. 16. That said corporation shall be allowed the use of the conntjr 
jail, for the imprisonment of such persons as may be liable to imprisoa- 
ment, under the laws and ordinances of said town,, and all persons so im- 
prisoned shall be under the charge of the sheriff, or jailor, as in other 
cases. 

Seo 17. That any future Legislature shall have power to alter, amend>. 
or repeal this act.

name of the ^^Greenville and Eaton Turnpike Road Company,'' for the

For every hofse mule or ass, six months old or upwards, led or driveo, 
three cents; 

For every head of neat cattle, six months old or upwards, one ceht^ 

For every head of sheep or hogs, one half-cent; 

For every four wheeled pleasure carriage, drawn by two horses, thirty- 
seven and one-half cents; for every horse in addition, six and one-fourth 
cents; 

For every four wheeled pleasure carriage draWn by one horse, 
twenty-five centtf; 

For every chaise, riding chair, gig, sulkcy or cart, or other two wheel- 
ed carriage of any kind, drawn by one horse, twelve and one-half cents: 

Sec. 7. And the said company shall be entitled to' demand and receive 
one-half of the foregoing rates of tolls on the said road, when the same or 
any part thereof, being not less than ten miles together, shall have been 
graded anJ bridged, though not fully completed: Provided^ that such per- 
-sons shall be exempted from paying tolls, as are exempted in the eleventh 
asctionof the general act, passed January 7th, 1817, before mentioned, sa- 
ving only, personal conveying public mails of the United States, which 
last mentioned persons shall not pass free, as in said act provided.

AN ACT 

To change the name of the town of Troy, in Athens county, and to incorporate the 

same. 

Sec. 1 • Be it enacted hy the General Assembly of the State of Okh, That 
•omach of the township of Troy, in the county of Athens, as is known as 
the town of Troy, be, and the same is hereby, changed to that of Hock- 
ingport; and that so much of said town as is included in thf3 original re- 
corded plat of said town, be, and the same is hereby, created a town cor- 
fortte, by the name of Hockingport, aforesaid. 

Sec S. That the qualified electors for members of the General Assem- 
bly, reaifing within the limits of said corporation^ shall meet at some con- 
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in April, 1838, and on the first Saturday in April annualiy thereafter, at 
sach place as the town council may direct,and then and there proceed, by 
a plurality of votes, to elect a mayor, recorder, and five trustees, who shall 
have the qualification of electors, and shall reside within the limits of said 
corporation; and the persons so elected shall hold their oflices one year, 
and until their successors are elected and qualified: Provided^ That a fail- 
ure to elect on said day shall not forfeit the charter of said corporation. 

Sec* 3. That at the first election to be holden under this act, two 
judges and a clerk shall be chosen, tioa voce^ by the electors present, and 
sbaTl take an oath or affirmation faithfully to discharge the duties required 
of them by this act; and at all subsequent elections, the mayor^or any two 
of the electors, shall sit as judges, and the recorder shall sit as clerk, if 
present; and if the recorder is absent, the judges shall proceed to appoint 
a clerk of the election; and at all such elections, the polls shall be opened 
between the hours of one and two in the afternoon, and close by the hour of 
four the same afternoon; and at the close of the polls the votes shall be coun- 
ted, and a statement thereof proclaimed at the door of the house in which 
the election shall be held; and the persons elected shall, within ten days 
after their election, take an oath or afiirmation to support the constitu* 
tionof the United, and of this State, and an oath of office, a certificate of 
which shall be deposited with the recorder, and by him preserved. 

Sec. 4. That the mayor, recorder, and trustees of said town, shall be 
a body politic and corporate, with perpetual succession, to be known and 
jdistinguished by the name of the town council of Hockingport, and shall 
be capable in law to acquire, receive and hold, any estate, real or personal, 
for the use of said town; and may have a common seal, and alter the same 
at their discretion; and may sue and be sued, plead and be impleaded, an- 
swer and be answered, in any court of law or equity in this State; and 
when any suit shall be commenced against said corporation, the first pro- 
cess shall be a summons, an attested copy of which shall be left with the 
recorder at least ten days before the return day thereof. 

Sec. 5. That the mayor, recorder and trustees, or a majority of them, 
shall have authority to. make, ordain, and publish all such by-laws and 
ordnances, consistent with the constitution and laws of the United States, 
and of this State, as they may deem necessary for the regulation, interest, 
safety, health, cleanliness and convenience of said town, and the inhab- 
itants thereof; they shall have power to fill all vacancies that may happen 
by resignation, death or removal, in any of the different offices herein 
named; they shall also have power to appoint a treasurer, town marshal, 
and such siy bordinate officers as they may deem necessary, to prescribe 
their duties and to require of them such securities as they may deem neces- 
sary, to secure the performance; to remove them at pleasure; to fix and es- 
tablish the fees of the officers ofsaid corporation not established bythisact; 
•to impose auch fines, not exceeding two dollars, as they may deem just^ 
for refusing to accept any office in said corporation, or for neglect or mis* 
conduct thexein; they shall have power to audit and settle the accounts of 
the town, to appropriate and draw the money in the hands of the treasu- 
rer, to eatabli$n and regulate the markets, to establish and erect wharves 
wd docks , to regulate the landing of steambQats, fiat-boats, and other 
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erdii and tmtlsi Prmded, That no tax abalt be collected of any steaoiboat, 
flat*boat, craft or raft, UDtil luch times as a suitable wharf is erected and 
power granted by the X^BgisIature of this State. 

Sec. 6. That the mayor shall be a conservator of the peace within the 
limits of md corporation, and shall have all the powers of a justice of the 
peace therein, both in civil and criminal cases; who sh^ll give bond as re- 
quired by justices of the peace, and in all his acts as justice of the peace he 
atiaJJ be governed by the laws defining the duties of justices of the peace, 
and shall be entitled to receive the same fees for similar services; and an 
appeal may be had from any final decisions or judgments of the said mayor 
of said oerporation, to the court of common pleas of the county of Athens, 
io the same minneras from that of a justice of the peace. 

Sec. 7. That it shall be the duty of the recorder to make and keep an 
accnrate record of all the laws and ordinances, made and ordained by the 
town council of said town, and of all proceedings in their corporate capa- 
city; which record shall be open at all times to the inspection of the elec- 
tors of said town; and the recorder shall preside at all meetings of the cor- 
poration and of the town council. 

Sec« 8. That all processes issued by the mayor shall be directed to the 
marshal, and in the service and execution thereof, the marshal shall have 
the same power as is or may be given to constables, and shall be entitled 
to receive the same fees as are or may be allowed to constables for sim- 
ilar services. 

Sec. 9. That the town council shall have power to assess for corporation 
purposes, an annual tax on all property in said town, made subject to tax- 
ation by the laws of this State for State and county purposes, not exceed- 
ing in a^y one year, one per centum on the value thereof, which value shall 
be ascertained by an assessor to be appointed by the town council for 
Ihat purpose, a duplicute of which shall be made out and signed by the 
recorder, and delivered, to the collector; they shall have the power of 
equalizing any injudicious assessment thus made, on complaint of the 
person or persons aggrieved. 

Sec. 10. That the town marshal shall be collector of any tax assess- 
ed; and he is hereby authorized and required, by distress and sale of prop- 
erty as constables on executions, to collect and pay over said tax to the 
treasurer, within three months of the time of receiving the duplicate there- 
of^ and the treasurer's receipt shall be his voucher: the town marshal 
shall make personal demand of every resident charged with tax, and shall 
give ten days' notice, by advertisement in two of the most public places in 
said corponition, of any tax; and if the tax on any lot or part of a lot, 
on which no personal property can be found, shall remain unpaid three 
BBonths after the expiration of the time by this act allowed the collector 
fin* the collection of the tax, then the said town marshal shall give notice 
by written or printed hand bills stating the amount of such tax, and the 
number of lot on which it is due, and that the same will be sold to discharge 
such tax unless the payment thereof be made within three months from 
the date of such advertisement; and if such tax be not paid within that 
lime, the town marshal, after givine thirty day's notice of the time nnd 
plaea of sale, at three of the most puUic places in said town, shall proceed 
to sell aft puUic auction such lot or part of lot as will dischaxge said tax» 
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Promded^ That if the owner or oiro^ri of nid loti, shall hppaar at anv 
time within two years after such sale, and paj the purchaae mbney, with 
interest, and ten per centum penalty thereon, he or they shall be entitled 
to the right of redemption: And prai^ided, aho^ That nothing in this sec- 
tion shall affect the right of others, in law or equity, to the' benefit of the 
right of redemption when they shall arrive at full age. 

Sec. 11. That said corporation shall be allowed the use of the coanty 
jail of said county, for the confinement of such persons as may be liable 
to imprisonment under the laws and ordinances of said corporation, and 
also for the confinement of such persons as may be arrested, or be in cus- 
tody, either in civil or criminal cases; and all persons so imprisoned shall 
be under the charge of the sheriff of the county, as in other cases.

To incorporate the Sandusky Steam Navigation Company. 

Sec. 1. Be it enacted by the General As.fembly of the State of Ohio^ That 
David Smart, Thomas J. Titus, William To wnsend, Samuel M. Lockwood, 
Puvid Campbell, Alexander H. Barber and Lucas S. Beecher, and such 
other persons as have, or shall have, or shall be associated with them for 
the purpose of navigating the rivers and waters of Lake Erie, and the con^ 
tiguous Lakes with steam boats, and constructing the same, and their suc- 
cessors be, and they are hereby constituted and declared to be, a body 
corporate by the name and style of the "Sandusky Steam Navigation 
Company," and by that name they and their successors shall have for 
the period of twenty years' succession, and shall be capable in law of sue- 
ingand being sued, contracting and being contracted with, answering and 
being answered unto, defending and being defended, in all courts and pla« 
ces whatsoever; and may have a common seal, and may change and al« 
ter the same at pleasure, and that they and their successors, by the name 
of the ^Sandusky Steam Navigation Company," shall, in law be capable oi* 
purchasing and holding any real or personal estate necessary for the ob- 
jects of this incorporation. 

Sec. 3. That the capital stock of said company shall be two hundred 
thousand dollars, to be divided into shares of fifty dollars each, and that 
the said stock shall be deemed and considered personal estate, and be 
transferable. 

Sec. 3. That the stock, property, affairs and concerns of said corpo- 
ration, shall be managed and conducted by seven directors being stock- 
holders, which directors, shall hold their offices from the first Monday in 
Janoary in every year, and shall be elected on the first Monday in Janua- 
ry at such time and plaee^ at the town of Sandusky, Htinon county, as a 
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najority of said 4irecton, for the time being, shall appoint, and public no* 
lice thereof shall be given by the said directors, not less than twenty days 
preTiaus to the time of holding such election, by an advertisement to be 
inserted in some public newspaper printed in said town of Sandusky, and 
said election shall be made by such of the stockholders of said corporation 
as shall attend for that purpose* either in person or by proxy, and each 
ahare of stock shall entitle the holder to one vote; and all elections for di* 
rectors shall be by ballot*, and the seven persons who shall have the 
greatest nomber oi votes shall be directors ibr the ensuing year, and shall 
eontinusin office until other directors are chosen in their stead; and if il 
shall happen that at any election two or more persons shall have an equal 
number of votes, then the directors in office, at the time of such an election, 
«r a majority of them, shall proceed by ballot, and by plurality of votes 
determine which of the said persons so having an equal number of votes 
shaJI be director or directors of said company, so as to complete the whole 
number, and the directors elected as soon as may be thereafter, shall pro* 
ceed in like manner to elect by ballot one of their number, who shall be 
their president, and if any directpr shall cease to be a stockholder, his of- 
fice shall be considered as vacant, and whenever any vacancy or vacan* 
cies shall happen among the directors, or in the office of president, by 
death, resignation or otherwise, such vacancy or vacancies shall be filled 
ior the remainder of the year in which the same shall happen, by such per- 
son or persons as the remainder of the directors for the time being or a 
majority of them, shall appoint; and in case of the absence of the presi- 
dent, the board of directors shall have power to appoint a president /^ro 
tempore^ who shall have and exercise such powers and functions as the by- 
laws of said company may provide; and the seven persons first named in 
the first section of this act shall be the present directors, and shall bold 
their offices respectively until the first Monday of January, in the year of 
oar Lord one thousand eight hundred and thirty-nine, and until other di- 
rectors shall be chosen. 

Sec. 4. That subscription books for the capital stock of said company 
shall be opened under the direction of the directors herein above named, 
and at any time the said directors may appoint after the passage of this 
act, and shall be kept open until the whole amount of the said stock, or such 
number of shares thereof shall be subscribed for, as in the opinion of the 
said directors or a majority of them, will be sufficient to complete, furnish 
and pat in operation one steam boat; and every subscriber at the time of 
SQbscribing shall pay unto such one of the directors as a majority of them 
shall appoint for that purpose, the sum of five dollars for each share so sub- 
scribed, and after such sum as may be deemed sufficient as aforesaid shall 
be subscribed, the books, moneys and papers shall be delivered to the pres- 
ident of said company, and the first president shall be chosen by a major- 
ity of the persons named in the first section of this act at any time after 
the passage thereof. 

Sec. 5. That any four of the said directors for the time being shall 
form a quorum for tlie transaction of business, and shall have power to 
make and subscribe such by-laws, rules and regulations as to them shall ap- 
pear needful and proper, touching the management and disposition of the 
stock; and all payments which may be due thereon, the business, property, 
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estate and effects of the said company, and the tlaties, cmdoct and coixk 
pensation of the officers, engineers, mariners, servants, a gefnts, clerks, and 
workmen employed by said company; and shall also have power to em- 
ploy and appoint so many officers, clerks, servants, and agents for carrjr- 
mginto efiect the objects of said company, and with such salary and al* 
lowance as to them shall seem meet: Providedj that such by-laws, rules 
and regulations shall not be repugnant to the constitution and laws of the 
United States and of this State* 

Sec. 6 That no transfer of stock shall be valid or effectual until such 
transfer shall be registered in a book or books to be kept by the president 
and directors for that purpose; and further, that all such transfers of stock 
shall be made subject to the debts or demands due from the person trans- 
fering to the said company at the time of making such transfer; and the 
personal and real property of each and every stockholder, shall be liable 
for the payment 01 any debt due by said corporation to the full amount of 
stock by them respectively subscribed or owned: Provided^ that said corpo- 
ration shall not at at any time contract or owe any debt over and above 
the capital stock subscribed, and in case of any such excess, the directors, 
at the time of contracting such excess, shall be liable in their private and 
individual capacity* 

Sec 7. That in case it shall at at any time happen that an election of 
the directors shall not be made on any clay when, pursuant to this act, it 
ought to have been made, the company shall not for that cause, or for any 
non-user, be deemed to be dissolved, but that it shall and may be lawful on 
any other, to hold an election for directors in such manner as shall be 
provided by the by-laws and ordinances of said corporation. 

Sec. 8. That it shall not be lawful for the said corporation to en^ge 
in banking or to discount any evidence of debt, or to issue any note, or 
bond, or bill for the purpose of loaning the same. 

Sec. 9. That this act shall be deemed a public act

William Babcock, Isaac Richardson and George Ankeny, of the county of 
Knox^ be, and they are hereby appointed commissioners, whose duty it 
shall be to proceed, as soon as notified by the Auditor of Knox county, to 
view and appraise the North West Quarter of Section No* 27, in Township 
No. 19, of Range No. 18, in Richland county, belonging to Fractional 
Township No. 18, of Range No. 18, in Knox county: Provickd^ That Uie 
inhabitants of said Fractional Township No. 1 8, shall have civen their as- 
sent to the sale of the said north west quarter of Section No. 27, in the 
manner pointed out by the act, passed April 3, 1 837, entitled an act to 
amend an act entitled ^ An act to proride for the sale of section 16, grant* 
ed by Congress for the use of schools,'' passed January 39, 1837. 

Sec. 2. That said commissioners, previous to entering upon their duty, 
as appraisers, shall each take an oath or affirmation, faithfully and impar- 
tially to appraise said north west quarter of section 27, according to its 
real value in money; which appraisement shall be made in writing, and 
signed by the commissioners aforesaid, and forthwith returned to the coun* 
ty Auditor of Knox county: and said commissioners shall each receive for 
their services, one dollar per day for each day they, or either of them, may 
be necessarily employed in said appraisement, and making return thereof; 
to be paid out of the Treasury of Knox county, upon the order of the 
Auditor of said county. 

Sec. 3. That it shall be the duty of the county Auditor of Knox coun- 
ty, on receiving directions from the Auditor of State, to proceed to sell 
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said quarter section; to notify said commissioners to appraise the same, 
and upon receiving the appraisement aforesaid, to give at least thirty days^ 
notice, by advertisement published in some newspaper printed and in 
general circulation in each of the counties of Knox and Richland^ that 
said quarter section will be offered for sale at the court house in Knox 
county, on the second Saturday of December next; and pursuant to said 
notice^ he shall, between the hours of ten o'clock, A. M. and four oclock, 
P. M., at the door of the court house in said county of Knox, proceed to 
sell to the highest bidder, said north west quarter of section 27, upon the 
following terms: one fourth part to be paid at the time of sale, and one 
fourth part annually thereafter, with interest until the full amount of said 
payments shall be made; which payments shall be made to the Treasurer 
of said county of Knox, for the use of schools in the aforesaid Fractional 
Township No. 18: Provided^ Said sale may be continued from day today, 
if necessary: Provided^ ako^ That said lot of land shall not be sold for 
less than the appraised value thereof, as returned by said commissioners. 

Sec. 4. That the county Auditor aforesaid, on making sale of said land, 
shall give to the purchaser a certificate of purchase, stating the amount 
paid and the amount due, directed to the Governor, who, on the receipt 
thereof, may make a deed of said land, and deliver the same to the pur- 
chaser, and shall take from him a mortgage on said land, together with a 
bond with good and sufficient security to the acceptance of the Governor, 
to secure the payment of the balance of the purchase money, and the in- 
terest thereon; which bond and mortgage shall be taken in the name of, 
and payable to, the County Treasurer of Knox county. 

Sec 5. That the Auditor 'shall be entitled to receive for the services by 
him rendered, under the provisions of this act, the same fees that are al- 
lowed by law to Sheriffs for similar services: Provided, Said Auditor shall 
not be entitled to poundage. 

Sec. 6. That the County Treasurer shall, out of the first money that 
may come to his hands, of the purchase money, aforesaid, refund to the 
Treasurer of said county, the amount which may have been paid to the 
Commissioners and Auditor, for services rendered by them, herein before 
provided; and the County Treasurer shall be entitled to receive one per 
centum on all moneys received under the provisions of this act. 

Sec. 7. That neither of the appraisers, nor any other person, conduct- 
ing the sale of said land,shall directly or indirectly, purchase the same, or 
any part thereof; and any purchase so made, shall be deemed fraudulent 
and void. 

Sec. 8. That should either of said Commissioners die, refuse to serve, 
or such oflice of Commissioner by any other cause become vacant^ the 
Coanty Auditor of Knox county is authorized to fill such vacancies.

Sec. 2. That the stock of said corporation shall consist of shared of 
twenty dollars each, and shall be deemed in law personal property : Provide 
ed^ That no transfer of stock shall be valid or effectual until such trans- 
fer shall be entered or registered in the book or books to be kept by tbe 
corporation for that purpose; and all transfer of stock shall be made 
subject to the debts or demands due said corporation from the person mak* 
ing such transfer.

Sec. 1. Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of OAio, That 
the city of Cleveland is hereby authorized to procure a loan or loans of 
money to any amount not exceeding two hundred thousand dollars, in 
manoer pointed out in this act, at any rate of interest, not exceeding sev- 
en per centum per annum, for any length of time which the Commission- 
ers, hereafter named, shall deem expedient, not less than five years nor 
more than twenty years from the time of making the same, to be laid out 
and expended in the subscription or purchase of stock in some company 
kicorporated by the Slate of Ohio, for the purpose of constructing a Rail- 
road, from the city of Cleveland to the Pennsylvania line, in the direction 
of Pittsburgh: and the Commissioners hereafter named and constituted, 
are authorized and empowered for, and in the name and behalf of said 
city, to issue scrip, or other contract in proper form, for the assurance of 
the payment of the interest thereon to the holders thereof, at such times 
and places as may be agreed upon; and thereby to pledge the faith, credit 
and property of said city, for the faithful and punctual payment of the 
interest and principal of such loan, and every part and parcel thereof. 

Sec. 2- That Peter M. Weddell, Leonard Case, John W. Allen, Rich- 
ard Hilliard and Truman P. Handy, be, and they are hereby, by and 
with tbe consent of the city council of said city of Cleveland, and the 
citizens thereof, appointed commissioners and agents of said city, for the 
pnrposeof procuring the loan or loans herein before specified; and they 
or a majority of them, or their successors, are hereby authorized and em- 
powered, for and in behalf of said city, to make the said loan or loans; 
to execute all necessary and convenient contracts touching the same; to 
pledge to the lender or lenders the faith, credit and property of said city, 
that the interest and principal of said loan or loans, shall be paid in man- 
ner stipulated, and according with the provisions of this act; to hold and 
manage the money borrowed for the best advantage of said city; to in- 
vest tbe same in the purchase of stock in a company incorporated for the 
purpose of constructing a Railroad from said city in the direction of Pitts- 
bai^h; to sell said stock and transfer the same to the purchaser, and re- 
ceive the avails thereof, whenever they deem it expedient, and believe 
that they can redeem the said loan with said avails; to exchange the said 
stock with the holders of any of the certificates or other contracts or scrip, 
giyen for said loan or any part thereof; to receive all and every dividend 
and profit arising from said stock; to apply the same in paying the inter- 
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e$t on said loan, and to the redemption of principal, vbenever that can be 
done on fair and reasonable term^, or to invest any surplus after paying 
interest, in such productive manner as they shall deem expedient; to ex- 
tend all meetings of the stockholders of such company, and vote on the 
stock of said city; to appoint by writing an attorney or proxy to vole for 
them, which may be one of their own body or any other person; to ap- 
point an agent or attorney to transact any business in relation to their 
trust, and him again displace; and moreover, to do and perform aU other 
acts and things, necessary and proper to be done, for and in behalf of the 
said city, in the proper conducting and managing said trust. 

Sec. 3. That the city council are hereby required, to provide funds 
for the payment of interest on said loan, from time to time, as the same may 
become due; and, also, for the final redemption of the piincipal of said loan 
or loans, when the same shall become payable; and if the revenue of said 
city shall not be sufficient, the city council shall levy and collect taxes, 
from time to time, as may be necessary, in the same manner that other 
taxes in said city shall be levied and collected, which shall be appropriat* 
ed and paid over to said commissioners, for the purpose aforesaid; and if 
said city council shaH neglect or refuse to provide funds as aforesaid, the 
said commissioners, or a majority of them, (having first applied aU fmida 
in their hands applicable to such purpose,) are hereby authorized and em- 

Eowered, from time to time, to levy and collect such tax or taxes as tOMj 
e necessary for the purpose aforesaid, in the same manner that the citjr 
council might have done, and also to appoint all the proper oflGicers for the 
levying and collecting the same. 

Sec* 4. That the commission hereby created, shall contimie until the 
money to be borrowed shall be refunded: and if the place of either of said 
commissioners shall become vacant by death or resignation, removal from 
the county of Cuyahoga or otherwise, the place so become vacant shall be 
filled by remaining commissioners, who shall appoint a suitable man who 
will serve, and give him a certificate of his appointment, who shall thence- 
forth have the same rights and be subject to the same rights and duties, as 
his predecessor, or any other of said commissioners; and the person whose 
place shall have been vacated, shall not be responsible for any act of the 
commissioners done or suflfered after his place shall have been vacated. 

Sec. 5. The said commissioners shall keep a book on which they shall 
enter in any intelligible manner, all their proceedings in relation to said 
trust; and they shall likewise keep accurate accounts of all moneye which 
shall come to their hands; and shall render a fair statement of their dotn|rs 
to the city council once every six months; and said books shall be, at all 
reasonable times, subject to the inspection of the city council, or any com- 
mittee by them authorised. 

Sec. 6. That the city council shall, from time to time, pay the com- 
missioners their reasonable expenses, and also for their time actually em- 
ployed in the discharge of their duties abroad from the said city, such com- 
pensation as said city council shall deem reasonable.

Beit enacted by the Creneral Assembly of the State of OAto, That 
so much of the township of Colerain, in the county of Ross, as is included 
in the town plat of the town of Adelphi, and also so much of said town as 
lies in I^ickaway county, be, and the same is hereby created a town cor- 
porate, and shall hereatter be known and distinguished by the name of 
the town of Adelphi. 

Sec. S. That, for the good government of said town, it shall be law- 
ful for the inhabitants who have resided in said town for the space of six 
months next preceding any election to be held under this act, having qual- 
ifications of electors of members of the General Assembly, to meet at the 
usual place of holding elections in said town on the first Saturday of April 
next, and on the first Saturday of April annually thereafter, and then and 
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tbem proceedf bj plorality of votes, to dect by ballot one mayor, one re- 
oorder, sad five councilmen; who shall reside within the limits of said cor- 
poration, and shall hold their respectire offices for one year, and until their 
saccesBOr* are chosen and qualified; and such mayor, recorder and conn- 
eHmen, being so elected and qualified, shall constitute the town council of 
Mud town, any fire of whom shall constitute a quorum for the transaction 
of bosineas pertaining to their duties. 

Sec. 3. That, at the first election to be holden under this act, there 
AM be chosen vha voce^ by the electors present, two judges and a clerk of 
said election, who shall each take an oath or affirmation faithfully to dis- 
charge the duties required of him by this act; and at ail subsequent eleo- 
tioiia, the councilmen, or any two of them, shall be judge«; and the record- 
er, or in case of his absence^ some person to be appointed by the judges, 
shall be clerk; the polls shall be open between the hours of ten and eleven 
o'clock in the forenoon and close at four o'clock in the afternoon of said 
day; and at the dose of the polls the votes shall be counted, and a true 
statement thereof proclaimea to the voters present, by one of the judges; 
and the clerk shall make a true record thereof and within five days there> 
sAer he shall give notice to the persons so elected of their election; and 
it shall be the duty of said town council, at least ten days before each and 
every election, to give notice of the same by setting up advertisements at 
lltfee of the most public places in said town. 

Sec. 4* That tlie mayor, and in case of his absence, the recorder, shall 
preside at all meetings of the town council, and the recorder shall attend 
all meetings of the town council, and make a fair and accurate record of 
all their proceedings, laws, rules and ordinances made or passed by the 
coouBon council aforesaid, and the same shall at all times be open for the 
inspection of the electors of said town. 

Sec 5. That the town council shall have power to fill all vacancies 
which may happen in said board from the householders who are qualified 
electors of said town, who shall hold their appointment until the next an- 
nual election, and until their successors are elected and qualified ; and 
m the absence of the mayor and recorder from any meeting of the town 
council, the councilmen shall have power to appoint any two of their 
Bumber to perform the duties of mayor and recorder for the time being. 

Secm 6. That the mayor, recorder and councilmen of said town £all 
be a body corporate and politic with perpetual succession, to be known 
aad distinguished by the name and style of ^^The Town of Adelphi," and 
shall be capable in law, by their corporate name, to acquire property, real, 
personal and mixed, for the use of said town, and may sell and convey the 
same at i^easure; they ma v have a common seal, which they may break, al- 
ter, or renew at pleasure ; they may sue and be sued, plead and be impleaded, 
defend and be defended, in all manner of actions and in all courts of law or 
equity; and when any suit shall be commenced against said corporation, 
the fijYt process shall be by summons, an attested copy of which shall be 
left with the recorder, or at his usual place of residence, at least five days 
previous to the return day thereof. 

Sec. 7. That each member of said town council, before entering upon 
the duties of his office, shall take an oath to support the Constitution of 
the United States and the Constitution of this State, and also an oath of 
office. 



Sec. & That said towQ council shall have power to oidaia aod e«l«b-^ 
lish by-laws, rules and regulations for the government of said town^ a«d 
the same to alter, repeal or amend at pleasure; to provide in suoh bjF* 
laws, for the appointment or election of a treasurer, town marshal and all 
the subordinate officers which they may think necessary for the good gov* 
emmentand well being of said town; to prescribe their duties and deter- 
mine the period of their appointment, and the fees they shall be entitled tc^ 
receive for their services, and to require of them to take an oatb of office 
previous to their entering upon the duties of their respective offices, and 
may further require of them a bond with security, conditioned for the fakb» 
fill performance of their respective offices; the town council shall abo baw^ 
power to fix to the violation of the by-laws and ordinances of the corpora-* 
tion, such reasonable fines and penalties as they may deem proper, to en- 
force obedience to the same, and to provide for the disposition and apprcK 
priation of said fines and penalties: Provided^ That such by-laws and or- 
dinances be not inconsistent with the Constitution and Laws of the United 
States and of tbis^State: dnd provided also^ That no by-laws or ordinance 
of said corporation shall take effect or be in force, until the same shall 
have been posted up at least ten days, in one of the most public places 
within said town, unless it be a case of emergency, in which case they 
shall be in force from and after the passage thereof- 
Sec. 9. That the town council shall, at the expiration of each Bad 
every year, cause to be made out and posted up as aforesaid, the recripte 
and expenditures of the preceding year. 

Sec. 10. The town council shall have power to regulate and improve 
the streets and alleys, and determine the width of the side-walks in said 
town; they shall have power to remove all nuisances and obstructions 
from the streets and commons of said town; and to do all things which 
similar corporations have power to do; to provide for and secure cleanli* 
ness and good order in said town. 

Sec. 11. That for the purpose of more effectually enabling the town 
council to carry into efiect the provisions of this act, they are hereby au-- 
thorized and empowered to levy a tax on all the real estate and personal 
property subject to taxation within the bounds of said corparation, as the 
same has been or shall be appraised and returned on the grand levy of the 
State: Provided^ That said tax shall not exceed, in any one year, one half 
of one per centum on the aggregate amount of all such taxable property 
within the limits of said corporation; and the town council shall, between 
the first Monday in May and the first Monday in July, determine the 
amount of tax to be assessed and collected for the current year. 

Sec. 12. That it shall be the duty of the recorder of said corporatioe 
to make out duplicates of taxes, charging each individual within said cor- 
poration an amount of tax in proportion to the aggregate value of taxa- 
ble property belonging to said individual, within the limits of said corpo- 
ration, as the same appears from the auditor^s books of Ross and Picka- 
way counties; and the recorder of said corporation shall, at all reasonable 
hours, have access to the county auditor^s books, for the purpose of making 
out such dupHcate, free of expense; and the duplicate, when made out, 
shall be certh&ed by the mayor and recorder; and one of said duplicates 
shall be delivered to the marshal, or such other person as shall be appoint- 
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ti colketor, whoae dntj it shall be to collect said tax, in the same manner, 
aad under the same regulations, as the collectors , of State and county tax 
are required bj law to collect State and county taxes; and the said mar- 
shal orcollector, so appointed, shall, immediately after collecting sud tax^ 
pay the same over to the treasurer of said corporation, and take his receipt 
therefor; and the said marshal or other collector, shall have the same pow- 
er to sell both real and personal property as is given by law to the coun- 
tf treasurer, and, when necessary, the recorder shall have power to make 
mds for real estate sold, in the same manner that county auditors are by 
law empowered to do, for lands sold by the county treasurer; and the 
manhal or other collector, shall receive for his fees such sum as the towa 
ceimcil may direct, not exceeding six per centum on all moneys so by 
him collected, to be paid by the treasurer on the order of the recorder. 

Sec 13. That, for the purpose of more effectually preserving the 
peace and good order of said corporation, it shall not be lawful for the 
town council to grant a license to any person to keep a coifee house, or to 
retail spiritous liquors, or to keep a house of entertainment; and said town 
eooncii is hereby authorized and empowered, to pass suqh by-laws as to 
them may seem necessary, for the punishment of such as may, without^ 
authority engage in keeping such house, or in retailing spiritous liquors^ 
and to impose such fines as to them may seem necessary; and it shall be 
Ihedaty of the mayor, upon information of the violation of such by-laws, 
to enquire into the same, and to issue his warrant to bring the offender 
before hira for hearing: Provided^ That nothing herein contained shall be 
cons tru ed as to give the said corporation any authority or jurisdiction 
over taverns licensed by the court of common pleas of Ross county: Pro^ 
vided moreover, that the mavor and common council shall have exclusive 
power to license or prohibit shows or exhibitions, and may regulate the 
same as they shall deem proper; and they shall also have power to es- 
tablish and regulate markets in said town. 

Sec* 14. That the said council shall have full power to appropriate 
any money remaining in the corporation treasury, to the improvement of 
the streets, alley 8 and side-walks of said town, when they may deem it ne- 
cessary so to do; and make all other improvements, of a public nature^ 
which may conduce to the convenience and prosperity of the inhabitants 
of said town. 

Sec 15. That the mayor of said corporation shall be conservator of 
die peace throughout said town, and shall have, within the same, all the 
powers and jurisdiction of a justice of the peace, in all matters, civil and 
criminal, arising under the laws of this State, to all intents and purposes 
whaterer; and the said mayor shall perform all the duties required of him 
by the by-laws and ordinances of said corporation; and appeals may be ta- 
ken from the decisions of said mayor, in all cases where appeals are allow- 
ed finom the decisions of justices of the peace, and in the same manner. * 

Sec. 16. That the marshal shall be the principal ministerial officer of 
said town, and shall have the same powers as constableshaveby law, and 
Us jurisdiction in criminal cases shall be co-extensive with the counties of 
Rotsand Pickaway; and he shall execute the process of the mayor^ and 
receive the same fees for his services that constables are allowed in similar 
cases for Kke services. 
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Sec* t7. That the major shall receive the same fees that justices of 
the peace are, or may be entitled to in like cases; and the recorder such 
fees for his dervices as the by-laws and ordinances of such corporation 
shall prescribe. 

See* 1 8« That, if no election shall be held by the electors of said town 
on the first Saturday of April next, it shall be lawful for any ten house- 
holders of said town, at any time thereafter, to call a meeting of the elect-' 
ors by giving eight days' notice in three of the most public places therein; 
which notice shall state the time, place and object of the meeting, and shall 
be signed by the said householders; and if a majority ef the electors of 
said town shall attend at the time and place mentioned in said notice, it

Sec. 1 • BeU enacted by ifie General Assembly of the State of Ohio^ That 
so much of the township of Seal, in the county of Pike, a^ is comprised 
within the limits of the town plat of the town of Piketon, and all addi-* 
tions thereto, including the outlets of said town, together with all suchad^ 
ditions as may hereafter be recorded thereto, be, and the same is hereby 
created a town corporate, and shall hereafter be known by the name of 
the "Town of Piketon."

recorder and trustees so elected, shall hold their offices one year, and until 
their soccessors are elected and qualified: Provided^ That a failure to elect 
on said day shall not forfeit the charter. 

Sec 3* That, at the first election to be holden under -this act, two 
judges and a clerk shall be chosen viva voce, by the electors present, who 
shaU Cake an oath or affirmation faithfully to perform their respective du*- 
ties as such, and at all subsequent elections, the mayor or any two trostess 
nay judge the election, and the recorder, or in case of his absence, a re« 
eorder pro tempore appointed by the council,sha]lbe clerk; and, at all sudi 
elections, the polls shall be opened between the hours of twelve and one 
o'clock, and close at four on said day; and at the close of the polls, the 
▼Qtes shall be counted and the result shall be proclaimed at the door of the 
house where the election may be held, and the persons elected shall, with- 
in ten days thereafter, take an oath or affirmation to support the Consti- 
tution of the' United States and of this [State,] and faithfully to discharge 
the duties of their respective offices agreeably to their best abilities; a 
certificate of which shall be deposited with the recorder and by him pre* 
served. 

The mayor, recorder and trustees of said town, shall be a 
body politic and corporate, with perpetual succession, to be known and 
distinguished by the name of the Town Council of Piketon, and shall be ca- 
pable in law to acquire, receive and hold any estate, real and personal, for 
the use and benefit of said town, and may sell and transfer the same, and 
may have a common seal, and alter the same at their discretion; may sue 
and be sued, plead and be impleaded, answer and be answered, in any 
eoQft of law or equity in this State; and when any suit shall be commeno* 
ed against said corporation, the first process shall be a summons, an at* 
tested copy of which shall be left with the recorder, or at his usual place 
ef abode, at least ten days before the return day thereof. 

Sec. 5. The mayor, recorder and trustees, or a majority of them, 
whereof the mayor or recorder shall always be one, shall have power and 
authority to make, ordain, and publish all such by-laws and ordinances, 
not inconsistent with the Constitution and Laws oV the United States and 
of this State, as they shall deem necessary and proper for the promotion 
ef morality, as well as for the good regulation, interest, safety, health, 
deanliness, and convenience of said town, and the inhabitants thereof; 
tkey shall have power to fill all vacancies that may happen by death or 
etberwi8e,in any of the different offices herein named; they shall also have 
power to appoint a treasurer, marshal, and such other subordinate officers 
uthey may deem needful; to prescribe their duties,to require such surety 
is they shall deem proper for their performance, to remove them at plea* 
mrs, to establish the fees of all officers in the corporation not estabHshed 
by this act; to impose such fines (not exceeding three dollars) as they 
Bay deem just for refiising to serve in any office in the corporation, or 
bra^lect or misconduct therein: Provided^ That no person shall be 
^Qv&pelled to serve two terms in succession in any one ofiicein thecorpo* 
rstiDtL 

Sec e. The said council, or a majority of them as aforesaid, shall have 
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power to regulate and improve all streets, alleys and public groonds in 
said town, to regulate and improve the side-walks, drains or sewers, to re* 
move nuisances and regulate markets; they shall have power to enforce 
obedience to the by-laws of the corporation, by any. reasonable fines or 
penalties, and to cause the same to be collected and paid into the treasury; 
they shall have power to audit and settle all accounts of the corporation, 
to appropriate and draw out of the treasury all moneys therein; they shall 
have power to license, to regulate, or to prohibit all shows and public ex* 
hibitions. 

Sec* 7* The mayor shall be a conservator of the peace within the 
limits of said corporation, and shall have all the powers of a justice of the 
peace, in all cases under the laws of Ohio; shall give bond to be approved 
by the town council, be governed by the same laws, and shall receive the 
same fees, as justices of the peace are authorized to receive for like seryi* 
ces, and from whose judgments and decisions, appeals may be bad to the 
court of common pleas for Pike county, in the same manner as from justices 
<>f the peace* 

Sec. 8« That all process issued by the Mayor shall be directed to the 
marshal, who shall be the chief ministerial officer of said town, who shall 
have the same power that constables have by law; an(l his jurisdictioa 
in criminal cases, or in cases of \iolation of the by-laws of the corpora- 
lion, shall be co-extensive with the county, and he shall be entitled to the 
same fees for his services as constables are in like cases. ^ 

Sec. 9. It shall be the duty of the Recorder to make and keep an ac^

The town council shall have power to assess on all property 
made liable to taxation, for State and county purposes, any amount not 
exceeding, in any one year, five mills on each dollar of the value thereof, 
48 the same may be found valued on the books of the county auditor at 
the time of assessing said tax. 

Sec. 1 1. The marshal shall be the coUector of all taxes assessed by the 
council, a daplicate of which shall be made and signed by the Recorder^ 
and delivered to him for collection; he shall be authorized and required, 
by distress and sale of property if need be, as constables are on executions^ 
to collect and pay over said tax within three months after the time of re* 
ceiving the duplicate thereof^ and the treasurer's receiptshall be his vouch- 
er; he fthall make personal demand of every resident charged with taXf 
and shall give notice to non residents, in three of the most public places in 
said corporation, at least thirty days previous to making distress oi proper- 
ty for said tax; and if the tax on any lot, part of lot, or piece of laad, shall 
remain unpaid for three months after such notice or demand, and no per- 
sonal property found whereof to make the same, then the marshal shall 
give notice by at least three written or printed handbills, and in some 
newspaper in general circulation in the county, stating the amount of suoh 
t«X) the number or description of the lot or piece of land on which it is 
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iatj and that the same will be sold on a day named therein, not less than 
thirty days thereafter, to satisfy said tax, unless payment be previously 
made; and if such tax shall remain unpaid on the day of sale, the marshal, 
after proclaiming the sale aloud, shall proceed to sell so much of said de- 
linquent lot, or lots, or piece of land, as will satisfy said tax and cosU ac* 
cruiog, at public auction, taking the part; so sold in such panner as to in*- 
clude the same width on the back as on the front part of the lot, and the 
said marshal is bereby authorized and required to make and execute to 
the purchaser a deed of conveyance ia fee simple for said premises so 
told, which deed shall vest in said purchaser all the right, title and inter- 
est, which the former owner or owners had in or to said lot, part of lot, 
or piece of land so sold as aforesaid: Provided^ That any such owner or 
owners who shall appear at any time within two years after such sale, 
and pay to the purchaser the purchase money with interest, and twenty- 
five per centum penalty thereon, shall.be entitled to the right of redemp-

That the mayor and town council shall have power to re- 
quire, by ordinance, each able bodied male person above the age af twen-

with such tax, in any court having cognizance thereof, with interest 
from the time such tax shall have been returned unpaid, and costs of 
suit; and when any tax charged upon any real estate within the city 
shall be returned as unpaid by said marshal, the city council shall have 
power to direct the city recorder of said city to advertise and sell 
the same, and the city recorder shall thereupon cause a notice to be 
published in a newspaper printed in said city or its vicinity, six suc^ 
cessive weeks, describing the real estate charged with such tax remain*^ 
ing unpaid, notifying all persons concerned that unless the said tax with 
interest and twenty-five per centum penalty thereon, shall be paid before 
the time of sale in such notice specified, he will, on a day to be stated 
therein, at his ofilice in said city, expose the said real estate to sale at pub* 
lie auction; and if such tax, with the interest and penalty thereon, be not 
paid before the time of sale, the said recorder shall then proceed to sellthe> 
same, or so much thereof as shall be necessary to pay the tax, interest and 
penalty charged thereon, and to pay the avails thereof into the city treasu- 
ry; and on such sale, the said city recorder shall execute and deliver to the 
purchaser a certificate of sale, describing therein the lot or lots sold; or ia 
ease a part only of a lot be sold, such description shall specify the quanti- 
ty coatained in the part so sold; and in case of a sale of a part only of a 
lot, the part sold shall extend from the main or principal street, road or 
alley, which may be the most convenient point to such lot, to the rear of 
said tot, and be bounded by lines as nearly parallel with the outlines of 
said lot as practicable; and the said recorder shall file a copy of such certi- 
ficate in his ofiBce; and, at the expiration of one year after such sale, the 
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nmyor of said city shall execute and deliver to the purchaser or his asMgns, 
a deed under his hand and the seal of said city, of such lot or lots, or part 
erf a lot so sold as aforesaid, unless the owner or claimant of the premises 
riiaU,'i!ntfaia one year after such sale, redeem said premises by paying to 
the purchaser or his assigns, or into the city treasury, for his, her or their 
benefit, the amount paid by said purchaser, with twenty-five per centum 
on the amouDtin addition thereto; and in case such payment shall be made 
into the city treasury, it shall be the duty of the treasurer of said city to 
make and execute duplicate receipts therefor, one of which he shall deli- 
far to such owner or claimant, and the other to the recorder of said city, 
to be by him kept on file; and on such payment being made within the 
time aforesaid, either to such purchaser oi^ his assigns, or into said treasu- 
ry, as aforesaid, all the right, title and interest of auch purchaser or his as- 
signs; both at law and in equity, acquired by such sale and certificate as 
aforesaid, shall forthwith cease and determine; and the deed so made by 
the said mayor as aforesaid, shall be received in all courts and places as 
pima facta evidence of a good and valid title in the grantee therein, his 
heirs and assigns* ' 

Sec 4* That the mayor of said city, by the direction of the city coun* 
ail, may renew any warrant that may be lawfully issued for the collection 
of any tax, from time to time, as often as any tax shall be returned uncol- 
lected, or may issue a new warrant for the collection of such tax, and in. 
sneh renewal or new warrant, shall specify the time when the same shall 
be setumed, and the same proceeding substantially shall be had on such 
renewal or new warrant, as are by this act auihorized upon the original 
warrant. 

Sec. 5. That whenever the city Qouncil of said city shall have ordered 
any improvement to be made in said city pursuant to the twenty-eighth 
section of the act hereby further amended; and whenever the said city 
cooncil shall have caused any of the grounds in said city liable to be cov- 
ered with stagnant water to be raised, drained or filled, and the expense 
ttiereof to be assessed according to the provisions of the twelfth section of 
said act, the city council shall direct the recorder of said city, whose duty 
it shall be in each of the cases aforesaid, to make a duplicate of the as- 
sessment of the expense, anddeliver the same, together with a warrant 
thereto annexed, as is provided herein, in relation to the annual taxes of 
said city, to the city marshal of said city, on or before the first of July 
next following; who shall proceed to collect the tax contained in such du- 
plicate of assessment at the same time and in the same manner in all re- 
spects, as is provided in and by this act for the collection of the annual 
taxes of said city, and he shall in like n^anner pay the same into the city 
treasary; and in case of any tax in such assessment being returned unpaid 
and delinquent, the proceedings may in all respects, be the same as in cases 
of delinquency in the payment of the annual taxes, with the addition of the 
like interest and penalty. 

Sec. 6. That in exercising the powers granted to the city council of 
said city in and by the third section of the act entitled ^^An act in addition 
to, and amendment of, the act entitled ^'An act to incorporate the city of 
Ohio,^ passed April 3d, 1837, said city council shall have power to levy a 
special tax by a discriminating assessment upon the land and ground bor^ 
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deriog and abutting on or near to any such ckannala, canals and otli«r im- 
provements authorized by the said third se&tion of said act to be consttuct* 
ed and made, according to the benefit accruing therefrom to such land or 
ground; and the city council shall order the city recorder of said cityt 
whose duty it shall be to deliver to the city marshal a duplicate of the tax 
so assessed) on or before the first Monday in July next after the time of 
making such order; and the said marshal shall proceed to collect the same 
at the same time and in the same manner as the annual taxes of said city, 
and all the proceedings in relation to the collection of such special tax^ 
may be the same, as are in and by this act prescribed in the case of said 
annual taxes. 

Sec. 7. That the returns of elections had, pursuant to the twenty-fourth 
section of the act hereby amended, shall be made and directed to the may- 
or of said city, or in case of his absence or inajbility to aot, or of a vacan* 
cy in the office of mayor, then to the president of the city council of said 
city. 

Sec. 8« That the power given to the city council of said city by the 
second section of the act aforesaid, passed April Sd, 1 837, of laying out, 
establishing, changing, vacating, or altormg streets, alleys or lanes in said 
city, shall be held, to extend to any and all of the streets, lanes and alleys, 
and to every part of said city. 

Sec. 9. That the city council shall have power, whenever in their 
opinion the interest of said city shall require, to levy taxes on dogs and 
other domestic animals not included in the list of taxable property for State 
or county purposes, and to provide by ordinance for the collection of the 
same. 

Sec. 10. That the city council of said citv shall have power to cause 
the streets, highways, commons and market places of said city to be grad- 
ed, paved or otherwise improved, as the interest of said city may require; 
and all persons within said city who by law may be liable to work on the 
roads, shall perform such work under the direction of the supervisors to 
be appointed by the city council, and shall be liable for delinquences in 
the same manner, and all fines and forfeitures incurred for delinquencies 
shall be collected in the manner provided by the laws of the State regulat- 
ing roads and highways for the time being: and when collected shall be 
paid over into the city treasury to be expended as other road taxes are; 
and the road tax which rn^iy be levied by law on property within said 
city, shall be collected in money by the treasurer of Cuyahoga county, and 
when collected shall be paid by him over to the city treasurer of said city, 
to be expended in the improvement of the roads and streets of said city, 
under the direction of said city council. 

Sec. 1 1. That so much of the second section of the act hereby further 
amended, as relates to the judicial power of the mayor of said city, and to 
appeals from judgments rendered by said mayor, the whole of the four- 
teenth section of the same act, and all other parts and provisions of said 
act, and of the act amendatory thereof, passed April 3d, 1837, which are 
inconsistent with the provisions of this act, be, and the same are hereby re- 

Eealed: Provided, That all matters and things already begun under, and 
y virtue of, the provisions of the aforesaid acts hereby amended, shall in 
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ae win be affbcted by the pasiage hereof^ but may be proceeded in as if 
tbie aetlMd not been passed*

Cone, James Harvey and John Skipton, and those who now are and here* 
after nay be associated with them, are hereby created a body politic and 
cerporate, by the name of the "First Presbyterian Society ot Warren,'' 
•greeaUy to an act passed March 5th, 1 836, entitled "An act in relation 
te incorporated religious societies," and shall hold their first meeting for the 
dectien of officenr, by any three or more persons named in this act, giv- 
ing ten days' notice in writing, posted up in three public places in the 
township, of the time and place of holding the same*

AN ACT 
To incorporate the Miami County Mutual Insurance Company. 

Sec. 1. Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of Ohio, That 
Henry W. Culbertson, John G. Tilford, Jacob Knoop, William Barbee, 
James F. Donaldson, Daniel Grosvenor, Robert Young, J. W. Gordon and 
John M* Cheevers, and such other persons who may become members of 
said cooipany, in the manner hereinafter provided, be, and they are here- 
by, made a body corporate and politic, jby the name of *^The Miami Coun* 
ty Mutual Insurance Company," for the purpose of insuring their respect- 
ive dwelling houses, stores, shops and other buildings, household furniture, 
machinery and merchandize against loss or damage by fire, whether the 
sune shall happen by accident, lightning, or by any other means, except- 
iogihat of design in the insured, or by invasion of an enemy or insurrec 
tion of the citizens of the United States; and, by that name, may sue and 
be nied) plead and be impleaded, appear, prosecute and defend in any 
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court of competent jurisdictioQ izi this State, or elsewhere; may faave and 
use a comcuon seal; may purchase and hold such real estate as may be 
necessary to effect the objects of their association; auii the same may sell 
and convey at pleasure; may make establish and put in execution such by- 
laws, ordinances and regulations as may be necessary or convenient for 
their regulation and government, and for the management of their afiairs. 

Sec. 2* That all and every person or persons, who shall at any ime 
become interested in said company by insuring therein, and also their re* 
spective heirs, executors, administrators and assigns, continuing to be in* 
sured therein as hereinafter provided, shall be deemed and taken to be 
members thereof, for and during the terms specified in their respective po- 
licies, and no longer; and shall at all times be concluded and bound by the 
provisions of this act. 

Sec. 3. That there shall be a meeting of said company at Troy, in the 
county of Miami, on the third Wednesday of October annually, or on such 
other day and at such other place as said company may hereafter deter- 
mine; of which thirty days' previous notice shall be given, by publicatioa 
in some newspaper in general circulation in said county, stating the time 
place and design of said meeting; at which meeting shall be ehosen, by a 
majority of the members present, a board of directors, consisting of not 
more than nine nor Jess than five members, who shall continue in office 
until others have been chosen and accepted the trust in their stead; all va* 
cancies happening in said board, may be. filled by the remaining members^ 
until the next annual meeting; and a majority of the whole number pres- 
ent shall constitute a quorum for the transaction of business; special naeefr- 
ings of the company may be called by order of the directors, or in such other 
manner as the by-laws thereof may prescribe; and at all elections for di^ 
rectors, and in all other cases where a vote of the members may be re- 
quired, each member by himself, or proxy, shall be allowed one vote; and 
each member who shall be insured to the amount of one thousand dollars, 
shall be entitled to two votes, and one vote for every additional sum of 
five hundred dollars he may be so insured. 

Sec. 4. That the board of directors shall superintend the concerns of 
said company, and shall have the management of the funds and property 
thereof, and of all matters and things thereunto relating, and not other- 
wise provided for by said company; they shall have power, from time 
to time, to appoint a secretary, treasurer and such other ofl^cers, agents 
and assistants, as to them may seem necessary, and prescribe their 
duties, fix their compensation, take such security from them as they 
may deem necessary for the faithful performance of their respective du- 
ties, and may remove them at pleasure; they shall determine the rates 
of insurance, the sum to be insured on any building, and thesam to be de- 
posited for the insurance thereof; they shall order and direct the making 
and issuing of all policies of insurance, the providing of books, stationary 
and other things needful for the ofiicesof said company, and for carrying 
on the affairs thereof; and may draw upon the treasurer for the payment of 
losses which may have happened, and for expenses incurred in transact- 
ing the concerns of said company; they shall elect one of their own num- 
ber to act as president, and may hold their meetings monthly, andoftener 
if necessary, for transacting the business of the company, and shall keep 
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a reocHd of tbair proceedings; and any director, disagreeing with a majo- 
ntyofthe board at any raeetiog, may enter his dissent, with his reasons 
therefoTy on the record of their proceedings. 

Seo. 5. Every person who shall become a member of said company* 
bj efiecting insurance therein, shall, before he receives his policy, deposite 
his piomisory note for such a sum of money as shall be determined by the 
diiectorsi and at the time of receiving such policy shall pay on said note, 
a party not exceeding ten per centum; and the remainder of such deposite 
aoleshall be payable by such instalments as the directors may pcescribe,for 
ifaa uses and purposes of said company, as a fund to pay expenses and loss- 
es; and, at the expiration of the term of such insurance^ the said note, or. 
flach part as shall remain upaid, shall be relinquished and given up to the 
maker thereof; and it shall be lawful for such corporation to vest its mo- 
neys, stocks and effects, in any public stocks created by the laws of this 
State) and the same to sell; or they may loan the same on real or personal 
security, at the legal rate of interest: Pramcteti, That nothing in this act 
contained shall be so construed as to confer on said company, the right or 
privilege of banking, or any other right or privilege that may not be ne- 
cessary for carrying into efiect th^object of the same, as therein expressly 
set forth* 

Sec* 6* That every member of said company shall be, and hereby is, 
Wvad and obliged to pay his portion of all losses and expenses happening 
er aocming in and to said company; and all buildings insured by and with 
said caoipany, together with the right, title and interest of the insured, to 
the lands on which they stand, shall be pledged to said company; and the 
said company shall have a lien thereon against the insured, during the con* 
tinuance of his, her, or their policies. 

Sec 7. That in case of any loss or damage by fire happening to any 
mensber, upon property insured in and with said company, the said mem- 
ber shall give notice thereof, in writing, to the directors or some one of 
ibeiSf or to the secretary of said company, within thirty days from the 
time such loss or damage may have happened; and the directors, upon 
▼iew of the same, or in such other way as they may deem proper, shall as- 
eertain and determine the amount of said lessor damage; and if the party 
sufieriogis not satisfied with the determination of the directors, the ques- 
tion may be submitted to referees, or the said party may bring an action 
aninst said company for loss or damage, in the court of common pleas for 
Miami county, within six months after said determination, and not after- 
wards; and if, upon trial of said action, a greater sum shall be recovered 
than the amount determined upon by the directors, the party suffering 
•hall have judgment therefor, against said company, with interest thereon 
firom the time said loss or damage happened, and costs of suit; but if no 
oMxe shall be recovered than the amount aforesaid, the said party shall 
become non-suit, and the said company shall recover their costs: Pravidedf 
That the judgment last mentioned shall, in no wise, affect the claim of 
said sofiering party to the amount of loss or damage, as determined by the 
directors aforesaid: Provided alsoy That execution shall not issue on any 
judgpnent against said company, until after the expiration of three months 
from the rendition thereof. 
See. 8. That the directors shall, after receiving notice of any loss or 
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damage by fire, sustained by. any member, and ascertaintftg the same^or af* 
ter the rendition of any judgment as aforesaid^ against said company^ fer 
such loss or damage, settle or determine the sums to be paid by theseveral 
membefs thereof, as their respective proportions of such loss, and publish 
the same in such manner as they shall see fit, or as the by-laws shall have 
prescribed; and the sum to be paid by each ilnember, shall always be 
in proportion to the original amount of his deposite note or notes, and 
shall be paid to the treasurer within thirty days next after the pablicatioa 
of said notice; and ifany member shall, for the space of thirty days cfter 
the publication of said notice, neglect or refuse to pay the sum assessed 
Qpon him, her or them, as his, her or their proportion of any loss as afore- 
said, in such case the directors may sue for and recover the whole amootil 
of his, her or their deposite of note or notes, with costs of suit; and the 
money thus collected shall remain in the treasury of said company, subject 
to the payment of 6uch loss and expenses as have, or may thereafter ac- 
crue; and the balance, if any remain, shall be returned to the party from 
whom it was collected, on demand, after thirty days from the expiration of 
the term for which insurance was made. 

Sec. 9. That if it shall ever so happen, that the whole amount of depoaito 
notes should be insufficient to pay the loss occasioned by any one fire or 
fires, in such case sufferers insured by said company, shall receive, to- 
wards making good their respective losses, a proportionate dividend of the 
whole amount of said notes, according to the sums by them respectively 
insured ; and, in addition thereto, a sum to be assessed on all the members of 
said company, not exceeding fifty cents on every hundred dollars by them 
respectively insured; and the said members shall never be required to pay 
for any loss occasioned by fire, at any one time, more than fifty cents on 
each hundred dollars insured in said company, in addition to the amount of 
his deposite note, nor more than that amount for any such loss, after bis 
said note shall have been paid and expended; but any member, upon pay- 
ment of the whole of his deposite note, and surrendering his policy, before 
any subsequent loss or expense has occurred, may be discharged from 
said company. 

Sec. 10. That the said company may make insurances for any time not 
exceeding ten years, and any policy of insurance insured by said compa- 
ny, signed by the president and countersigned by the secretary, shall be 
deemed valid and binding on said company, in all cases where the insured 
has a title in fee simple, unincumbered, to the building or foaildingsinsttredy 
and to the lands covered by the same; but if the insured have a less es- 
tate therein, or if the premises be encumbered, the policy shall be void, un- 
less the true title of the assured and the incumbrances of the premises, be 
expressed therein, and in the application therefor. 

Sec. 11. That the directors shall settle and pay all Ibsses within three 
months after they shall have been notified as aforesaid; but no allowance 
shall be made in estimating damages in any case, for gilditig, historical, or 
landscape painting, stucco or carved work. 

Sec. 12. That when any house, or other building, shall be alienated, 
by sale or otherwise, the policy shall thereupon be void, and be surrender- 
ed to the directors of said company to be cancelled; and upon such surren- 
deri the assured shall be entitled to receive bis, her, or their deposite notes, 
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apon the payment of his, her, or their proportion of all losses and expenses 
that have accrued prior to such surrender: Provided^ That the grantee or 
alienee, having the policy assigned to him, may have the same ratified and 
cofAfinned to him, her, or them, for his, her, or their own proper use and 
benefit, upon application to the directors, and with their consent, within 
thirty days next after such alienation, on giving proper security, to the sat- 
iafactioQ of said directors, for such portioi> of the deposite, or premium 
note, as shall remain unpaid; and by such ratification and condrmalion, the 
party causing the same, shall be entitled to all the rights and privileges, 
and subject to all the liabilities, to which the original party insured was 
entitled and subjected under this act. 

Sec. 13. That if any alteration should be made in any house or build- 
ing, by the proprietors thereof, after insurance has been made thereon 
vritb said company, whereby it may be exposed to greater risk or hazard 
from fire, than it was at the time it was insured, then, and in every such 
case, the insurance made upon such house or building shall be void, unless 
an additional premium and deposite, after such alteration, be settled with 
and paid to the directors, or their agents; but no alterations or repairs in 
buildings, not increasing such risk or hazard, shall in any wise affect insu- 
rance previously made thereon. 

Sec. 14. That in case any buildings, situated upon leased lands, and 
insured by said company, be destroyed by fire, in such case the directors 
may retain the amount of the premium note given for insurance thereof, 
until the time for which insurance was made shall have expired; and, at 
the expiration thereof, the assured shall have a right to demand and re- 
ceive such part of said retained sum or sums, as has not been expended in 
losses and assessments. 

Sec* 15. That if insurance on any house or building shall be and sub- 
sist in said company, and in any other office, or from and by any other 
person or persons at the same time, the insurance made in and by said com- 
pany, shall be deemed and become void, unless such double insurance sub- 
sist with the consent of the directors or agents, signified by endorsement 
on the back of the policy, signed by the president and secretary. 

Sec# 16. That Henry W. Culbertson, John G. Telford, Jacob Knoop, 
William Barbee, James F. Donaldson, Daniel Grosvenor, Robert Young, 
J* W. Gordon, and J. M. Cheevers, named in the first section of this act, 
be^and they are hereby appointed commissioners; and they, or a majority 
of them may, on giving twenty days' notice of the time and place, in a 
newspaper printed in the county of Miami, proceed to organize said com- 
panjt by opening t>ooks and receiving proposals from persons wishing to 
be msored in said company, which proposals shall specify the amount and 
description of property to be insured; and the persons making said propo- 
ses sballf for tne purpose of electing the first board of directors, and mak- 
i^ by-laws for their government, be considered members of said corpora- 
tion: Propidedj Any b^-laws may be altered, amended or repealed, at any 
annual meeting of saicf company. 

Sec* 17. That each and every of the directors of said company shall, 
before he enters upon the duties of his ofllce, give bond to the treasurer of

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Miami county, in the sum of five thousand dollars, with good and sufficient 
surety or sureties, to the satisfaction of said treasurer, conditioned for the 
faithful discharge of the duties of his office, agreeably to the regulations of 
this act; and on complaint of any person who has been injured, by the 
misconduct of any director, it shall be the duty of said treasurer to cause 
said bond to be put in suit, on receiving security to indemnify said county 
against costs, and to certify to the court who is the prosecutor in such cause; 
and the said court may, on motion of the defendants in said cause, order 
the prosecutor to find sureties to indemnify the defendants for their costs, 
should he fail to prosecute or recover thereon; and if the defendants shall 
plead performance of the conditions of said bond, the prosecutor may reply 
to as many breaches respecting his interest, as he shall think fit: and the

That from and after the passage of this act, any member of 
the Mutual Insurance Company, or of any other Mutual Insurance Com- 
pany hereafter to be incorporated, shall or may be admitted as a compe- 
tent witness, and his deposition used in the same manner as inhabitants 
of towns, districts, precints or parishes lare by law now admitted, and their 
depositions used.

Sec. 1 . Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of Ohio^ That 
John D. Wurmur, John Knight, Booz M. Atherton and Jesse Burr, and 
their associates, and those who may be hereafter associated with them as 
stockholders, shall be, and they are hereby made and created a body poli- 
tic and corporate, and shall have succession until the year eighteen hun* 
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dned and seventy, by the name and style of the "Port Washington Manu- 
fecturing Company;" and by that name, are hereby made capable in law 
of suing and being sued, pleading and being impleaded, answering and be- 
ing answered unto, defending and being defended, in all courts of law and 
equity in this State and elsewhere; and may have, hold, purchase, secure 
and enjoy lands, tenements and hereditaments, goods, chattels and effects, 
to any amount not exceeding fifty thousand dollars, and the same tu grant, 
sell, alien, demise and dispose of at pleasure; to have and use a common 
seal, and the same to break and alter at pleasure; to ordain, establish and 
put in execution, such by-laws, ordinances and regulations, as shall be ne- 
cessary and convenient for the government of said corporation: Provided^ 
1 hat the said by-laws, ordinances and regulations shall not be contrary or 
inconsistent with the laws and constitution of this State: ^nd provided, 
That each and every stockholder shall be liable in his individual capacity 
for any debt or debts of the corporation, to the full amount of his stock 
subscribed and not paid in, which may have accrued, or shall accrue while 
he is such stockholder: Provided, however, That the joint assets, funds or 
property of the corporation shall be first subjected to the payment of such 
debts, before the individual property of any stockholder shall be seized in 
execution, or any other proceedings be had to subject the same to the pay- 
ment of said debts: ^nd provided further. That said corporation shall not 
at any time contract or owe any debts over and above the capital stock 
subscribed; and in case of any such excess, the directors and stockholders, 
at the time of contracting such excess, shall be jointly and severally liable 
therefor io their private capacity. 

Sec* ^. That the stock of said corporation shall consist, and it is here- 
by dirided into five hundred shares, of one hundred dollars each; and every 
original holder thereof shall have a certificate, signed by two officers of said

tered in his name, at least three calender months previous to the day of 
sach election. 

Sec. 3* That John D. Wurmur and John Knight, or either of them, may 
call a meeting of the stockholders of said corporation, to be holden at any 
Niitable time and place in the town of Port Washington, in Tuscarawas coun- 
ty, by advertising the same in some newspaper printed in said county, at 
least ten days previous to such meeting; and the members of said company, 
^homay have actually paid, or may pay to any person appointed to receive 
the same, the sum of one dollar on each share by them subscribed, shall at 
that time and place, elect a president and three directors, to manage the 
coQcems of said corporation; and the stockholders of said company shall

meet en the first Monday of May annually thereafter at the office of said 
company, and hold an election for said officers, who shall continue in ojffice 
until their successors are elected; and in case of the death or resignation 
of the president or any director, the remaining directors shall have power 
to fill the vacancy: no person shall be a president or director who is not a 
stockholder: the president and two directors shall constitute a quorum for 
doing business, or the directors for the time being without the president. 

Sec. 4. That the company hereby incorporated, shall have the same 
right to construct and maintain a dam across the Tuscarawas river, at or 
near the line dividing the township of Clay from the township of Salem, 
that individual persons might have; and of constructing a canal or race 
from the same, leading to or near the town of Port Washington; and of 
using the water therein for manufacturing purposes, and of erecting facto-

Beit enacted by the General Assembly of the State of Ohio^ That 
the said James Brown be authorized to make his return of the survey and 
plat of said road; and the auditors of the several counties of Muskingum, 
Perry, and Hocking, are respectively authorized and required to receive 
and record the same, in all respects, as if said return had been made within 
one year after the passage of the act above recited.

Sec. 1 • Beit enacted by the General Assembly of the State of Ohio , That 
Elizur Wriffht, Asaph Whittlesey, Francis H. Wright, Samuel Newton, 
Frederick Wadswortb, Daniel Upson, E. C. Sacket, and Cyrus M enden- 
hall^ and their associates, be, and they are hereby created a body corporate 
and politic, for the period of twenty years, by the name and style of the 
^Talunadge Coal Company;" and by that name they and their successors 
and assigns shall be capable in law of contracting and being contracted 
withf suing and being sued, defending and being defended, in all courts and 
places, and in all matters whatsoever, with full power to acquire, hold, oc- 
cupy and enjoy all such real and personal estate as may be proper and 
necessary, for the construction, extension and usefulness of the works of 
said company, and for the management and good government of the same; 
and they may have a common seal, and the same may alter, break, and re- 
new at pleasure. 

Sec. 2. That the said company shall have power to transact the usual 
business of mining, transporting and selling of coal, and other products of 
coal mines; shall have a right to hold, by purchase or lease, any quantity of 
land, not exceeding five hundred acres, in Tallmadge township, and the 
same, or any part thereof, sell, lease, or otherwise dispose of, as the inter- 
est of the company mav require: Provided^ That the company may hold, 
as above, such lot or lots of land, not exceeding one acre, in any one 
place, as may be found convenient, as places of depositee in the transporta- 
tion and sale of the products of their mines. 

Sec. 3. The capital stock of said company may consist of one hundred 
thousand dollars, and shall be divided into shares of one hundred dollars 
each; which capital stock, or part thereof, shall only be employed in the

That the said corporation are hereby empowered and invested 
with the right to construct and keep in repair a rail road, with one or more 
railway or track, from any or all of the coal banks or mines, in Tallmadge 
township, to any point or points on the Ohio, or Pennsylvania and Ohio 
canals, in Portage county. 

Sec. 5. That the said company shall have the right to enter upon any 
land, to survey and lay down said road, not exceeding sixty feet in width; 
and whenever any land shall be taken for the construction of such road, 
and the same shall not be given or granted to said company, and the own- 
ers thereof do not agree with said company as to the compensation to be 
paid therefor, the person or persons claiming compensation, as aforesaid, 
may select for themselves an arbitrator, and the company shall select one 
arbitrator, and the two thus selected shall take to themselves a third, who 
shall be sworn and paid as arbitrators in other cases; and the three, or a 
majority of them, shall award as arbitrators between the parties, and ren- 
der copies of their award to each of the parties, in writing, from which 
award either party may appeal to the court of common pleas of the county 
of Portage; and all appeals in such cases shall, when taken, be, in all re- 
spects, proceeded in, as appeals in other cases to said court, and brought 
into said court by filing the award with the clerk of said court; whose 
duty it shall be to enter the same on the docket of said court, setting down 
the claimant or claimants as plaintiff, and said company as defendant; and 
when the valuation so ascertained, shall be paid or tendered by said cono- 
pany, said company shall have the same right to the use and occupation of 
said lands, as fully and absolutely as if the same had been granted and con- 
veyed to said company by deed. 

That said company may construct the said railroad across any 
public road, highway, canal or other water course, if the same shall be 
necessary; but the company shall restore such road, highway, canal or wa- 
ter course in a sufficient manner, not to impair its usefulness to the owner or 
the public. 

That the persons named in the first section of this act, or a 
majority of them, may open books for subscription to the capital stock of 
said company, at some suitable place at the township of Tallmadge, and 
when forty shares or more shall have been subscribed, and one dollar paid 
on each share to said commissioner, the subscribers may then and there 
proceed to elect five directors by ballot, each share entitling the holder 
to one vote, one of whom shall be president, who shall continue in office 
until their successors are chosen; and on the same day annually, thereaf- 
ter, or on such other day as the company may determine, the stockholders 
shall meet to elect said board of directors, and for the transaction of any 
business proper for them to do; vacancies occurring in the board of direct- 
^rsmay be filled by the remaining members. 

Sec. 8. That directors may issue certificates for the balance of the 
stock of said company, or any part thereof, whenever two-thirds of the

If the said company hereby incorporated shaH not become 
organized, agreeably to the provisions of this act, and commence opera* 
tions within two years from and after the passage of the same, then, and in 
that case, their right to do so shall cease.

To amend an act entitled << An act declaring Symmes' creek, in the counties of Law- 
rence and Ghillia, navigable under certain restrictions,'' and the several amenda- 
tory acts thereto. 

Sec. 1. Beit enacted by the Cteneral Assembly of the State of OhiOj That 
Sjmmes^ creek, in the counties of Lawrence and Gallia, be, and the same 
is hereby declared a public highway, from where the Portsmouth road 
Dear Stephen Gates' crosses the same to the mouth thereof: Provided^ 

L. L. — 15. 
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That, in navigating said stream, no damages be done to the milk or mill 
dams now erected thereon, or such as may hereafter be erected on said 
stream, and all and every person or persons navigating said stream, shall 
h0 held accountable for damages they may do to such works. 

Sec, 2- That each and every person owning or constructing any mill 
dam or dams across said creek, within said counties, shall, within two years 
from the passage of this act, construct in their dam or dams as aforesaid, 
good and sufficient slopes, in manner and form to wit: The said slopes 
shall be placed in a convenient part of said dam or dams for the naviga- 
tion thereof, and the said slopes shall be at least twenty feet wide in the 
clear, and the entrance thereof at the top shall be at least two feet lower 
than any other part of the dam in which such slope is built, and [the] des- 
cent of said slopes shall not exceed one inch to the foot, with good and 
sufficient guards on each side of said slopes, and at least three feet high, 
and so constructed as to prevent the water from running off at the sides of 
said slopes, and also to keep such slopes, when so constructed, in good 
repair. 

Sec. 3. That if the owner or owners of any such dam or dams as afore- 
said, shall neglect or refuse to comply with the requisitions of the second 
section of this act, then it shall, and may be, lawful for any person or per- 
sons navigating said creek, to remove so much of said dam or dams as may 
be necessary to open the navigation thereof, with as little damage as may 
be to the said dam or dams, and no dam or dams shall hereafter be erected 
without such slopes, and kept in repair as aforesaid. 

Sec. 4. That if any person shall put, or cause to be put, any tree, log 
or lumber, into said Symmes' creek, within the bounds before described, 
with intent to obstruct the same, every person or persons so offending, 
shall forfeit and pay, for every such offence, the sum of two dollars, to be 
recovered by action of debt, before any justice of the peace having jurisdic- 
tion thereof, in the name of the State of Ohio, upon the application of any 
elector of the township where the offence was committed, and when col- 
lected, shall be paid into the township treasury, and applied, by the trustees 
of said township, in removing obstructions in said stream: Provided^ That 
timber or lumber prepared and intended for market or sale, and accident- 
ally forced from its mooring, shall not be held an obstruction under this 
section. 

Sec. 5. That it shall be the duty of all persons within two miles on 
either side of said creek, below the Portsmouth road as aforesaid, who are 
or may be subject to labor on the public highways, to perform one day s 
labor on said stream, between the first day of May and the first day of 
November in every year, under the supervision of their respective super- 
visors. 

Sec. 6. That the township trustees of the several townships binding on> 

ST including portions of that part of said creek hereby declared a public 
ighway, shall, at their annual meeting for dividing their townships afore- 
said^ into road districts, alsodistrictthat portion of the creek into proper dis- 
tricts; and it is hereby made their duty, in their orders to the several super- 
visors for working the public highways, to specify therein that they shall 
call on and call out, every male person in his district,residing in the bounds 
prescribed in the fifth section of this act, and subject to the labor on in^ 
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puUic highways, to perform the labor therein required; and the supervisors 
shall warn the persons to work as aforesaid, in the same manner that they 
are bound to warn them to work on roads; and any person refusing or neg- 
lecting to perform such labor, shall be liable to the same penalties, to be 
recovered in the same manner as for refusing or neglecting to work upon 
the roads; which penalties, when collected, shall be applied by said super- 
visors in removing obstructions in said stream. 

Sec. 7. That the act declaring Symmes' creek, in the counties of Law- 
rence and Gallia, navigable under certain restrictions, passed February 6, 
A. D. 1832, and also an act, entitled ^^An act, to provide for the improve- 
ment of the navigation of Symmes' creek in the county of Lawrence, 
passed February 21, 1833, and also an act entitled ^^An act to amend th^ 
act entitled *An act declaring Symmes' creek, in the counties of Lawrence 
and Gallia, navigable under certain restrictions,'" passed December 30, 
1836, be, and the same are hereby repealed.

To incorporate the Dayton Third Street Bridge Company. 

Sec. 1. Beit enacted by the General Assembly of the Slate ofOhio^ That 
John W. Vancleve, Peter Auchinbaugh, David Stout, John Steele^ Hen- 
ry Best, John Dicks, Valentine Winters, William Boyer, Luther Bruen, 
and James L. Williams, and their associates, be, and they are hereby cre- 
ated a body politic and corporate, with succession, for the purpose of 
erecting a toll bridge across the Great Miami river, at the western end of 
Third street, in the town of Dayton, to be styled the** Day ton Third street 
Bridge Company;" and by that name, they and their successors shall be 
competent to contract and be contracted with, to sue and be sued, plead 
and be impleaded, answer and be answered unto, defend and be defended, 
in all courts of competent jurisdiction; shall be capable of holding stock to 
the amount of twenty thousand dollars and the increase and profits thereof, 
and taking, purchasing, and holding to them, their successors and assigns, in 
fee simple; and for any less estate, any such lands, tenements, hereditaments 
and estates, real, personal and mixed, as shall be necessary for them in the 
prosecution of the object contemplated by this act, and may have a com- 
mon seal, and the same brealc, alter and renew at pleasure: Pro vt(fec{, That 
the stock, funds and property of said company, shall not be applied to 
banking or any other purposes than is provided for by this act. 

Sec. S. That so soon as the persons named in the first section of this 
act, or a majority of them, shall have organized themselves into a compa- 
ny, by written articles of association recognizing this act, they may then 
proceed to open books for subscription to the capital stock of said compa- 
ny, at such time and place, and under such regulations, as shall be direct- 
ed by the persons named in the first section of this act, or a majotity of 
them, in shares of twenty-five dollars each: Provided^ Th^t no more Sian 
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five dollars Diay be demanded at the time of subscribing, and not more 
than ten dollars at any subsequent instalment; and before any penalty 
shall accrue on account of non-payment of any instalment, at least twenty 
days^ notice of the time and place of paying such instalment shall be 
given. 

Sec. 3. That whenever five thousand dollars of the capital stock shaH 
be subscribed, it shall be the duty of the persons named in the first section 
of this act, or a majority of them, to call a meeting of the stockholders, by 
giving notice of the time and place of meeting for at least ten days, by ad- 
vertising the same in one newspaper printed m Montgomery county, for 
the purpose of electing five directors, at which meeting at least three of 
the persons named in the first section of this act shall attend, one of whom 
shall preside; stockholders may vote by proxy under such regulations as 
may be prescribed in the laws of the company, each share to entitle the 
holder to one vote; and the directors thus chosen, shall hold their offices 
until their successors are elected and qualified; and shall forthwith, after 
their election, choose a president from their own body, who shall hold his 
office until his successor shall be elected and qualified. 

Sec. 4. Thatafter the first election, all subsequent elections fordirectors 

shall be holden on the first Monday of May, in each and every year there- 
after, at such place as a majority of the directors may appoint, which di- 
rectors, thus elected, shall hold their offices for one year, and until their 
successors shall be elected and qualified; and the directors thus elected, 
shall, in like manner, proceed to choose a president from their own body^ 
vfho shall hold his office until his successor be chosen and qualified: Pro' 
videdy That if the election for directors should not be holden at the time 
prescribed by this section, the company shall not be dissolved for that 
cause; but it shall, and may be lawful to hold an election at any other time, 
notice thereof having been given as provided for by the third section of 
this act. 

Sec. 5. That the President and directors shall, in all cases, manage the 
concerns of said company, appoint such officers and agents as may be ne- 
cessary, fill all vacancies thatmay happen in their body until their next an- 
nual election, make such by-laws rules and regulations for the government 
of said company as they may deem expedient: Provided^ That the same 
be not inconsistent with the Constitution and laws of thp United States or 
of the State of Ohio; they may require an oath or affirmation of any of ite 
agents of said company; may call special meetings of the stockholders, al- 
ways giving at least ten days' notice of such meeting; they shall keep a 
record of all their proceedings relative to the business of the conipaDy» 
which shall at all times be open to the inspection ofany persons interested. 

Sec. 6. That if any stockholder shall neglect or refuse to pay any in- 
stalment after thirty davs' notice of the time and place of payment hav- 
ing been given as provided for in the second section of this act, he shall, 
for every month the same shall remain unpaid, forfeit and pay five per^^j?^* 
on the amount of such instalment, and if the same shall remain unpaid for 
the space of four months, it shall be at the option of the directors to de- 
clare the stock of such delinquents forfeited to the company, together with 
whatever may have been paid thereon, or collect the same by suit: nor 
shall such delinquent stockholder have a right to vote at any meeting of the 
company. 
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Sec. 7; That said compaivy shall have a right to abut and use the land 
t>r lands of any person or persons, to abut said bridge on and against, and 
if any difference should arise between the owner or owners of any such 
^ound so abutted against, and said company respecting damage, it shall 
be determined by three disinterested freeholders, to be appointed by the 
comroissioaers of the county of Montgomery; who, taking into considera- 
tion whether the lands of such owner or owners be more or less valuable 
in coBseqaence of the erection of said bridge, shall make out their assess- 
ment in writing of their award of the damages, if any, a copy of which 
tfaall be given to the proprietor of the land, and another to the agent of the 
company; and such agents shall pay, or offer to pay, to the owner of said 
lands, the amount of such assessed damages before said bridge shall be 
Qsed; and which award shall be final between the parties, and all the ex- 
penses of such assessment of damages, if any are awarded, shall be paid by 
the company; but, if no damages are awarded, then the expenses shall be 
paid by the person w ho may claim damages. 

Sec. 8. That if the said company shall, within eight years from the 
passage of this act, erect and complete a good and substantial bridge, at 
any place between the points named in the first section of this act, of suflS- 
eient width, and having two sufficient cart or wagon ways, and in other 
respects of sufficient strength and dimensions to admit the safe passage of 
passengers and carriages, then the said ^'Dayton Third Street Bridge 
Company,^ may ask, demand, and receive from travellers and others pass- 
ing said bridge, the following toll, to wit: For each foot passenger, two 
cents; for every horse, mule or ass, one year old and upwards, three 
cents; for each horse and rider, six and a fourth cents; for every chaise, 
chair, gig, or other two-wheeled pleasure carriage, with one horse and 
driver, eighteen and three-fourths cents; the same, with two horses and 
driver, thirty-one and a fourth cents; for every coach, chariot, or other 
pleasure carriage, with four wheels, and drawn by two horses, and dri- 
ver included, thirty-seven and a half cents; same drawn by four horses, 
fifty cents; for every sled or sleigh, drawn by one horse, mule or ox, with 
the driver, twelve and a half cents, and six and a fourth cents for every horse, 
mule or ox, in addition; for every w^agon, drawn by two horses, mules or 
oxen, with the driver, twenty-five cents; for every horse mule, or ox, in 
addition, six and one-fourth cents; for each head of neat cattle, six months 
old and upwards, one cent; and, for every head of neat cattle, under six 
months old, and every head of sheep, goats, or hogs, one half cent; Pro* 
videdf That a subscription of, and payment for, four shares of stock, by any 
one person, shall entitle; him and the immediate members of his family, in 
addition to his equal dividends upon his stock, to the privilege of passing 
said bridge, toll free; and that all persons attending elections or musters, or 
persons attending public worship; all funeral processions, and all children 
^ing to, or returning from school, may pass said bridge free from toll: and 
It shall be the duty of said company, previous to their receiving any toll, 
to set up, and constantly keep exposed to view in some conspicuous place 
near the gate which may be constructed across said bridge, a board or 
canvass, on which shall be printed in fair, legible characters, the rates of 
tolls, not exceeding those herein before established: Provided^ also^ The 
Legislature shall have power to alter the toll hereby allowable, after the 
year eighteen hundred and fifty. 
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Sec. 9. That if any person or persons shall wantonly or wilfully in- 
jure said bridge, or any part of it, or any gate thereto attached, otherwise 
than in the just and lawful use of the same, he, she, or they, shall be liable 
to a fine of not more than fifty, nor less than five dollars, for every such 
oflfence; ihe one-half thereof to go to the Deaf and Dumb Asylum of the 
State of Ohio, and the other half to the informer; and shall moreover be 
liable for all damages to the company, and for all injuries accruing to tra- 
velers in consequence of any such unlawful damage to, or obstruction to, 
a passage over said bridge: all damages and costs awarded to travelers un- 
der this section, by any court or justice of the peace, having competent 
jurisdiction, shall be collected forthwith by distress and immediate sale of 
property, or imprisonment, without any delay or stay of execution. 

Sec. 10. That if the aforesaid company, or their agents, shall demand 
and receive a greater toll than is allowed by the provisions of this act, 
they shall be subject to the like fines and penalties as are provided in the 
case of keepers of ferries taking a greater amount of toll than is allowed by 
law; and, in the erection of said bridge, the said company shall in nowise 
obstruct the navigation of said river, or the fording thereof; neither shall 
they obstruct the passage to the fords, generally used near the bridge, for 
the purpose of compelling persons to pass said bridge.

Sec. 1. Beit enacted hy the General Assembly of the State of Ohio^ That 
Lyne Starling, Jr., administrator of the estate of Robert Brotherton, late 
of Franklin county, deceased, shall, upon filing a petition and obtaining 
an order of the court of common pleas of said county, for the sale of the 
real estate of said decedent, and having the same appraised as is provided 
by the thirty-first and thirty-second sections of the act entitled "An act de- 
fining the duties of executors and administrators," passed March 1 2th, I831f 
be, and he is hereby authorized and empowered to sell, at private sale, and 
convey by deed or deeds, in fee simple, the lands and tenements of which the 
said Brotherton died seized, or which he owned at the lime of his death; 
which deeds, being executed according to law, shall vest in the grantee or 
grantees, all the rightj title and estate which the said Brotherton had at the 
time of his death : Provided^ The said administrator shall in no case sell any 
part of said real estate at less than two-thirds the appraised value of the 
same: ^nd^ provided^ further. That before making any sale of real estate, 
said administrator shall give at least four weeks notice by publication in a 
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newspaper published in Franklin county, that he is authorized to sell such 
real estate, describing it, at private sale. 

Sec. 3. That before any such sales shall be made, or deed executed, 
the said administrator shall give bond and siecurity, to the satisfaction of 
the court of common pleas of said Franklin county, that he will faithfully 
account for all moneys received on such sales and execution of deeds; 
which bond shall be made payable to the State of Ohio, and may be prose- 
cuted as other official bends.

To incorporate the town of Fredericksburg, in the county of Wayne. 

See* 1 • Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of Ohio^ That 
"ao mach of the township of Salt Greek, in the county of Wayne, as is con- 
tained in the original recorded town plats of the towns of Fredericksburgh 
and Searightsburgh, together with all the additions that have been made 
to either of said towns, and also the two branches of Salt creek and the 
strips of land on either bank, where Mill street crosses said creek and con- 
nects the parts of said towns with each other, be hereafter one town, and 
the same is hereby created into, and constituted a town corporate, by the 
name of the town of Fredericksburgh. 

Sec. 2. That it shall be lawful for the white male inhabitants who 
have resided in said town one year next previous to the election, having 
the qualifications of electors of members of the General Assembly, to meet 
at the school house in said town of Fredericksburgh, on the second Mon- 
day of April next, and on the second Monday of April annually thereaf- 
ter, and then and there proceed, by a plurality of votes, to elect by ballot 
one mayor, one recorder, and five trustees, who shall be householders, 
and shall hold their respective offices one year, and until their successors 
are elected and qualified, and they shall constitute the town council, and 
five of them shall be a board for the transaction of business, but a less num- 
ber may adjourn from time to time. 

Sec. 3. At the first election to be holdcn under this act, tliere shall be 
chosen vtva voce by the electors present, two judges and one clerk of said 
election, who shall each take an oath or affirmation faithfully to discharge 
theduties required of him or them under this act;and at all subsequent elec- 
tions, the trustees or any two of them shall be judges, and the recorder 
clerk of the elections; and at all elections to be holden under this act, the 
polh shall be opened between the hours of one and two o'clock P. M., 
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and close at four o'clock of said day; and at the close of the poUs^ the Tote9 
shall be counted, and a true statement the reof proclaimed to the electors 
present by one of the judges; and the clerk shall make a true record there- 
off and within five days after such election ^ said clerk shall give notice to 
the persons elected of their election; and it shall be the duty of said town 
council, at least ten days previous to holdiiag any annual election, to give 
notice of the same, by putting up written .* advertisements in at least three 
public places in said town. 

Sec. 4. It shall be the duty of the mayor to preside at all meetings of 
the town council; and it shall be the duty of the recorder to attend all 
such meetings, and keep a fair and accural e record of their proceedings. 

Sec. 5. That the town council shall h ave power to fill all vacancies 
which may happen in said town council, from the qualified electors of said 
town, whose appointment shall continue until the next annual election, 
and until their successors are elected and qualified: whenever it shall so 
happen that said mayor or recorder is no t present at any meeting, the 
trustees shall have power to appoint one -of their number to preside or 
perform the duties of recorder, or both, as the case may be, prp tempore. 

Sec. 6. That the mayor, recorder and trustees shall be a body corpo- 
rate and politic, with perpetual succession, to be known and distinguished 
by the name and title of the "Town coun oil of the town of Fredericks- 
burgh," and shall be capable in law, in th'Sir corporate name, to acquire 
property, real and personal, for the use of said town, sell and convey the 
same: may have a common seal, which they may alter at pleasure; sue and 
be sued, defend and be defended, in any court having competent jurisdic- 
tion; and when any suit shall be commenct^d against said corporation, the 
first process shall be by summons, an attested copy of which shall be left 
with the recorder, but in case of his absence, such copy shall be left with 
the mayor or one of the trustees of said corporation. 

Sec. 7. That the jurisdiction of the officers of said corporation shall not 
extend beyond the limits of said town; that the mayor shall be a conserva- 
tor of the peace throughout said town; and shall, wi thin the same, have all 
the powers and jurisdiction of a justice of the peace, in all matters either 
civil or criminal, arising under^the laws of this Statu; and the said mayor 
shall perform all the duties required of him by the bj'-laws and ordinances 
of said corporation; and appeals may be taken from the decisions of said 
mayor in all cases where appeals are authorized by law to be taken frons 
the decisions of a justice of the peace, and in the same manner. 

Sec. 8. That the officers elected by virtue of this act, shall each, be- 
fore entering upon the duties of his office, take an oath or affirmation to 
support the Constitution of the United States and oi' the State of Ohio, and 
also faithfully to discharge the duties of his office. 

Sec 9. That the town council shall have power to ordain and estab- 
lish by-laws, rules and regulations for the government of said town, and 
the same to alter, repeal, or re-ordain at pleasure; and to provide by said 
by-laws for the election of a treasurer, town marshal, and all other subor- 
dmate officers which may be thought necessary for the good government 
and well being of said town, to prescribe their duties and determine 
the period of their appointment, affix the amount of fees they shall be enti- 
ided to receive for their services, and require of them to take an oath or af- 
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Bfinatioa feithfully and impartially to discharge the duties of their respective 
' offices, and may require of them [such security] for the performance there- 
of, as shall be thought proper or expedient; said town council shall also have 
power to affix to the violation of the by laws and ordinances of the corpo- 
ratioD, such reasonable fine or fines, penalty or penalties, as they may deem 
proper, and to provide for the disposition of the same: Provided alvoays^ 
Such by-laws and ordinances are consistent with the constitution and laws 
of this State and of the United States: And provided also^ That no by-laws 
or ordinances shall have any effect until the same shall have been publish- 
ed three weeks by having the same posted up in three of the most public 
places in smd town. 

Sec. 10. That the town council shall, at the expiration of each and 
every year, cause to be made out and published, in the manner prescribed 
in the preceding section, the receipts and expenditures of the preceding 
year. 

Sec. 11. That the said town council shall have power to regulate the 
streets, lanes and alleys, and to 4ay out new streets, lanes and alleys, to 
determine the width of side-walks, to require the owners to fence the parts 
of their respective lots; they shall have power to remove all nuisances and 
obstructions from the streets, side-walks and commons of said town, or to 
provide for the removal of the same, to secure the peace, health, property 
and prosperity of the inhabitants of said town. 

Sec. 12. That the marshal shall be the principal ministerial offi- 
cer of said town, and shall have the same powers as constables have by 
law, and his jurisdiction, in criminal cases, shall be co-extensive with the 
county of Wayne; and he shall serve the process of the Mayor, and re- 
ceive the same fees for his services that constables are allowed, in similar 
cases, for like services. 

Sec. 13. That the mayor shall receive the same fees that justices of 
the peace are entitled to, in like cases; and the recorder such fees for his 
services, as the by-laws and ordinances of said corporation shall prescribe; 
but the recorder of the town council shall receive no pecuniary compen- 
sation. 

Sec 14. That, for the purpose of enabling tlie town council to carry 
iato efiect the provisions of this act, they are hereby authorized to levy a

To incorporate the town of New Concord, io the township of Union, in Maskis^m 

county. 

Sec. 1. Beit enacted by the General Assembly of the State of Ohio^ That 
all that part of tbe township of Union, known and distinguished as the 
town of New Concord, in Muskingum county, which is included in the 
recorded plat of said town of New Concord, in the recorder's office in said 
county, be, and the same is hereby, created a town corporate, and shall 
hereafter be known and designated by the name of New Concord: PrO' 
videdj That when any addition is made to said town, and the plat of said 
addition is recorded according to law, it shall be considered as incorporat- 
ed with the said town of New Concord. 

Sec. 3. That it shall be lawful for the inhabitants of said town, having 
the qualifications of electors of members of the General Assembly, to meet 
at such place in said town as they may agree, on the second Monday of April 
next, and on the second Monday of April annually thereafter, and then 
and there proceed to elect one mayor and five trustees, who shall have the 
qualifications of electors, who shall have resided one year in said town pre- 
ceding their election, and shall be householders therein; and the persons 
so elected by a majority of votes, shall hold their offices for one year and 
until their successors are legally elected and qualified, who shall, in ten days 
after being elected, take an oath to support the Constitution of the United 
Statesand of this State, and an Oath ofofl^ce faithfully to discharge the 
duties of their offices according to the best of their abilities, before enter- 
ing on the duties of their offices, and they shall constitute the town council. 

Sec. 3. At the first election to be holden under this act, three judges 
and two clerks, having the right of electors, shall be elected viva voce by 
the electors present, and shall take an oath faithfully to discharge the du- 
ties required of them by this act, according to the law regulating elec- 
tions, before entering on their duties as judges and clerks of the election; 
and at all subsequent elections, the mayor and trustees, or any three of 
them, shall be judges, and the recorder and one other person chosen by 
the trustees, shall be clerks of the election; and at all such elections the 
polls shall be opened between the hours of nine and eleven o'clock A. M., 
and closed at three o'clock P. M., of the same day; and at the close of the 
polls the votes shall be counted, and a statement thereof proclaimed at 
the door of the house where the election is held; and tbe recorder, if he be- 
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al home, but if Dot, then either of the clerks appointed by th^ trustees^ 
ihall leave with each person elected, or «it his usual place of residence, 
within five days after the election, a certified notice of his election; and 
the person so elected and notified shall, within ten days after the election, 
take the oath of office required by the second section of this act, a certi* 
ficate of which shall be deposited with the recorder and by him put on 
record. 

Sec. 4» That in case no election shall be holden on the day pointed 
oat by this act, it shall, and may be lawful to hold such an election on any 
sabsequent day; and it shall be the duty of the mayor, or any two of the 
electors in said town, at least ten days prior to any special election author* 
ised by this act, to give notice, in any newspaper printed in said town of 
New Concord, or by posting up notifications at three of the most public 
places in said town, of the time and place where the said election will be 
holden. 

Sec« 5. That the mayor and trustees of said town shall be a body cor- 
porate and politic, with perpetual succession, to be known and be distiU'^ 
goisbed by the name of the town council of New Concord: and they, and 
their saccessors in office, shall appoint their recorder, and be capable in 
law oT receiving, holding and conveyiog any estate, real or personal, for-

lary; to prescribe their duties and require of them euch security as they 
nay deem necessary for the faithful performance of their duties; tore* 
nove them at pleasure when found incompetent; to fix and establish the 
fees of all the officers of said, corporation, not fixed by this act; to impose 
meh fine, not exceeding three dollars, as they shall deem just, for refusing 
to accept any office in said corporation, or for neglect or misconduct there- 
io; Hbey shall have power to audit and settle all the accounts belonging 
to the corporation; to appropriate and by their order draw any money 
which may be in the treasury, which is necessary to pay for improvement, 
or may be due or earned by any person who has been employed in labpr 
at gnuliog side- walks, paving them or any street; they are authorized to 
keep the streets and alleys^ together with the commons belonging to said

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town, open, in proper repair, and free and clear of all nuisances; to estab- 
lish and regulate markets in said town. 

Sec. 7. That the mayor shall be a conservator of the peace in said 
corporation, and shall have all the powers of a justice of the peace therein, 
botn in civil and criminal cases; and in nil his acts, as justice of the peace, 
be governed by the laws now in force or that may hereafter be passed, 
creatine and defining the duties of justices of the peace, and shall and may 
be entiUed to have, demand and receive the same fees as justices of die 
peace are or may be entitled to receive for the same services; the mayor 
shall give bond and security aa is or may be required by law <f( justices 
of the peace; he is hereby authorized to administer oaths, to hear and de- 
termine all cases arising under the laws and ordinances of thecorporatioQ; 
to render judgment and issue execution, and award all such process as 
may be necessary to enforce due execution of all such laws and ordioan* 
ces; which executions and process shall, in civil cases, be directed to the 
marshal of said town, and in criminal cases may be directed either to the

Sec 1. Beit enacted by the General AsJtembly of the State of Ohio, That 
Peter House), David Snivley, Isaac Hutchin, Jesse Stubbs, John Say- 
lor, Nathaniel Benjamin, and Nelson Donallan, ofPreble county, and Hen- 
ry Green, Martin Hush and John L. Ritter, of Butler county, Ohio, and 
their associates, be, and they are hereby, created a body corporate, under 
the name of the "Butler and Preble Lateral Turnpike Road Company," for 
the purpose of constructing a road, from a point on the Hamilton and Ba- 
ton turnpike road, at or near Balliard'S store, on the west line of section 
numbered thirty-three, in the township of Wayne, in the county of Butler;

Be it enacted by the GeTieral Assembly of the State of Ohio ^ That 
Joseph H. Watkins, Edward Richmond, John Kiokets, John B, Stout, Jo- 
seph Evans, Job Meredith and Samuel Wolf, and their associates, be, and 
they are hereby, created a body politic and corporate, for thte purposes of

corporation, and also to said applicants for damage, a written statement 
signed by them or a majority of them, of the awards they shall make, coa- 
taioing a description of the land or real estate appraised, to be recorded by

Sec* & That the said corporation may construct the said railroad 
across any road, highway, stream of water or watercourse, if the same 
shall be necessary; but the said corporation shall restore such road, high* 
way, stream of water or watercourse thus intersected, to its former state, 
or in a sufficient manner not to impair its usefulness or value to the owner 
or the public.

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holders of the county of Butler, who shall proceed, before the first day of 
May next, to make an estimate of the increase in the value of the several 
tracts of land covered by said ponds and stagnant water, and of the lands 
adjoining thereto on each side of the Miami canal, in Fairfield and Union 
townships, Butler county, which would arise from draining said ponds,- 
and, in making said estimate, said freeholders shall take into consideration 
the advantages which would be gained by each tract of land by complete* 
ly draining said ponds; and said freeholders shall make, under oath, an ac- 
curate statement of each tract, with the name of the owner, as it stands 
upon the books of the auditor of Butler couuty, or from the best evidence 
they can obtain on the subjects and of the estimate of the increased value 
of said premises, as aforesaid, and shall file the same in the oflice of the a^i- 
ditor 01 Butler county, on or before the first day of May next: PraiAkd, 
That said freeeholders shall not include, in said assessment, any tract of 
land, the whole of which is more than two miles from the canal, or mor^ 
than two miles from said ponds.

notified, shall, within ten days thereafter, take an oath or afiirmation to 
support the Constitution of the United States and the Constitution of this 
Slate, and also an oath of ofifice. 

Sec 4. That the mayor, recorder and trustees, shall be a body corpo- 
rate and politic, with perpetual succession, by the name of the Town 
Councilor Bainbridge; shall be capable of acquiring and holding estate and 
property, real, personal and mixed; may sell and convey the same; may 
have a common seal, and may alter or change the same; may sue and be 
sued, plead and be impleaded, answer and be answered unto, in any court 
of law and equity in this State or elsewhere; and whenever any suit is 
commenced against the corporation, the first process shall be by summons, 
an attested copy of which shall be left with the recorder at least three 
days before the return day thereof. 

Sec. 5. That the mayor, recorder and trustees shall have power to 
make such by-laws, ordinances and regulations, for the safety, health and 
convenience ofsaid town as they may deem advisable and just: Provided, 
They be consistent with the Constitution of the United States and Con- 
stitation and laws of this State; and they shall have power to fill all va« 
cancies occasioned by death, removal or otherwise, to appoint a treasa- 
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rer, town marthal and such subordinate officers as they may deem necet* 
saryi to prescribe their general duties and require such security as they 
may think necessary to secure the faithful performance of their duties, to 
remove them at pleasure, to fix and establish their fees not established by 
this act. 

Sec. 6. The mayor shall be conservator of the peace withm the 
limits of said corporation, [and] therein shall have the power and jurisdic- 
tion of a justice of the peace in civil cases, and in criminal matters his ju- 
risdiction shall be co-extensive with the county; and process by him issu- 
ed shall be directed to the marshal; he shall receive the same fees as just- 
tices of the peace are entitled to for similar services; he shall receives 
copy of all laws of a general nature, and give bond with security as is re- 
quired of a justice of the peace; and appeals may be taken from his deci- 
sions to the court of common pleas in the same manner as appeals are ta- 
ken from the judgments of a justice of the peace; he shall keep a docket 
and in all respects be governed by the laws as justices of the peace are. 

Sec. 7. It shall be the duty of the recorder to keep a true record of 
the proceedings of the council, which record shall at all times be kept open 
for the inspection of the electors of said town; and the recorder shall pre- 
side at all meetings in the absence of the mayor, and shall perform such 
other duties as may be required of him by the laws and ordinances of said 
corporation. 

Sec. 8. The council shall have power to levy a tax, annually, 
for corporatien purposes, on all property within the limits of said corpora- 
tioD, returned on a grand levy made subject to taxation by the la^s of 
tihis State: Propidedj That said tax shall not in any one year exceed three 
mills on the dollar; and the said council shall annually, between the n^ 
day of May and the first day of July, determine the amount of tax to be 
assessed and collected for the current year; the recorder shall make a du- 
plicate thereof, charging thereon each individual an amount of tax in Pf^ 
portion to his property as assessed on the grand levy for taxation, which 
said duplicate shall be certified by the mayor and recorder and delivered to 
the marshal, who shall proceed to collect tbe same, in the same manner and 
under the same regulations as county treasurers are required by law to 
collect county and State taxes; and the said marshal, as soon as colloGtedi 
shall pay the same over to the treasurer of the corporation. 

Sec. 9. Said council may appropriate any moneys in the treasury for the 
improvement on the streets and side-walks, and any other improvements 
that may be deemed necessary; and shall have the use of the jail of the 
county lor the impris<jnment of such persons as may be liable to imprison- 
ment under the by-laws and ordinances of said corporation; and all per* 
sons so imprisoned shall be under the care of the sheriff as in other cases* 

Sec. 10. Twenty days before each annual election, the town council 
shall put up in some conspicuous place within said town, an accurate a<> 
count of the moneys received and expended by said corporation since the 
last annual • election, with the source from which they were derived, and 
the objects on which they were expended. 

Sec. 11. The council shall have power, when they may deem it »«• 
cessar,to extend Quarry streets in said town, to Paint creek, and establish 
a ferry (for the benefit of said corporation) as near the junction of said 
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street with Paint creek as a good landing can be obtained, and the 
said ferry shall be governed by the law regulating ferries on like streams: 
Provided^ The assent of the proprietors of land whose rights may be af- 
ected thereby shall have been first given. 

Sec* 1 2. The officers of said corporation shall respectively deliver to 
their successors, on demand, all such books and papers as may in any wise 
appertain to their offices. 

Sec* IS* The council shall have the exclusive right of forming the 
road and districts within the limits of said corporation, and appointing 
suitable supervisors for such districts when formed, who shall be governed, 
iu the performance of their duties, by the law regulating the duties of su* 
pervisors in other cases; and all road tax charged on the county duplicate 
on property within the limits of said town, shall be worked out under the 
direction of the proper supervisor within said town, as the said town au« 
tboritiesmay by resolution designate and point out; and all taxes charged 
for road purposes as aforesaid, on property within the limits of said town, 
and collected by the county treasurer, shall be paid over into the hands of 
the town treasurer aforesaid, to be especially appropriated by the council 
to road purposes within said town, according to the provisions of said act* 

Sec* 14* Any future Legislature may alter or amend this act: Prtmdtdj 
Such alteration or amendment shall not divert the property of the corpo- 
lalion from the purposes herein expressed, or invalidate any contract en* 
lered into by said corporation.

Sec. 1. Be it enacted by the General Assembly oftlie State of OhiOy That 
P. Symonds, Henry Hart, S. Cohen, Moses Hassan, Simon Moses, Abra- 
ham Myers, Benjamin Silvers, Samuel Bruel, S. Kahn, J* L. Workum, 
Judah Har^ Nathan Levy, Joseph Symonds, M* A. Wartcki, M. fien- 
lionch, David Cerp, Simon Greenbaum, Cauffman Oppenhnmer, Leopold 
Milias, Halick Levy, F. Abeorder, Maurice Symonds, Abraham Wolf, 
and David Goldsmilk; their associates and succeMon, be^ and they are 
hfifeby, constituted and made a body politic and corporate, for the period 
of twenty years, under the name of ^^The Hebrew Beneficent Society of 
Cincinnati,'' and under that name may sue and prosecute, and be sued and 
prosecuted to final judgment and execution in all courts having compe- 
tent jurisdiction; and may have a common seal, and the same alter and 
reneiTV at pleasure* 

See* 2. That said society, under their corporate name, shall be capa- 
ble in law of purchasing, holding, using, and enjoying any property, per- 
sonal and real, to the amount of twenty thousand dollars, which they may 
acquire by any contract, deed, bargain, gift, or last will and testament, or 
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by any other legal means whatsoever; and to make all nece^ary by4aWf 
for the government of said society, and management of the affairs thereof, 
not repugnant to the laws of Ohio. 

Sec. 3. That said society shall be represented by two warden senion, 
who shall hold their office for one year, and until their successors are 
chosen; and no person to be chosen to fill said offices who has not attained 
the age of twenty-three years, and (has not) permanent residence in the 
city of Cincinnati; and that no person shall be elected to said office more 
than two years in succession. 

Sec. 4. " That said society shall elect, annually, a secretary and treas- 
urer; the treasurer shall give security for the faithful discharge of his duty 
in such sum as the society shall deem proper. 

Sec. 5. That the elections of officers to fill the above named offices 
shall take place every year, on the middle days, and all votes shall be given 
by ballots at a general meeting called for that purpose, by a written or 
printed notice, at least three days previous to said election. 

Sec. 6. That the funds of said society shall be for the benefit of all its 
members, and it shall be their duty to dispense charity, if the treasury of 
said society is in a condition to do so, to any Israelite applying therefor, if 
he or she be a proper object in the opinion of the vestry; the funds of said 
society shall be vested in such manner as a majority of the members pre* 
sent, at any legal meeting, shall deem most for the advantage of the so- 
ciety: Pravidedy The funds of said society shall, in no wise, be employed 
for banking purposes.

To incorporate the Marietta and Newport Turnpike Road and Brid^^e Company. 

See. 1. Beit enacted by the General Assembly of the State of Okio^ That 
Joseph Barker, jr., Charles Dana, Ebenezer Battelle, John Mills, William 
West, James M. Booth, John De La YergDe, Noah L. Wilson, Charles 
Shipman, Joseph Holden, William Dana, Dudley Woodbridge, Daniel H. 
Buall, William A. Whittlesey, Weston Thomas, Robert T. Miller, Daniel 
Greene, Jonas Moore, Richard Greene, Nahum Ward, Benjamin Racer, 
{and] Ira Hill, together with such other persons as may be associated, be, 
and tney are hereby, constituted a body politic and corporate, with per- 
petual succession, by the name and style of the ^Marietta and Newport 
Tampike Road and Bridge Company,^' for the purpose of constructing a 
road trom the corporation line of Marietta to a point opposite the foot of 
Middle Island at Newport, in the county of Washington, to meet a turn- 
pike road, authorized by the Legislature of the State of Virginia, styled 
^The Middle Island Creek Turnpike;" and also for the purpose of erecting 
bridges over Duck creek and Little Muskingum river. ' 

Sec* 2. The capital stock of said company shall be thirty thousand 
dollars, which shall be divided into shares of fifty dollars each; and for the 
purpose of obtaining stock, the first ten persons named in the foregoing 
section, or a majority of them, may open books for subscription of stock 
at sQch times and places as they may deem proper. 

Sec. 3. Whenever two hundred shares of the capital stock of said 
company are subscribed, the persons under whose direction the books of sub- 
scription shall have been opened, or a majority of them, shall call a meeting 
of tne stockholders, at such time and place as they may deem proper, by 
giving twenty days' notice of the same in some newspaper printea in the 
county of Washington, for the purpose of electing five directors, who shall 
continue in office for the term of two years, and until their sucessors are 
elected; and in all elections of officers, and other votes of the stockholders 
in meetings assembled, each stockholder shall be entitled to one vote for 
each share held by him, and upon which all instalments, duly called for, 
shall have been paid; and any stockholder may vote by proxy, appointed 
in writing, but none but a stockholder shall be a proxy. 

Sec 4. If, at any time, the directors shall not be elected on the day 
fixed for the purpose, any three of the stockholders of said company may 
call a meeting for that purpose of electing directors; and any three or more

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Sec. 6. Whenever any person shall fail or neglect to pay any instal- 
ment on his stock, called for by the company, after forty days^ notice hav- 
ing been given of the time of payment, such person shall, for every month 
that the same remains unpaid thereafter, forfeit and pay to said company 
three per cent, for every month on [thej amount of such instalment; and 
whenever any instalment remains unpaid for the term of three months 
after it becomes due and payable, it shall be the duty of the company to 
sue for and collect the same, with the interest, penalty, and costs thereon^ 
and if any instalment shall remain due and unpaid one year after it shall 
become due, the stock on which such instalment is due may be sold, and 
transferred on the books of the company to the purchaser, the overplu9 
money, if any, after paying the whole amount of such stock in arrear, and 
the expenses of sale, shall be returned to the person previously owning 
such sold and transferred stock. 

Sec. ?• It shall be the duty of said company to construct a good, sub* 
stantial graded road, not to exceed, in any place, an elevation of five de- 
_grees from, the plane of the horizon on eligible ground, to be selected by 
said company between Marietta and Newport, as named in the first sec- 
tion of this act; and also to build good, substantial bridges over Duck 
creek and Little Muskingum river, where said road may cross the same; 
and the directors aforesaid shall have power to perform every act neces- 
sary to construct the road and bridges mentioned by this act. 

2Sec. 8. In case sufficient materials cannot be obtained from the lands 
on which said road shall be located, said company, their engineer, agents^ 
contractors, and workmen shall have the right to enter upon any lands adr 
joining or in the vicinity of said road and bridges, and to dig, quarry, cut 
down, and carry away any gravel, stoae, timber, or other material that 
may be necessary for the construction of said road and bridges. 

Sec. 9. If any difficulty shall arise between said company and the 
owner of any land through which said road may be located, or from which 
any materials are taken by said company for the construction of said road 
or bridges, respecting the amount of damages sustained by such owners^ 
the amount of all such damages shall be determined upon the oath of three 
disinterested freeholders of the county of Washington, to be appointed by 
the commissioners of said county, upon the application, in writing, of either 
party; and said freeholders, in deciding questions of damages for lands oc- 
cupied, shall take into consideration whether the premises through which 
the road may pass, are thereby rendered more or less valuable in conse- 
quence of the construction of said road and bridges, and shall assess the 
damages, if any, by determining how much less valuable, if any, such pre- 
mises will be rendered by the construction of the aforesaid road and 
bridges, and the use of the materials aforesaid; and said fre0holders shall, 
after a full and fair investigation of the matter in controversy, make out 
their award, in writing, and deliver the same to the Auditor of Washing- 
ton county, who shall file the same in his office; and if said freeholders 
shall award any damages to the claimant or claimants, the company shall 
pay to him, her, or them the amount of said damages and the costs. 
• Sec. 10. Said company shall cause said road to be opened not exceed- 
ing sixty feet wide, at least twenty feet of which shall be graded as named 
in the seventh section of this act, nnd with suitable culverts, drains, and 
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•mfe and convenient bridges over the small streams, so as to be a conve- 
nient, asefal road in ordinary seasons of the year; and shall construct 
the aforesaid bridges over Duck creek and Little Muskingum river, and 
riiall keep the said road and bridges in repair, suitable for^safe and con- 
venient travel and passage thereon. 

Sec. 11. Whenever the said company shall have completed so much 

of the said road as lies north and west of the Little Muskingum river, and 

shall have erected bridges over Duck creek and Little Muskingum river 

as aforesaid, then said company shall be, and it is hereby, authorized to 

erect gates at both of the aforesaid bridges over Duck creek and Little 

Muskingum, and demand nnd receive from persons passing either of said 

bridges the following tolls, viz: For each carriage, or vehicle drawn by 

foar horses, thirty-seven and a half cents, for each additional horse, five 

cents; for each sled, sleigh, wagon, cart, carriage, or other vehicle, drawn 

by two oxen, twenty cents, for each additional ox, three cents; for each 

sled, sleigh, wagon, or other vehicle, drawn by two horses, twenty-five 

cents, for an additional horse, five cents; for each sled, sleigh, wagon, or 

other carriage, or vehicle, drawn by oue horse or other animal, twelve 

and a half cents; for every horse and rider, six and a fourth cents; for 

each foot passenger, two cents; for every horse, mule, or ass, six months 

old or upwards, led or driven, three cents; for every head of neat cattle, 

six months old or upwards, two cents; for every head of sheep or hogs, 

one half cent: Provided^ That all persons going to, or returning from, 

public worship; all (scliool teachers, and all children going to, or return^ 

iDg from school; all funeral processions; all electors going to, and return- 

kigfrom, elections; all persons subject to military duty, goin^ to, or re- 

turmng from, militia muster; and all troops in the service of this State or 

of the United States, shall pass on said bridges free of toll: Provided^ /ur- 

Aer^ That the Legislature may, at any time after five years from the com* 

pletion of said bridges, increase or lessen the tolls by this act allowed* 

Sec. 12. Previous to receiving toll at said bridges, the company, or 
their agent, shall set up and keep in a conspicuous place, over or near the 
fates erected at said bridges, a board, on which shall be painted or printed, 
in a plain and legible manner, the rates of toll allowed by this act. 

Sec 13. Whenever said company shall have completed ten miles of 
said road, south and east of the Little Muskingum aforesaid, and in the 
manner pointed out in the tenth section of this act, then said company 
shall be, and in that case are authorized to demand and receive, at the toll 
gate of the Little Muskingum bridge aforesaid, of all persons traveling on 
the part of the road last named, and crossing said Litde Muskingum bridge, 
one hundred per cent, in addition to the toll otherwise allowed by this 
act. 

Sec. 14. At any time subsequent to the commencement or comple- 
tion of said road and bridges, the State or the commissioners of jthe county 
of Washington shall be entitled to purchase of said company, for the use 
of said county of Washington, all the right and interest which said com- 
pany have, in, and to said road and bridges, by payins to said company 
the amount expended by it in the construction of said road and bridges, 
together with ten per cent, advance upon such expenditures. 
Sec. 15. If any person shall wantonly, wilfully, or maliciously des- 
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troy, injure, or obstruct said road, or any part thereof, or either of saM 
bridges, every such person, upon conviction thereof before any justice of 
the peace in the county of Washington, shall be fined in any sum not ex- 
ceeding one hundred dollars for each ofienee, to be recovered by an action 
of debt in the name of the company, and such person shall also be liable 
for all damages which he may commit as aforesaid.

pany. 

Sec. 1. Beit enacted by the General Assembly of the State of O&to, That 
John McDonald, John Rouse, S. N. Kerr, Thomas Jones, Feter Bufiea- 
berger, Simon Kenton, and James Mitchell, of the county of Madison^ 
Robert Houston, Roland Brown, Robert Hill, William Holloway, Samuel 
Thomas, Thomas Merritt, Alexander Waddle, William Marshall, E. H» 
Bradbury, and Philip Hedrick, of the county of Clark; John Hivling, R. 
D. Foresman, John, Kendall, James McMillan, jr., John Orr, and Samu^ 
Howell , of the county of Greene, and their associates, be, and they are 
hereby, created a body politic and corporate, by the name and title of the 
** Jefferson, South Charleston, and Xenia Turnpike Company," for the pur- 
pose of constructing a McAdamized turnpike road from Jeflferson, on the 
national road, in Madison county, to London, in said county, by way of 
South Charleston, in Clark county, and Milford to Xenia, in Greene 
county; which company shall have all the rights, privileges, and powers, 
and be subject to all the restrictions defined in the ^^Act to provide for the 
regulation af turnpike companies," passed January 7, 1817, and the seve- 
ral acts amendatory thereto, except so far as the same may be modified or 
changed by the special provisions of this act* 

Sec. 2. That the capital stock of said company shall be two hundred 
thousand dollars, divided into shares of fifty dollars each. 

Sec. 3. That the above named persons, or any ten of tbeni^ may meet 
at the town of South Charleston, in the county of Clark, at such time as 
may, by themselves, be designated, and proceed to organize said company, 
and to take order for the opening of books for the subscription of stock,, 
agreeably to the second section of the ^^Act to provide for the regulatioti 
of turnpike companies." 

Sec. 4. That so soon as thirty thousand dollars shall be subscribed to^ 
the capital stock of said company, the above named persons shall call a 
meeting of the stockholders, in the manner prescribed m the third section 
of the "Act to provide for the regulation of turnpike companies," for the 
election of nine directors for the government of said company. 

Sec. 5. That said company shall be, and are hereby, authorized to 
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constnict said road on the line of any State or county road heretofore lp*> 
cated and opened. 

Sec* 6. That said company be^ and they are hereby, authorized to 
demand and receive from persons traveling on said road the following 
tolls for every ten miles travel thereon, tod suitable proportions for a less 
distance, viz: for every four-wheeled carriage or wagon, drawn by one 
bone or other animal, eighteen and three-fourth cents, for every horse or 
other animal in addition, six and one-fourth cents; for every chaise, riding 
chair, cart, gig, or other two-wheeled carriage, drawn by one horse or 
other animal, twelve and one-half cents, for every horse or other animal 
in addition, six and a fourth cents; for every sled or sleigh, drawn bv one 
horse or other animal, twelve and one-half cents, for every animal m ad- 
dition, six and one-fourth cents; for every coach, chariot, or other four- 
wheeled pleasure carriage, drawn by one horse or other animal, driver in- 
daded, twenty*five cents, for every additional horse or other animal, 
and rider, six and one^fourth cents; for every horse or other animal, and 
ridery six and one-fourth cents; for every horse, mule, or ass, led or driven, 
iix months old and upwards, two cents; for every head of neat cattle, six 
months old and upwards, one cent; for every head of sheep or hogs, one- 
fourth of a cent; and the said company shall be entitled to demand and 
receive one-half of the foregoing rates of toll on said road when the same, 
or any pan thereof, being not less than ten miles together, shall have been 
graded and bridged, though hot fully completed: Provided^ That such per- 
sons shall be exempted from paying tolls as are exempted in the eleventh 
Section of the general act, passed January 7, 18 17, before mentioned, sav- 
ing only persons conveying the public mails of the United States, which 
last mentioned persons shall not pass free, as in said act provided.

To cariy into effect the acts heretofore passed for the relief of James Hampson and 

John S, Parkinson* 

. Sec. 1* Beit enacted by the Chneral Assembly of the State of Ohio^ That 
James Hampson and John S. Parkinson, of the county of Muskingum, be, 
and they are hereby, authorized to prefer, institute, or file in the Supreme 
Court of this State at, or to, any term thereof, in the county of Franklin, 
or in bank, an amicable suit in chancery against the State of Ohio, 
for sach claim as they may have against the State, on account of the 
services performed or labor done on sections numbered one and two, 
on the deep cut of the Licking Summit of the Ohio canal; which suit or 
aetten shall be set down for hearing at the first term of ssiii court after its 
iiletitutidtt^ unite for good caus^ shown it riiall be continued; and shall be 
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heard, considered, and decided as other causes are, by law or the rules of 
said court, heard and decided; and notice of the pendency of said suit or 
action shall be given, by a copy of the proper process being left with, or 
served upon, the Governor of this State, at least sixty days before the 
sitting of said court, in which said suit or action shall have been instituted; 
and tne Governor is hereby authorized to employ counsel to appear and 
attend to said suit or action on behalf of and for the State of Ohio. 

Sec. 2. That, in determining said cause, no objection shall be taken 
to the right of said Hampson and Parkinson to prosecute the same for the 
reason that they were sub-contractors; and in adjudicating the same^ the 
court shall be governed by the principles contained in the act of the 7th 
of March, 1 835, entitled ^^An act for the relief of Hampson and Parkinson,^' 
and the joint resolution on the same subject, passed March 14, l836, hav- 
ing reference to the several contracts heretofore made with contrac- 
tors and sub-contractors, and the payments made and allowed under them, 
so far as they may deem such reference necessary to subserve the ends of 
justice, according to the principles of said act and resolution. 

Sec. 3. On the final hearing of the said suit,, if a decree should 
be rendered in favor of the claimants, the amount of said decree of said 
court shall be certified by the clerk of said court, under the seal thereof; 
and upon presentation thereof to the Auditor of State, it shall be his duty 
to give to said claimants, plaintifi^s as aforesaid, an order upon the Treas* 
urer of State for the amount of such final judgment and decree, so entered 
and rendered by the said court, with costs, to be paid out of the canal

Sec. 1 . Beii ejiacted by the General Assembly of the State of Ohio^ That 
Douglass Putnam, John Crawford, A. Stone, William Woodford, John 
de la Vergne, and A. Brooks, of Washington county, John Godlove, Tho- 
mas Tutman, and Joshua Brown, of Perry county, John C. Collins, Wil- 
liam Campbell, Henry Stanberry, M. Z. Kreider, and Gotleib Steinman, 
of Fairfield county, and those who may hereafter be associated with them. 
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be, and they are hereby, created a body corporate and politic, by the namoi 
of the ^Harmar and Lancaster Turnpike Company ,'' for the purpose of 
constructing a road on the most eligible route from the town of Harmar, 
in Waihington county, to Lancaster, in Fairfield county; which company 
shall haye all the rights, privileges, and powers, and be subject to all the 
restrictions defined in the ^Act to provide for the regulation of turnpike 
companies,^ passed 7th January, 1817, and the several acts amendatory 
thereto, except in so far as the same may be modified and changed by the 
special provisions of this act. 

Sec. 2* The capital stock of said company shall be seventy-five thou- 
sand dollars, divided into shares of twenty-five dollars each. 

Sec. 3. The above named persons, or any seven of them, may proceed 
to open books of subscription to the capital stock of said company, at such 
times and places as they may deem proper, agreeably to the act to pro- 
vide for the regulation of turnpike companies aforesaid. 

Sec. 4. That so soon as fifteen thousand dollars shall have been sub- 
scribed to the stock of said company, the persons named in the first sec- 
don of this act, or any nine of them, may call a meeting of the stockhol- 
ders, in the manner prescribed in the act to provide for the regulation of 
tnmpike companies aforesaid, for the election of nine directors for the 
govemoient of said comnany. 

Sec. 5. That the following shall be the rates of toll for. each ten miles 
of said road, and in the same proportion for a less distance, to wit: for 
every four-wheeled carriage, wagon, or other vehicle, drawn by one horse 
or other animal, eighteen and three-fourth cents, for every horse or other 
animal in addition, six and one-fourth cents; for every cart, chair, or other

Beii enacted by the General Assembly of/Ae SuOe of Ohio, Thli 
Martin W. Earhart, Egbert T. Smith, William Gregg, Mahlon Wright, 
Abel J. Thomas, and Charles Evans, of Warren county, and their assod- 
ates, are hereby created a body corporate, with the name of "The Frank- 
lin and Springborough Turnpike Company." 

Sec. 2. Said company shall have power to construct a turnpike road 
from the bridge across the Great Miami, at Franklin, in Warren county, 
as nearly on the ground of the present State road as convenience and the 
nature of the ground will permit, to Springborough, at the north end of 
Main street; thence down said street to the south termination thereof;

T4I incorporate the village of Brighton , in the county of Cuyahoga. 

See. !• Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of Ohio, That 
so much of the township of Brooklyn, in the county of Cuyahoga, as is 
comprised within the following limits, viz: beginning at the northwest 
comer of land owned by Elijah S. Young, on lot number sixty-four; thence 
west to the northeast corner of land owned by Abial Cushman, known as 
the Clark lot, and being on lot number fifty-seven; thence south to the 
northwest comer of land owned by Job Brainerd, being, also, on lot num- 
ber fifty-seven; thence east, on said line, to the northeast corner of said 
Bratnerd's land; thence continuing east, to land of said Elijah S. Young; 
thence north, on Elijah S. Young's west line, to the place of beginning, be, 
and the same is hereby created a town corporate, and shall hereafter be 
known by the name of the village of Brighton. 

Sec* 9* That for the good government of said corporation and the in- 
habitants thereof, there shall w elected, on the second Monday in April 
Bext, and on the second Monday oC April, annually, Uiereaflter, a mayor, 
recorder, five trustees, an assessor, a treasurer, a street commissioner, a 
OMTshal, and such other officers as the town council shall create, and not 
otherwise provide for their appointment; the above named officers shall 
severally take the oath prescribed by the constitution of the State, and 
shall hold their offices for one year, and until their successors are elected 
and qoalified^ a failure to elect on said second Monday in April shall not 
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work a forfeiture of the cliarter, but an election may be held on some sub- 
sequent day, ten days' notice being given thereof. 

Sec. 3. That all elections shall be by ballot; the pells shall be open 
at such time and place as the town council shall direct, not later than two 
o'clock, P. M., and shall be kept open until four o'clock, P. M.; all per- 
sons having the qualifications of electors of members of the General As- 
sembly, who have resided in the corporation six months preceding the 
election, and who have no other fixed residence in the State, shall have 
the privileges of electors in the corporation. 

Sec. 4. That at the first election held under this act, the electors shall, 
vioa voce^ elect two judges and one clerk, and at all subsequent elections, 
the mayor and trustees, or any two of them, shall act as judges, and the 
recorder as clerk of elections; at the close of the first election, the clerk, 
and at all subsequent elections, the recorder, shall make a list of the offi- 
cers elected, and deliver the same to the marshal, who shall forthwith notify 
such persons to appear before the recorder, or other competent authority, 
and take the oath of office, which oath the recorder, being himself fiist 
sworn, is hereby authorized to administer; if the oath is taken before ano- 
ther officer, a certificate thereof shall be left with the recorder, and in all 
cases, the fact shall be entered on the record book; if any person elected 
to office shall neglect, for ten days, to take the necessary oath, and also to 
enter into such bonds as shall be required by this act, or by the ordinance 
of the town council, he shall be considered as refusing to serve, and shall 
be liable to a fine of two dollars, to be reoovered by action of debt, in the 
name of the treasurer, before the mayor; but no person shall be compelled 
to serve more than two years in succession in the same office. 

Sec. 5. That the mayor, recorder, and trustees shall constitute the 
town council, and shall be a body politic and corporate, with perpetual 
succession, by the name and style of "The Town Council of Brighton," and, 
as such, may sue and be sued, plead and be impleaded, answer and be an- 
swered, in any court of law or equity having competent jurisdiction; and, 
in their corporate capacity, shall have power to receive, acquire, hold, sell, 
and convey any estate, real or personal, for the use and benefit of the cor- 
poration; they may have a common seal, which they may alter or break 
at pleasure; they shall have power to regulate the grading, paving, or 
otherwise improving the streets and highways of said town; they shall 
have power to establish and regulate markets, to license or prohibit shows 
or other public exhibitions; 16 create such offices as the public good may 
require, and provide for filling the same; to provide for the removal and 
prevention of nuisances; for the prevention and extinguishment of fires; 
and to make, ordain, and establish all such rules, regulations, and ordinan- 
ces as the order, well-being, and good government of the corporation may 
require, not inconsistent with the constitution and laws of the United 
States, and of this State. 

Sec. 6. That at all meetings of the town council the mayor shall preside, 
and the recorder act as clerk; in the absence or disability of either, or both, 
the town council may appoint a mayor or recorder, pro tempore^ and may 
fill any vacancies that shall occur in their body; the person appointed to 
fill a vacancy, shall hold his office till the next annual meeting, and until 
his successor is elected and qualified, and shall have the same powers, per* 
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form the same duties, and be subject to the same liabilities as if elected by 
the people: Provided^ That temporary absence or disability shall not be 
considered as making a vacancy; not less than five shall constitute a quo* 
ruiD) but should the town council, by death, resignation, or otherwise, be 
reduced below that number, the remaining members or member may call 
a special election to fill the vacancies, by giving ten days' notice, in three 
public places, of the time and place of meeting; no ordinance or by-law 
shall be passed by the town council, unless it receives the votes of a ma- 
jority CI all the member^ present, taken by yoas and nays; nor shall any 
ordinance be binding on the inhabitants of, or property in, the corporation^ 
until a copy thereof^ attested by the recorder, shall have been published in 
some newspaper in general circulation in the corporation, or have been 
posted up ten days in some public place therein. 

Sec ?• That the mayor may call meetings of the town council when 
he shall deem it necessary ; he shall, at least ten days before the annual elec- 
tion of the corporation officers, issue his proclamation, giving notice of the 
oflScers to be elected, of the place of holding the election, and of the time 
of opening the poll, which shall be published in some paper in general cir- 
culationin the town, or posted up in three public places therein; he shall 
be a conservator of the peace within the limits of the corporation, and 
shall have the powers of a justice of the peace therein, both in civil and 
criminal cases, and in all his acts as a justice of the peace, he shall be gov- 
erned by the laws of this State, for the time being, regulating the duties of 
jasUces of the peace, and shall be entitled to the same fees that justices 
are entitled to for similar services; he shall enter into similar bonds, to be 
accepted by the trustees, and lodged with the recorder; it shall be his 
special duty to see that the laws and ordinances of the corporation are 
fiiithfuUy executed, and, for this purpose, he shall be, and hereby is, au- 
thorized to hear and determine ail cases arising under such laws and ordi- 
nances, and to issue all such process as shall be necessary to carry the 
same into effect and final execution; but no warrant for a violation of the 
corporation ordinances shall be issued, except on actual view by the 
mayor, an affidavit duly sworn to, or information filed by the recorder; 
and an appeal may be taken from any decision of the mayor to the court 
of common pleas of the county of Cuyahoga, in the same manner as from 
that of a justice of the peace.

bridge over the Muskingum river," it is provided by the fifth section of 
each of the acts as above recited, that the rates of tolls, in said acts spe- 
cified and established, may be altered or varied by any Legislature of 
this State after the year one thousand eight hundred and twenty-eight, 
and from that time such rates of tolls shall be subject to further altera- 
tion as the Legislature may deem proper, once during each successive 
teim of fire years, until the expiration of the grant therein contained 
by the lapse of time: Therefore, 

Sec. 1« Beit enacted by the Oeneral Assembly of the State of Ohio^ That 
the said Levi and others, his,her or their assignees or representatives; and the 
said Moses and his associates, his,her or their several assignees or representa- 
tives, may demand and receive toll from travelers and others, passing each 
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of said bridgesf agreeaby to the following rates, viz: Foot passengersi tvo 
cents; horse) mule or ass, one year old and upwards, three cents; horse and 
rider, six and one-fourth cents; chaise and two horses, twenty-five ceiiti; 
same with one horse, eighteen and threerfourths cents; sleigh or sled, and 
two horses or oxen, twelve and a half cents; coach or pleasure carri^e, 
with four horses, fifty cents; same with two horses, thirty-one and one- 
fourth cents; chair, gig, wagon, carryall, and one horse, twelve and a 
half cents; wagon and two horses, twenty-five cents; each additional 
horse, three cents; carter dray, and one horse, twelve and a half cents; 
each additional horse, three cents; horse, mule or ass, under one year, 
(excepting sucking colts,) one and one-half cents ; neat cattle over 
six months old, one and one-half cents; cattle under six months, and 
each hog or sheep, one-half cent: Prwided^ That all persons going to, 
and returning from, public worship, on the sabbath; all funeral pro- 
cessions; all persons going to, and returning from, musters of militia, and 
elections; all children going to, or returning from, school; all troops of thii 
State or of the United States, with their artillery, baggage and 8tores,inaj 
pass over each of said bridges free from the tolls aforesaid* 

Sec. 2. That all persons passing to or from the towns of Zaneiville, 
Putnam, South Zanesville and West Zanesville, with wagons, sleds, carti 
and other vihicles,oron horseback, loaded with the ordinary productions or 
raw materials of the country, and which may be conveyed lor sale in the 
markets of either of said towns, such persons shall pass the said bridges re- 
spectively, at one-half the rates of toll specified in the preceding section. 

Sec. 3. That persons applying therefor, shall have the privilejge of 
compounding with the owners or proprietors, of said bridge res^ectivelr? 
and pass the same on foot, by the year, for themselves and families, at a 
rate not exceeding two dollars per annum, payable half yearly in ad- 
vance. * 

Sec. 4. That said proprietors respectively, shall cause lights to be pla- 
ced on said bridges, sufficient for the safe passage of the same, from dark 
until ten o'clock P. M. ; and on the nights preceding the regular market 
days in the town of Zanesville, the lights shall be continued fromdarkantil 
daylight in the morning. 

Sec. 5. That it shall be the dutv of the said Levi Whipple and others

lect or demand any greater rates of toll for passing over either of ««« 
bridges, than such as are herein prescribed and specified, or shall denosoa 
any rate of toll of any person or persons by this act exempted ft^ 
the payment thereof, knowing of such exemption, he, she or they* ^ 
offending, shall, for every such oifence, forfeit and pay the sum.of fi»fl|^

Beii enacted by the General Assembly of ihe State of Okio^ That 
fba city council of the city of Cincinnati shall have power, by ordinance^ 
to paye or |re-pave any street, lane, alley, market-space, public landings 
or common, within the corporate limits thereof, by petition, as provided for 
in the act to which this is an amendment, or without petition; and they 
diall have power to levy and collect a special tax to defray the expenses 
thereof, as is provided for in the fourteenth section of the act to which this 
is ao amendment. 

Sec* 2. That the said city council shall have power to open or extend 
any street, lane, alley, market-space, public landing, or common whenever 
they may be of opinion that the public good or the convenience of the eiti- 
zeos may require it, either by petition, as provided for in the act to which 
this is an amendment, or without petition; and shall have power to make 
any ordinance they shall think proper, not inconsistent with this act; to 
ascertain all damage or benefits that may. accrue to the real estate in the 
block or blocks through which such street, lane, alley, market-place, pub- 
lic landing, or common may pass; and provide for a final adjustment of 
tbe same^Tjr the assessment and collection of a special tax from the real 
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estate on the block through which such street, lane, alley, market-spaee^ 
public landing, or common may pass; and to do all such other acts to 
carry into efiect the provisions of this section as may be necessary: Pro- 
vided^ That it shall not be lawful for the said city council to open a street^ 
lane, or alley through any block owned wholly by one person, or held in 
common by the heirs and devisees of any person, without the consent of 
the owners, unless the city council provide for the payment of damages 
that may accrue by such improvement, out of the city treasury to the pro- 
per party or parties, to be ascertained by three respectable disinterested frem^ 
holders, one to be chosen by the city council, the second by the owners, and 
the third by the two persons then chosen, who shall, under oath, assess 
the damages the property may suffer by reason of such improvement over 
the same, and make their award to the city council; and either party ^aU 
have the right of appeal to the court of common pleas for Hamilton coun** 
ty; and the filing of the award with the clerk of the court within twenty 
days shall be taken as ''perfecting said appeal: Provided^ The city cottn* 
cil shall be capable, in the mean time, of making said improvement. 

Sec. S. That said city council shall also have power to light said city, 
or any part thereof, as they may deem proper, from time to time, by pe* 
tition, as provided for in the act to which this is an amendment, or without 
petition; and to levy and collect such taxes for that purpose from the real 
estate bounding on the section which may be so lighted, in such manner 
as they may provide for by ordinance. 

Sec. 4. That for the purposes of opening, lighting, or improving any 
street, lane, alley, market-space, public landmg, or common, or other pur- 
pose, the term-owner or owners, used in the act to which this is an amend- 
ment, is hereby declared to mean any person or persons who may own 
any lease upon lands for any term not less than ninety-nine years, renew- 
able forever; or any freehold estate, either for life or otherwise, upon any 
ground to be affected by such petition; and such tax shall be a lien upon 
the real estate, upon which^it may be assessed from' the time of filing such 
petition until it shall be fully paid and satisfied. 

Sec. 5. That said city council shall have exclusive power to establish 
and regulate the grades of the wharves, streets, and banks along the Ohio 
river, within the corporate limits of said city. 

Sec. 6. That it shall be lawful for the city council to sell, at private or 
public sale, all such vacant lots belonging to the school fund, as are not 
needed for the use of said schools. 

Sec. 7. That so much of the act, to which this is an amendment, as is 
contrarv to the provisions of this act, be, and the same is hereby, repealed; 
and shall be taken and received as a public act to the same extent as the 
act to which this is an amendment: Provided^ That, before this act shall 
take effect or be in force, a majority of the qualified voters of said city of 
Cincinnati shall approve of the same, in the manner hereafter stated. 

Sec. 8. That the qualified voters of said city are hereby authorized, at 
the time and place of holding their anuual election in April next, to vote, 
by ballot, for or a^inst this act becoming a part of the charter of said 
city; and at such election, it shall be lawful for said qualified voters to en- 
dorse on their tickets "Yea" ot "Nay," which tickets shall be received by 
the trustees of said city, who shall act as judges of said elecli<»i, aiid make 
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retwns thereof to the mayor of said city at his office, in the same manner 
that returns of the election of city officers are required to be made by the 
act to which this is an amendment.

AN ACT 

To incorporate Mauraee City. 

• 

Sec. 1. Be ii enacted by the General Assanbly of the State of Okio^ That 
so much of the township of Waynesfield, in the county of Lucas, as is con- 
tained in the following bounds, viz: beginning in the centre of the Mau- 
mee river, othe^rwise called ^Miami of Lake Erie," at a point in the south- 
easterly continuation of the northerly line of lot number five hundred and 
Krenty-nine, otherwise known as the^KnaggV lot; thence northwest- 
erly, along said northeasterly line of lot number five hundred and seventy- 
nine, to a point three hundred and fifty feet, at right angles northwesterly 
firoai the northwesterly side of the Wabash and Erie Canal; thence west- 
erly, parallel with said canal, to the westerly line of Canal street, other- 
wise called the Sylvania State road; thence southerly, along said line of 
Canal street, to the northerly line of Sackett street, and the same course 
continued to the southwesterly line of lot number six hundred and eighty- 
two, otherwise known as the Sackett Tract;" thence southeasterly, along 
said line of lot number six hundred and eighty-two, and the same course 
continued to the centre of the Maumee aforesaid; and thence down along 
the centre of said river, and the centre of the northerly channel, to the 
place of beginning, shall be, and hereby is, declared to be a city, and the 
inhabitants thereof are created a body corporate and politic, by the name 
and style of the ^Maumee city;" and by that name, shall be capable of con- 
tracting and be contracted with, of suing and being sued, pleading and be- 
ing imjNeaded, answering and being answered unto in all courts and places, 
m ail matters whatever, with power of purchasing, receiving, holding, 
occopying, and conveying real and personal estate; and may use a cor- 
piNrate seal, and change the same at pleasure; and shall be competent to 
have and exercise all the rights and privileges, and be subject to all the 
duties and obligations, appertaining to a municipal corporation. 

Sec* 2. That the government of said city, in the exercise of its corpo- 
rate powers, and the management of its fiscal, prudential, and municipal 
ooBeems, shall be vested in a mayor and council, which council shall con- 
sist of four members from each ward, and shall be denominated the city 
eooncil ; and also such other officers as are hereinafter mentioned and pro- 
Tjded for. 

Sec 3« That the city shall, until the city council see fit to increase, 
alter, or change the same, be divided into three wards, in the following 
fluumer, to wit: the first ward shall comprise all the territory lying south- 
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westerly of the centre of White street; the second ward shall comprteeai) 
the territory lying between sj^id centre of White street and the centre of 
Wall street; and the third ward shall comprise all the territory below or 
easterly of said centre of Wall street, until the wards shall be altered or 
increased in number by the city council. 

Sec, 4. That the mayor of said city shall be elected by the qualified 
voters Uiereof on the last Monday of Match, annually, and shall hold hit 
office for the term of one year, and until his successor shall be chosen and 
qualified; it shall be his duty to preside at the meetings of the] city 
council when other duties will permit; to recommend to said council rach 
measures as he may deem expedient; and when presiding at the meetings 
of the citjr council, he shall have a easting vote when the votes of the meno- 
bers are tied; to be vigilant and active at all times in causing the laws and 
ordinances of said city to be put in ij^rce and duly executed; to inspect 
the conduct of all subordinate officers in the government thereof, and«as 
far as is in his power, to cause all negligence, carelessness, and positive 
violation of duty, to be prosecuted and promptly punished; be shall keep 
the seal of said city, sign all commissions, licenses, and permits which may 
be granted by or under the authority of the city council; and shall keep 
an office in some convenient place in said city, to be provided by the city 
council ; he shall perform such duties, and exercise such powers, as from 
time to time, shall devolve upon him by the ordinances of said city, not 
inconsistent with the provisions of this act, and generally do and peribim 
all such other duties, and exercise such other powers as pertain to the of> 
fice of mayor; he shall, in his judicial capacity, have exclusive original 
jurisdiction of all cases for the violation of the ordinances of said city; and 
he is hereby vested with powers co-equal with justices of the peace within 
the county of Lucas; snail have power to exercise the same jurisdio* 
tion and authority, in civil and criminal cases, within the limits of said 
county, and shall be entitled to the same fees as justices of the peace ia 
like cases; all process shall be directed to the city marshal, who is hereby 
authorized and empowered to exercise the same powers in servins pro- 
cesses, levying execution, and making distress on delinquents in civl and 
criminal cases, and shall be entitled to the same fees that constaUea are 
for like services; and in case of misconduct in office of the mayor, 
recorder, treasurer, marshal, councilmen, or any subordinate officer, tiie 
city council have hereby power to remove him, or any of them, hj an 
agreement of a majority of two-thirds concurring; and the mayor shall 
have power, and it shall be lawful for him, to award all such process, aad 
issue all such writs, as shall b^ necessary to enforce the due administration 
of right and justice throughout said city, and for the lawful exercise of his 
jurisdiction, agreeable to the usages and principles of law: Provided^ That 
in all cases brought before the said mayor, for the violations of the ordi* 
nances of said city, the defendant or defendants shall have a right of ap> 
pealing from said judgment to the court of common pleas of Lucas ooontyi 
upon giving bonds in double the amount of said judgment and costs, and 
with such security as shall be approved by said mayor, within ten days 
from the rendition of said judgnfient; which bond shall be conditioned to 
pay the judgment and costs which may be recovered against him, her, 
OT them in the said court of common pleas; which appeal, when perfecte^t 
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1^ gnring bond as aforesaid, shall entitle the party appealing to the same 
r%hti and privileges, subject to the same conditions, restrictions, and lin>- 
itatioas, as by the laws of the State are provided; and the said court of 
common pleas of Lucas county is hereby authorized, empowered, and di- 
rected to take cognizance, and hear and determine all such causes as shall 
be brought before them by appeal as aforesaid, and pass such judgment 
^[ainst such defendant or defendants as shall be prescribed by the ordn 
nances of the city; the mayor shall, moreover, have authority to take and 
certify the acknowledgments of all deeds for the conveyance or incum« 
brance of real iestate in the State of Ohio* 

Sec. 6* That the qualified electors of each ward in said city shall, on 
the first Monday of March next, elect by ballot four members of the city 
eoQUcil in each ward, who shall have resided in said city one year, and 
possess the qualifications of electors, and shall be residents and inhabitants 
m the ward in which they shall be elected; and the members so elected, 
shall meet in each ward within five days, and determine, by lot, the time 
they shall severally serve: two shall serve one year, and two shall serve 
two years, so that one half of them shall be out every year; and at every 
annual election, which shall be on the last Monday of March in every 
jear, there shall bo elected two new members of said council in each 
ward, who shall continue in ofike two years, and until their successors 
shall be elected and qualified; and the members so elected shall, when as- 
sembled together and duly organized, constitute the city council, a major- 
ity <rf' the whole number of whom shall be necessary to constitute a quo- 
rum for the transaction of business; they shall be judges of elections and 
qoalifications of rheir own members, and shall determine the rules of 
their proceedings, and shall keep a journal thereof, which shall be open 
lo the inspection amd examination of every citizen; and may compel the 
attendance of absent members, in such manner, and under such penal ties^ 
as they think fit to prescribe; they shall meet in the council chamber, or 
some other convenient place in said city, within five days after the electiont 
and after having taken the oath of oflice before the mayor or some other 
officer qualified to administer oaths, they shall elect, from their own body, 
a president, who shall, in case of the absence of the mayor, preside in 
their meetiMs for one year; and also a recorder and treasurer, who shall 
hold their /offices for one year, and until their successors are elected and 
qaalified* 

Sec 6* That the city council shall provide the places and fix the times 
of holding their meetings, not herein otherwise provided for, which at all 
limes shall be open for the public; they shall appoint all city surveyors, 
elerk of the market, street commissioners, health ofBcers, weighers of hay, 
measurers of wood and coal, wharf masters, and such otiier city officers, 
whose appointment or election is not herein otherwise provided for, as shall 
be necessary for the good government of said city, and the due exercise of 
its corporate powers, and which shall have been provided for by ordinance; 
and all city oflicers, whose time of service is not prescribed, and whose 
yowers and duties are not defined in and by this act, shall perform such 
dnties, exercise such powers, and continue in ofiice for such term of 
ftot exceeding one year, as shall be prescribed by ordinance* 

8ee^ 7. That the said city c(»9ncil shall have the custody, care, super- 
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intendencey maQag^ment, and control of all the n»al and persona) estate, 
moneys, funda, and revenues which, from time to time, may be owaed by, 
or of right belong to, said city, with full power to purchase, hold, poss^s^ 
use, occupy, sell, and convey the same for the use and benefit of said city 
and the inhabitants thereof: Provided, That the city council shall act have 
power to sell any public landing, wharf or wharves, docks, basins, or any 
interest therein or part thereof, which now is, or hereafter may be, used 
and kept for the accommodation and convenieilce of the iberchants and 
others engaged in the trade, commerce, and navigation of said city* 

Sec. 8. That the said city council shall have power, and it is hereby 
made their duty, to make and publish, from time to time, all such ordinan^ 
oes as shall be necessary to secure said city, and the inhabitants thereof, 
against injury from fire, tbeives, robbers, burglars, and all other persona 
violating the public peace; for the suppression of riots, and gambling, aad 
indecent, and disorderly conduct; for the punishment of all lewd and la- 
civious behavior in the streets or other public places of said city; and for 
the apprehensioa and punishment of all vagrants and idle persons; they 
shall have power, from time to time, to make and publish all such by-laws 
and ordinances as to them shall seem necessary; to provide for the safe^, 
preserve the health, promote the prosperity, and improve the morals, order, 
^ comfort, and convenience of said city and the inhabitants thereof; to im- 
"" pose fines, forfeitures, and penalties on all persons offending against the 
laws and ordinances of said city, and provide for the prosecution, recovery, 
and collection thereof; and shall have power to regulate, by ordinance, 
the keeping and sale of gunpowder within the city. 

Sec. 9. That the said city council shall have power to establish a board 
of health for said city, invest it with such powers, and impose upon it such 
duties, as shall be necessary to secure said city, and the inhabitants, thereof^ 
from the evils, distress, and calamities of contagious and malignant dis^ 
eases; provide for its proper organization, and the election or appoint- 
ment ot the necessary ofHcers thereof; and make such by-laws, rules, and 
regulations for its government and support as shall be required for enforce 
ine the most prompt and efficient performance of its duties, and the law- 
ful exercise of its powers; they shall have power, whenever the public 
peace of said city shall require it^ to estabUsh a city watch, and organiie 
the same under the general superintendence of the city marshal, or other 
proper officer, prescribe its duties and define its powers, in such a manner 
as will most effectually preserve the peace of said city, secure the inhabi- 
tants thereof from personal violence, and their property from fire and un- 
lawful depredations; they shall establish and oi^nise all such fire compa- 
nies, and provide them with the proper engines and other instruments as 
shall be necessary to extinguish fires, and preserve the property of the 
inhabitants of said city. from conflagration, and provide such byJaws and 
regulations for the government of the same as they shall think fit and ex- 
pedient; and each and every person who may belong to such fire compa- 
ny shall, ia time of peace, be exempted from the performance of military 
duty, under the laws of thl^ State; they shall erect, establish, and regulate 
the market and market places of said city for the sale of provisions, vege-- 
tables, and other articles necessary for the sustenance, comfort, and con* 
venience of said city and the inhabitants thereof; to assize and regulate 
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the sale of bread; and they shall have power to establish and construct 
landing places, wharves, docks/and basins in said city, at, or on any of the 
city property. 

8ec» 10. That for the purpose of more effectually securing said city 
from the destructive ravages of fire, the said city council shall have power 
nnd authority, and for such purpose they are hereby authorized and em- 
powered, on the application of three-^fourths of the whole number of own- 
ers or proprietors of any square or fractional square in said city, to pro- 
hibit, iQ the most effectual manner, the erection of any building, or the ad- 
dition to any building before ^erected, more than ten feetj high, in any 
square or fractional square, except the outer walls thereof shall be com- 
posed entirely of brick or stone and mortar; and to provide for the most 
prompt removal of any building, or addition to any building, which may 
be erected contrary to the true intent and meaning of this section; and 
the said city council shall have the pow^r, and it is hereby made their du^ 
ty, whenever, in their opinion, the public good shall require it, to cause 
the streets of said city to be suitably lighted in such manner as they maj^, 
from time to time, prescribe and ordain. 

Sec 11» That the said city council shall have power, and it is hereby 
made their duty, to prevent and punish, by good and wholesome laws and 
ordinances for that purpose, all those who attempt to keep ale and porter 
shops and houses, or to retail spirituous liquors, within said city without a 
Kcense from the court of common pleas, all theatrical exhibitions and pub- 
lic shows, and all exhibitions of whatever name or nature, to which admis- 
sion is obtained on the payment of money or other reward; the sale of alt 
horses and other domestic animals at public auction in said city; and im- 
pose reasonable fines and penalties for the violation of any such laws and 
ordinances; and the said city council shall have full and exclusive powers to 
grant or to refuse license to showmen and keepers and managers of thea- 
atrical exhibitions, and all other exhibitions for money or reward, auction- 
eers for the sale of horses and other domestic animals, at public auction in 
ssudcity ; and in granting such license, it shall be lawful for said city council 
to exact, demand, and receive such sum or sums of money as they shall 
think fit and expedient to annex thereto, such reasonable teims and con- 
ditions in regard to time, place, and other circumstances, under which 
such license shall be acted upon, as, in their opinion, the peace, quiet, and 
good order of society in said city may require; and for the violation of 
such reasonable terms and conditions as aforesaid, the mayor shall have 
power to revoke or suspend such license whenever the good order and 
welfare of said city may require it, in such manner as may be provided for 
bj ordinance. 

Sec 12. That the city council shall have power, and they are hereby 
aafhorized, to require and compel the abatement of alt nuisances within 
the limits of said city, under such regulations as shall be prescribed by or- 
dinance, to cause all pounds therein, where water shall at any time become 
stagnant, be raised, mled up, or drained, and to cause all putrid substances, 
^whether animal or vegetable, to be removed; and to effect those objects, the 
said city council may, from time to time, give order to the proprietor or pro- 
prietors, or to his or her agent, and to the non-resident proprietors who have 
no agents therein, by a publication in one or more of the newspapers printed 
in said city or vicinity for the period of six weeks of all or any grounds, sub-

jectedataBV time td be covered with stagnant water, to filliip^ raise^or dnkf 
such grounds at their own expense; and the said city council shall desig- 
nate how high such grounds shall be filled up and raised, or in What man* 
ner they shall be drained, and fix some reasonable time for filling up, rais> 
ing, and draining the same; and if such proprietor or proprietors, or 
agents, shall refuse or neglect to fill up, raise, or drain such grouodi in 
such manner, and within such time, as the said city council shall have de* 
simat^d and fixed, they shall cause the same to be done at the expense 
oithe city, and assess the amount of the expense thereof on the lot or Jots 
of ground so filled up^ raised, or drained as aforesaid, and place the assess- 
ment so made as aforesaid in the hands of the city marshal, who shall pro-* 
ceed to collect the same by the sale of such lot or lots, if not otherwise paid^ 
in the same manner, with the same powers, and under the same regula- 
tions; and shall make good and suiiicient deed thereof to the purchaser, 
subject to the same right of redemption by the proprietor or proprietors! 
their heirs or assigns, as the law prescribes, for the time« for the sale of 
lands for the non-payment of State and county taxes ( but no penalty for 
the non-payment of any such taxes or assessments shall exceed tweniy- 
five per cent; and the city council of said city shall have power, on petF 
tion, by at least twelve freeholders of said city, and notice given for ax 
consecutive weeks m a newspaper printed in said city, to; lay out, estab- 
lish, vacate, change, or alter any street or streets, alley or alleys, lane or 
lanes in said city; and if any person shall claim damages by reason of the 
laying out, vacating, changing, or altering thereof, and shall file his notict 
of such claim in writing with the city recorder, within thirty days aftei^ 
the order for laying out, vacating, changing, or altering shall have beea 
published in a newspaper in said city for four weeks in succession, the 
city council shall cause the damage, if any, over and above the benefit 
accruing thereby to such claimant, to be assessed by the oaths of three 
disinterested freeholders of said city, by them appointed for that purpose; 
and the amount so assessed, shall be paid within three months after the 
return of such assessment, either by the petitioners or out of the city trea- 
sury, as said city council shall determine, or in default thereof, the order 
for laying out, vacating, changing, or altering shall be null and void» 

Sec. 13. That said city council shall cause the streets, lanes, alleys^ 
and commons of said city to be kept open and in repair, and free from sB 
kinds of nuisances; but it shall be lawful for them to continue any buildins 
or erection now standing thereon, if, in their opinion, the interest and 
general health of said city will not be injured thereby; they shall have 
the exclusive power of appointing supervisors and other officers of streets 
within the said city; they shall have the power, whenever the public con* 
▼enience or safety shall require it, to prohibit hogs, cattle, horses^ and 
other descriptions of animals from running at large in the streets, lanes, 
and alleys, commons and other public places in said city; they shall have 
power to license and regulate all carts, wagons, drays, and every descrip* 
tion of two and four-wheeled carriages which may be kept in said city for 
hire, all livery stables, brokers and to loan offices, and to provide for the in* 
specdon and the appointment of inspectors of all articles of domestie 
growth, produce, or manufacture which may be brought to said city, sold 
or purchased therein, for exportation, and not included in the inspectios 
laws of the State. 
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Sec* 14. Thatf to defray tiie current expenses of said oity, the said 
city council shall have power to levy nnd collect taxes on the real and 
personal property therein, on the basis of city taxation hereinafter provided; 
aad it shall be. the duty of the city recorder to calculate and make a du- 
plicate record of city taxes on said basis of city taxation, in the same man- 
ner as required of. the county auditor in making duplicates of State, coun- 
ty, and other taxes, based upon the grand list of taxable property in this 
State, and deliver the duplicate of such city taxes to the city marshal, at 
such time/as he may be directed so to do by the ordinances of the city 
council; and it shall be the duty of the city marshal to proceed in enforc' 
iog the collection of said taxes iq the same manner, by distress and sale of 
personal property, and advertisement and sale of real estate, as is pre* 
scribed by the several acts regulating the mode of taxation in this State; 
aod on the sale of real estate for taxes, the city recorder shall have power 
to execute a deed of such real estate as may be so forfeited and sold for 
city taxes, which deed shall be as good and valid in law as the county au* 
ditor's deeds for lands sold for taxes under the said laws rq^ulating the mode 
•f taxation in this State; the same time and privilege of redemption shall 
be incident to said sales of real estate for city taxes, as are provided in 
said State laws regulating the mode of taxation; and the said city marshal 
shall pay over to the city treasurer all moneys so collected by him as 
aforesaid, within such time, and under such penalties (or neglecting or re- 
fusing to pay over, as said city council shall prescribe; and the city re- 
corder and marshal shall receive such suitable compensation for the ser- 
vices aforesaid as the city council shall, from time to time, fix by ordi- 
nance; and the said city council shall have power whenever, in their 
Qpinioo, the interest of said city shall require it, to levy and collect taxes 
pn dogs and other domestic animals, not included in the list of taxable 
l^operty for State and county purposes, to be collected in the same man- 
ner as is provided in this section for the collection of city taxes: Provided^ 
The amount of taxes levied as aforesaid shall not, in any one year, exceed 
ofie per centum on the aggregate value of taxable property in said city. 

Sec. 15. That the said ciiy council shall have power to levy and col- 
lect a special tax from the real estate of any section, square or part o/ a 
square, or market place of said city, on the petition of the owner or own- 
ecSy oi not Ices than two-thirds in value thereof, for opening, paving, re- 
pairing, or improving any street, lane, or alley, bounding on or within the 
same, or for the purpose of lighting any section, lane, or alley bounding on 
or within the same: Providedj That for the purpose of lighting such street* 
lane, or alley, the owner or owners of not less than two-thirds of the real 
estate bounded on or within the same, on both sides thereof, shall petition 
therefor; the city council shall, moreover, have power, when two-thirds 
of the members shall deem it necessary, to assess a special tax for supply- 
ing said city, or any portion thereof, with a night watch* 

Sec. 16. There shall be annually elected, at the same time, and in the 
saiae manner as the members of the city council, one assessor fot each 
ward in said city, whose duty it shall be, after having been duly sworn or 
affirmed, to proceed, between the last Monday in March and the second. 
Tuesday, in May thereafter,. to assess all the real and personal proper- 
Oj, or capital of any kind, within the said city, subject to taxation for 
h. L.— 32. 
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State^ county or township purposes, and also* all buildings of a less Talne 
than two hundred dollars within said city, and make returns of their assess* 
ment roll to the office of the city recorder, on or before the second Toe»* 
day in May, and after said assessment shall be equalized and established 
by the authority of the city council, to whom as a board of e<|ttali2ation9 
any person dissatisfied with the assessment of any or all of his taxable 
property as so taken by said assessors, may appeal to said city cotmcil^ 
who shall, annually, on the fourth Tuesday in May, hold a special meeting 
for the purpose of hearing and determining on said appeals, with power to 
adjourn from day to day until such appeals are disposed of, and whose de- 
termination thereon shall be final and conclusive; and said assestmeot^ 
when so established, shall form the basis of all city taxation for general par^ 
poses. 

Sec. 17., That the said city council shall have power, whenever, is 
their opinion, the public good shall require it, to erect a city prison, and to 
regulate the police or internal government of the same; that the said citjr 
prison may contain cells for solitary confinement, and such apartments as 
may be necessary for the safe keeping, accommodation and employment 
of all such persons as may be confined therein; that said city council shall 
have power to pass all such ordinances as may be necessary for the appre- 
hension and punishment of all common street beggars, common prae* 
titutes, and persons disturbing the peace of said city, who, under con- 
viction thereof, before the mayor, in such manner as the said city 
council shall prescribe, may be fined in any sum not exceeding one 
hundred dollars, or be confined in the cells, or be kept at hard labor 
in said city prison, for any length of time not exceeding fifteen days; 
that any person convicted before the mayor, under the provisions of 
this act, of any ofience which, by the laws of the State of Ohio, ia 
punishable in whole or in part by confinement in the county jail, may 
be confined in the cells of the city prison, for any time not exceeding tiiat 
specified by the laws of this State, for the punishment of such offence, for 
the said term of confinement: And provided^ also^ That until such city pri- 
son shall be erected, said city council shall be allowed the use of the coun- 
ty jail of Lucas county, for the confinement of all such persons as may be 
convicted before the mayor, and who shall be liable to imprisonment andcr 
the laws of this State, or the ordinances of said city; and all persons so in* 
prisoned shall be under the charge of the sheriff of said county, who shaB 
receive and discharge such persons in and from said jail, in such manner as 
shall be provided by the ordinances of said city, or otherwise by due course 
of law; and after the said city prison shall be erected and prepared for 
the reception of prisoners, the marshal of said city, in the coBtrol, gof^ 
ernment and management thereof, shall have the same power and audicm* 
ty, and be subject to the same liabilities, as by the laws of thisState^ now 
are, or hereafter may be, conferred and imposed upon the sherifli of the 
several counties, in the control, government and management of the coun- 
ty jails, and all such other pewers and duties as the city council may pre- 
scribe, to enforce any sentence of hard labor, pronounced against any pe^ 
son, by the said mayor. 

Sec. 1 8. That all moneys raised, received or collected, by meaaa ef 
any tax, license, penalty, fine, forfeiture, or otherwise, under the anlheri^' 
of this act, or which may belong to said city, shall be paid tnte Ike ci^ 
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IrtatfUiT, and fibftll not be drawD therefrom, except by order, or under 
the aimority of the city coimcil; and it shall be the duty of said citycoun* 
ekl to liquidate and settle all claims and demands against said city,' and to 
require all officers, agents, or persons entrusted W'ith the disbursements or 
expenditere of the public money, to account to them therefor, at such time, 
and in such manner as they may direct; and they shall annually publish, 
fortbeinfonnation of the citizens, a particular statement of the receipts 
and expenditores of all public money belonging to said city, and also of all 
tbe debtB due, and owing to and from .the same; and the city council shall 
have power to pass all such laws and ordinances as may be necessary and 
proper to carry into efiect the powers herein and by this act granted. 

Sec 1 9. That every law or ordinance of said city, before it shall be of 
any force or validity, or in any manner binding on the inhabitants thereof 
or others, shall be agreed to and ordered to be engrossed for its final pas- 
sage, by a majority of all the members of the city council, it shall then 
be reconttdered by the city council; and if, in its final passage, it shall 
be adopted by a majority of all the members, it shall become a law 
tor mi city; and all questions on the final passage of any law or ordi* 
nance, or the adoption of any resolutions, shall be taken by yeas and 
nays, and the names of the persons voting for or against the same, shall 
be entered in tbe journals ot said council; and all the laws and ordinances 
passed and adopted as aforesaid, shall be signed by the president of the 
council and the city recorder, and immediately published in one or more 
<tf the newspapers published in said city or vicinity. 

Sec* 90* That it shall be the duty of the city recorder, to make and 
keep a just and true record of all and every law and ordinance made. 
and established by the city council, und all their proceedings in their cor- 
pomte capacity^ and the record so made shall at all times be open to the 
inspection of any elector of said city; and he shall perform such duties and 
exercise soch powers as may be lawfully required of him by the ordinances 
of said city; and he shall preside over the meetings of the city council in 
ths absence of the mayor and president, until otherwise directed by the city 
coonciL 

Sec 91. That the city treasurer shall give bond with security to the 
recorder^ to be approved by the city council, before he enters on the du* 
ties of his office, conditioned for the faithful discharge thereof; he shall pay 
ovM'all moneys by him received to the order of the mayor or president of 
the coimcil, countersigned by the city recorder; but no money shall be 
drawn from the treasury but by appropriations made by the city council, 
sad the treasurer shall^ when required, submit his books and vouchers to 
Ihdr inspection; and he shall perform such duties and exercise such pow- 

I, as may be lawfully required of him by the ordinances of said city. 

Sec 38* That there shall be elected^ annually, by the city council, a 
eky BBarshal, who shall hold his office one year, and until his successor shall 
baelected and qualified, who shall perform such duties and exercise such 
I powers not herein specified, as may be lawfully requiredof him by the or- 
dinances of said city; and shall receive such fees and compensation as the 
saideity council shall direct: the said marshal shall execute and return all 
writs and other proeesses directed to him by the mayor, or when necessa- 
ry in cmninal oases^ or ibr violation of city ordinances, may serve the 
in any part of Lvoas county: it shall be his duty to suppress all riots, 
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dittufbanceit and breaches of the peace; to apprehend all rioters and dte* 
turbert of the public peace in said city ; and all persons in the act of com- 
mitting any indictable offence against the laws of this State, oronlinaiicei 
of said city, or fleeing from justice after having committed any such ^ 
fence, and him, her or them, forthwith take into custody and bring befeiv 
the mayor for examination; and in case of resistance, may call to his aid, 
and command the assistance of all bystanders and others in the Ticiiiiry; 
he shall have power to appoint one or more deputies, and at pleasara to 
dismiss or discharge them from ofSce; and shall in all things be responaible 
for the correct and faithful discharge of their duties, and liable for all neg- 
ligence, carelessness and misconduct in office, and positive violations of 
duty, which they or either of them may be guilty of, in the performance of 
the duties of their official station?. 

Sec. 23. That the mayor, counciimen, marshal, treasurer, city record* 
er, and all other officers under the government of said city, shall, before 
entering on the duties of their respective offices, take an oath or affirma- 
tion to support the Constitution of the United States and of this State, and 
faithfully and impartially to perform the several duties of the office to

That in all elections for city officers, not otherwise provided 
for, it shall be the duty of the mayor to issue a proclamation to the qualified 
voters of said city, or to those of the respective wards, as the case may re- 
quire, setting forth the time of said election, the place or places where the 
same shall be held, the officer or officers to be chosen, and cause such proc- 
lamation to be published in one or more newspapers printed in said city 
or vicinity, at least ten days previous to said election; and every such 
election shall be opened between the hours of eight and ten o^clock in the 
forenoon, and continue open until four o'clock in the afternoon, and shali 
in all things be conducted agreeably to the laws regulating town^ip elec- 
tions for the time being; and it shall be the duty of the judges of soch 
elections, in the several wards, within two days thereafter, to make and 
direct the return thereof to the mayor of the said city, at his office, in the 
same manner that election returns are required to be made to the clerk of 
the court of common pleas, by the act, entitled "An act to regulate dec* 
tions:'* Provided^ That in all elections of mayor, the returns thereof sliatt 
be made and directed to the president of the city council; and the said 
mayor or president of the city council, as the case may be, shall, wfthtn 
five days after any such elections, open the returns, which have been 
made to him as aforesaid, and shall make an abstract of all the votes, and 
file the same with the city recorder, who shall make a record thereef, m» 
book to be kept by him for that purpose; and the person or persons having 
the highest number of votes shall be declared duly elected: but if from aey 
cause the qualified voters of said city, or the respective wards, (as the 
may be,) shall fail to effect any election at the time, and in tt^ 
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herein provided, the mrtyor shall forthwith issue his proclamation, for the 
teeoodor other election, which in all things, shall be notified, condacted, 
Teguiated, and the returns thereof iriade as in and by this act is prescribe 
ed^ aod the person or persons who shall be chosen at any sach second or 
other eleetton, shall hold his or their office, until the next stated pe- 
riod for the choice of a successor or successors; and it shall be the duty 
of the mayor or president of the city council, immediately to notify sucn 
person or persons as may be elected as aforesaid, of his or their elec* 
tton, by causing a written notice thereof to be served upon him or them, 
by the city mnrshal or his deputy; and every person so chosfen or elected 
as aforesaid, shall within ten days after being so notified of his election, 
cause himself to be qualified to enter upon the duties of his ofiice, and in 
default thereof, the office to which he shall have been elected, shall be 
deemed and considered in law to be vacant; and it shall be the duty of the 
eity council to prescribe the times and manner, and provide the place 
or places of holding all elections in said city for city officers, and of mak- 
ing the returns thereof, not herein otherwise directed and prescribed. 

Sec* S5. That each and every white male inhabitant, above the age 
ef twenty-one years, having the qualifications of an elector for mem- 
bers of the General Assembly of the State of Ohio, and having a residence 
in said city one year next preceding an election for city officers, shall be 
deemed a qualified voter of said city, and shall be entitled to vote in the 
ward in which he resides, for mayor and members of the city council:

iog said petition; tSnd provided^ also^ That if any person ^hall claim dam- 
agea in conaequence of the laying out of any such new street oralley, and 
stittll file notice thereof in writing in the office of the city recorder, with- 
in ten days after the order for laying out said street or alley shall have 
Wo made, the said city council shall cause the damages, if any, over and 
•have the benefit to the property claimed to have been injured, to be as- 
Mfsed under oath by three disinterested, judicious freeholders ofsaidcitv, 
to be appointed by said council for the purpose, which shall be paid within 
ihne months after the making of the said order by the persons petitioning 
far the laying out of such new street or alley, or in default thereof^ the or- 
4»hjmg out the said street oralley, shall be null and void. 
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Sec* 28* That the city council shall iiave power to levy a speeia) tax 
to defray the expense of grading, paving, or otherwise improving any 
road, street, lane, alley, square, market place,or common, within said city^ 
by a discriminating assessment upon the land and ground aboonding aad 
aoutting on such road, street, alley, lane, market pTace, sqi^are, or com- 
mon, or near thereto, in proportion to the benefit accruing to such land or 
ground; and the city council shall appoint a committee of three disinter- 
ested, judicious freeholders of said city, to estimate the cost of any such 
projected improvements, and to assess the expense on the land and ground 
as aforesaid; and the city council shall ^ive notice in one or more of the 
newspapers published in said city or vicinity, for six consecutive weeks, of 
the improvements to be made, in order that any one damaged by reason 
of such improvements, may file his claim in writing in the office of the dty 
recorder, within ten days after the expiration of the said six weeks' nO" 
tice,and the said committee shall assess the damage, if any, of such daimr 
ants, and shall add the same to the cost of the improvement, as a part of 
the expense thereof, to be assessed as aforesaid; and the said comautteet 
within Cwentv days after the time shall have expired for filing claims for 
damages, (unless for good cause the council shall grant themfurtber time,)

Sec. 29. That the trustees of the township of Waynefield, shall ap- 
point two suitable persons in each ward to be judges of the first election; 
else, two suitable persons to be clerks in each ward, and procure a suita- 
ble place in each ward for holding the election; and at every annual elec- 
tion thereafter, the city council shall appoint two of their members in each 
ward, who are not candidates for election, to be judges, and make such 
other arrangements, by ordinances, respecting said election, as shall be

of the city recorder, the collection of taxes so assessed, and the payment 
of damages to claimants, as are prescribed in the twenty-eighth section of 
this act; that in case of the absence or inability of the mayor of said city, 
the president of the city council shall exercise ail the powers, and perform 
dU toe duties of the office of mayor, excepting so far as regards his juris- 
diction in civil cases only: that the city council shall have power, whene- 
ver the office of any person elected by them under the provisions of this 
act, shall become vacant, to fill such vacancy; and the person chosen to 
fill sixcb vacancy shall continue in office the remainder of the term of his 

Cdecessor; and whenever the office of an v person elected by the quali- 
i voters of said city, or any ward thereof, shall become vacant, the pre- 
siding officer of the city council, by direction thereof, shall issue an order 
Ibr a special election to fiU such vacancy; and the person elected in pur- 
suance thereof, shall continue in office during the residue of the term of 
Imb fHredecessor.

Sec. I. BeitenacledbyiheGeneral Assembly of the Stale of Ohio^ That 
Abraham Hahn, Samuel Myers, Z. Rowse, andf their associates, are here- 
by created a body corporate and politic, for the term of thirty years, bj 
the name and style of the ''Bacyrus Milling Company," for the purpose of

To authorize a review of part of the State Road leadings from Warrentown, in Jef- 
ferson county, to Cadiz, in Harrison county. 

See. 1. Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the Slate ofOhh, Tliat

That the said city of Chill icothe shall be, and is hereby inrested, 
as the lawful owner and proprietor, with all the real and personal estate, 
and all the rights and privileges thereof, together with all the properlVt 
funds, and revenues, and all money, debts, accounts, and demands due and 
owing, or in any wise belonging to, the mayor and commonalty of the 
town of ChilUcothe, or which, by or under the authority of any former 
acts, ordinances, grants, donations, gifts, or purchases have been acquwei 
vested in, or are, or may be, owing or belonging to the said mayor and 
commonalty of the town of Chillicothe; and the same are hereby trans- 
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lerred to the corporate body created and established by this act, and all 
salts pending, and judgments recovered by, in favor of, or against, the

cuted; to inspect the conduct of all subordinate officers in the govern- 
ment thereof, and, as far as in his power, to cause all negligence, careless- 
ness, and positive violation of duty to be prosecuted and promptly pun- 
ished; he shall keep the seal of said city, sign all commissions, licenses^ 
and permits w:hich may be granted by, or under the authority of the city

Sec. 6* That the city council shall prescribe the place, and fix the 
limes, of holding their meetings, not herein otherwise provided for, which 
at all times shall be open for the public; they shall appoint all collectors of 
taxes, city surveyors, clerk of the market, street commissioners, health of* 
ficers, weighers of hay, measurers of wood and coal, wharfmasters, and all 
such other city ofiicers, whose appointment or election is not herein other- 
wise provided for, as shall be necessary for the good government of said 
city, and the due exercise of its corporate powers, and which shall have 
been provided for by ordinance; and all city ofiicers, whose term of ser- 
vice is not prescribed, and whose powers and duties are not defined in and 
by this act, shall perform such duties', exercise such powers, and continue 
in office for such term of time not exceeding one year, as shall be pre- 
scribed by ordinance. 

Sec. 7. That the said city council shall have the custody, care, su- 
perintendence, management, and control of all the real and personal es- 
tate, and other corporate property belonging to the said city, and all the real 
and personal estate, money, funds, and revenues which, from time to time, 
may be owned by, or of right belong to, the said city, with full power to 
purchase, hold, possess, use, occupy, sell, and convey the same for the use 
and benefit of said city and the inhabitants thereof: ProMed^ That the 
city council shall not have power to sell any public landing, wharf or 
wharves, dock or docks, basin or basins, or any interest therein, or any 
part thereof, which now or hereafter may be used and kept for the accom- 
modation and convenience of merchants, and others engaged in the trade 
and navigation of the said city; nor shall the said city council issue any 
printed notes or tickets, to be issued under their authority, or under the 
authority of said city, as a chrculating medium of trade, or exchange, or in 
any way or manner, either directly or indirectly, engage in the business 
of bankrag. 

Sec. 8. That the said city council shall have power, and it is hereby 
made txieir duty, to make and publish, from time to time, all such ordi- 
nances as shall be necessary to secure said city, and the inhabitants there- 
of^ against injuries from fire, theives, robbers, burglars, and all other per- 
sons violating the ppblic peace; for the suppression of riots, gambling, and 
indecent and disorderly conduct; for the punishment of all lewd and las- 
civious behavior in the streets and other public places of said city, and for 
the apprehension and punishment of all vagrant and idle persons; they 
shall nave power, from time to time, to make and publish all such laws and 
ordinances as to them shall seem necessary to provide for the safety, pre- 
serve the health, promote the prosperity, and improve the morals, order, 
^MKnforty and conrenieoce of sa^d eily and the inhabitants thereof; to tm- 
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pose finest forfeitures, and penalties on all persons offending agaiost tbe 
laws and ordinances of said city, and provide for the prosecution, recoTery. 
and collection thereof; and shall have full power to regulate, by ordinancesi 
the keeping and sale of gunpowder within the city. 

Sec* 9. That the said city council shall have power to establish a board 
of health for the said city, invest it with such powers, and impose upon it 
such duties, as shall be necessary to secure said city and the inhabitants 
thereof from the evils, distress, and calamities of contagious, maligoanty 
and infectious diseases, provide for its proper organization, and the elec- 
tion or appointment of the necessary officers thereof, and make such by- 
laws, rules, and regulations for its government and support, as shall be re* 
quired for enforcing the most prompt and efficient performance of its du- 
ties, and the lawful exercise of its powers; they shall have power, when- 
ever the public peace of said city shall require it, to establish a city watch 
and organize the same, under the general superintendence of the city mar- 
shal, or other proper officer of the police, prescribe its duties and define 
its powers, in such manner as will efTectualiy preserve the peace of said 
city, secure the inhabitants thereof from personal violence, and their pro- 
perty from fire, and unlawful depredators; they shall establish and organ- 
ize all such fire companies, and provide them with the proper engines and 
other instruments, as shall be necessary to extinguish fires and preserve 
the property of the inhabitants of said city from conflagration, and provide 
such by-laws and regulations for the government of the same as they shall 
think fit and expedient, and each and every person who may belong to 
any such fire company shall, in time of peace, be exempted from the 
performance of military duty under the laws of this State; they shall 
select, establish, and regulate the markets, market places of said city for 
the sale of pro visions, vegetables, and othei: articles necessary for the sus- 
tenance, comfort, and convenience of said city and the inhabitants there* 
of; to assize and regulate the sale of bread; and they shall have power to 
establish and construct landing places, wharves, docks, and basins in said 
city, at or on any of the city property. 

Sec. 10. That for the purpose of more effectually securing said city 
from the destructive ravages of fire, the said city council shall have power 
and authority, and for such purpose they are hereby empowered and au- 
thorized, on the application of three-fourths of the whole number of own- 
ers or proprietors of any square or fractional square in said city, to prohib- 
it, in the most effectual manner, the erection of any building, or the addi- 
tion to any building before erected, more than ten feet high, in any such 
square or fractional square, excepting the outer walls thereof shall be com- 
posed entirely of brick or stone and mortar, and to provide for the most 
prompt removal of any building, or addition to any building, which may 
be erected contrary to the true intent and meaning of this section. 

Sec. 1 1. That the said city council shall have power, and it is herebjr 
authorized and made their duty, to regulate, by good and wholesome laws 
and ordinances for that purpose, all taverns, ale and porter shops, and 
houses and places where spirituous liquors are sold by a less quantity than 
a quart, and all other houses of public entertainment within said city; all 
theatrical exhibitions and public shows, and all exhibitions, of whatever 
nam* or nature, to which admission is obtained on the payment of niaoey or 
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any other reward; the sale of all horses and other domestic dnimals at pablid 
auction in said city; and impose reasonable fines and penalties for the vio- 
lation of any such public laws and ordinances; and the said city couocil 
shall have full and exclusive powers to grant or refuse license to showmen, 
keepers and managers of theatrical exhibitions, and all other exhibitions 
for money or reward, auctioneers for the sale of horses and other domes^ 
tic animals at public auction in said city ; and in granting any such license it 
shall be lawful for said city council to exact, demand, and receive such sum 
or sums of money as they shall think fit and expedient, to annex thereto 
such reasonable terms and conditions in regard to time, place, and other 
circumstances, under which such license shall be acted on, and in their 
opinion the peace, quiet, and good order of society in said city may re* 
quire; and for the violation of such reasonable terms and conditions ad 
aforesaid, the mayor shall have power to revoke or suspend such license^ 
whenever the good order and welfare of said city may require it, in sucb 
manner as shall be provided for by ordinance. 

Sec. 12. That the said city council shall have power, and they are hereby 
aathorized, to require and compel the abatement and removal of all nuis- 
ances within the limits of said city, under such regulations as shall be pre* 
scribed by ordinance; lo cause all grounds therein, where water shall at any 
time become stagnant, to be raised, filled up, or drained, and to cause all pu- 
trid substances, whether vegetable or animal, to be removed; and to effect 
those objects, the said city council may, from time to time, give order to the 
proprietor or proprietors, or to his or her agent, and to the non-resident pro- 
prietors who have no agents therein, by a publication in one or more of the 
newspapers printed in said city for the period of six weeks, of all or any 
grounds, subject at any time to be covered with stagnant water, to fill up^ 
raise^or drain such grounds at their own expense; and the said city council 
shall designate how high such grounds shall be filled and raised, or in what 
manner they shall be drained, and fix some reasonable time for filling up, 
raising, and draining the same; and if such proprietor or proprietors, or 
agents, shall refuse or neglect to fill up, raise, or drain such grounds in 
such manner, and within such time, as th^ said city council shall have de- 
signated and fixed, they shall cause the same to be done at the expense 
of the city, and assess the amount of the expense thereof on the lot or lots^ 
ofgToand so filled up, raised, or drained as aforesaid, and place the iissess- 
ment so made as aforesaid in the hands of the city marshal, who shall pro- 
ceed to collect the same by a sale of such lot or lots, if not otherwise paid, 
in the same manner, with the same powers, and under the same regula- 
tions; and shall make good and sufllcient deeds thereof to the purchaser,, 
subject to the same right of redemption by the proprietor or proprietors,^ 
their heirs or assigns, as the law prescribeb, for the time% for the sale of 
lands for the non-payment of State and county taxes; but no penalty for 
the non-payment of any such taxes shall exceed twenty-five per cent. 

Sec 1 2. That the said city council shall cause the streets, lanes, alleys, 
and commons of said city to be kept open and in repair, and free from all 
kinds of nuisances; but it shall be lawful for them to continue any building 
or erection now standing thereon, if, in their opinion, the interest and 
general health of said city will not be injured thereby; they shall have 
the exclusive power of appointing supervisors and other oflicers of streets 
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t^ithin the said city; they shall have the power, whenever the public coO- 
venience or safety shall require it, to prohibit hogs, cattle, horses, and 
other description of animals from runuing at large in the streets, laiiMf 
alleys, commons and other public places in said city; they shall hare 
^ower to license and regulate all carts, wagons, drajs, and every descrip* 
tion of two and four-wheeled carriages which may be kept in said city for 
hire, all livery stables, brokers and loan offices, and to provide for the iih 
spection and appointment of inspectors of all articles of domestic growth} 
produce, or manufacture which may be brought to said cit^', or sold 
or purchased therein, for exportation, and not included in the lospectioa 
laws of the State* 

Sec. 14. That, to defray the current expenses of said city, the said 
city council sjiall have power to levy and collect taxes on the real and per- 
sonal property therein, as the same shall be appraised and returned bv the 
city assessor: Provided^ The amount of taxes levied as aforesaid shall not, 
in any one year, exceed one-fourth of one per centum on the aggregate 
Value of taxable property in said city; they shall also have power when- 
ever, in their opinion the interest of said city shall require it, to levy and 
collect taxes on dogs and other domestic animals, not included in the list 
of taxable property for State and county purposes, which said taxes shall 
be collected by the city marshal or collector, and paid into the city trea- 
sury, in the manner prescribed by law for the collection of taxes for State 
and county purposes; and they shall have power to levy and collect aspe- 
cial tax from the real estate of any section, square, or part of a sqoartt 
or market place of said city, on the petition of the owner or owners of not 
less than two-thirds in value thereof, for opening, paving, re-paving, or io- 
proving any street, lane, or alley bounding on or within the same, or for 
the purpose of lighting any section, street, lane, or alley boundii)g on or 
within the same: Provided, That for the purpose of lighting such section, 
street, lane, or alley, the owner or owners of not less than two-thirds of the 
real estate bounded on, or within the same, and both sides thereof, shall 
petition therefor, and for no other purposes whatever; the citycouncu 
shall moreover have power, when two-thirds of the members elected fim 
deem it necessary, to assess a special tax for supplying said city, or aay poc' 
tion thereof, with a night watch. 

Sec. 15. That all moneys raised, recovered, received, or collected by 
means of any tax, license, penalty, fine, or forfeiture, or otherwise, undw 
the authority of this act, or which may belong to said city, shall be p«w 
into the city treasury, and shall not be drawn therefrom, except by order, 
or under the authority of the city council; and it shall be the duty of s^d 
city council to liquidate and settle all claims and demands against said 
city, and to require all officers and other persons intrusted with the dis- 
bursement or expenditure of the public money to account to them there- 
for, at such time, and in such manner, as they may direct; and they 8D» 
annually publish, for the information of the citizens, a particular Btate»nf'^ 
of the receipts and expenditures of all public money belonging to wiyityi 
and also of all debts due and owing to, and from, the same; and saw ciy 
council shall have power to pass all such laws and ordinances as ^*y . . 
necessary and proper to carry into effect the powers herein and by tli 
act granted. 
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Sec. 16. That every law or ordinaDce of said city, before it shall be 
of any force or validity, or in any manner binding on the inhabitants there- 
of or others, shall be agreed to, and ordered to be engrossed for its final 
passage, by a majority of all the members of the city council, it shall then 
bft reconsidered by the city council, and if, on its final passage, it shall be 
adopted by a majority of all the members, it shall become a law for said 
city; and all questions on the final passage of any law or ordinance, or the 
adoption of any resolution, shall be taken and decided by yeas and nays, 
and the names of the persons voting for and against the same shall be en- 
tered on the journals of said council; and all the laws and ordinances 
passed and adopted as aforesaid, shall be signed by the president of the 
council and the city recorder, and immediately published in one or more 
of the newspapers of said city. 

Sec* 17. That it shall be the duty of the city recorder to make and 
keep a just and true record of all and every law and ordinanoe made and 
established by the city council, and all their proceedings in their corporate 
capacity, and the record so made, shall at all times be open to the inspec- 
tion of any elector of said city; and he shall perform such duties and exer- 
cise sQch powers as may be lawfully required of him by the ordinances of 
said city; and he shall preside over the meetings of the city council in the 
absence of the president, until otherwise directed by the city council. 

Sec. 1 8. That the city treasurer shall give bond, with security, to the 
recorder, to be approved by the city council, before he enters on the dn« 
ties of his office, conditioned for the faithful discharge thereof; he shall pay 
over all moneys by him received to the order of the president of the city 
council, countersigned by the city recorder; but no money shall be drawn 
from the treasury but by appropriations made by the city council; and the 
treasurer shall, when required, submit his books and vouchers to their in- 
spection; and he shall perform such duties, and exercise such powers, as 
mav be lawfully required of him by the ordinances of the said city. 

oec. 19. There shall be elected, annually, by the city council, a city 
marshal, who shall hold his office for one year, and until his successor be 
elected and qualified, who shall perform such duties, and exercise such 
powers, not herein specified, as may be lawfully required of him by the or- 
dinances of said city; and he shall receive such fees and compensation as 
the said city council shall direct; the said marshal shall execute and re- 
tom all writs and other process directed to him by the mayor, or, when 
necessary, in criminal cases, or for violations of the city ordinances, may 
serve the same in any part of Ross county; it shall be his duty to suppress 
ill riots, disturbances, and breaches of the peace, to apprehend all rioters 
and disorderly persons, and disturbers of the peace tn said city, and all 
persons in the act of committing any indictable offence against the laws of 
this State, or the ordinances of said city, or fleeing from justice, after hav- 
ing committed any such ofience, and him. her, or them to take forthwith 
into custody, and bring before the mayor for examination, and in case of 
tcsistance, may call to his aid, and command the assistance, of all by-stand- 
«rs and others in the vicinity; he shall have power to appoint one or more 
^ejxities, and at pleasure to dismiss or discharge them from ofiSce, and shall 
in sU things be responsible for the correct and faithful discharge of their 
dafieS) and liable for all negligence, carelessness, and misconduct in oflloe, 
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and positive violations of duty, which they or either of them may be gialtf 
of in the performance of their official duties. 

Sec. 30. That the mayor^ councilmen, marshal, treasurer, city record* 
er, and all other officers under the government of this cityshdl, before en- 
tering on the duties of their respective offices, take an oath or affirmation 
to support the constitution of the United States and of this State^ and 
faithfully and impartially to perform the several duties of the office to which 
they may be respectively elected or appointed, and, when required, shall 
give such bond to said city, with good and sufficient security, in such sum 
or sums, and with such conditions thereto, as the city council may, from 
time to time, direct; and in all cases not hereinbefore provided for, shall 
respectively be allowed and receive such fees and compensation for their 
services, and be liable to such fines, penalties, and forfeitures for negli- 
gence, carlessness, misconduct in office, and positive violation of duty, as 
the said city council shall, by ordinance, order and determine. 

Sec. 31« That whenever the office of mayor, councilman, marahaly 
treasurer, city recorder, or other officer, and by this act specified or pro- 
vided for, ^hall become vacant by death, resignation, removal from the city^ 
or otherwise, it shall be the duty of the city council, as soon as may be, 
to appoint some suitable person, having the requisite qualifications, to fill 
such vacancy; and the person so appointed, shall continue in office daring 
the remainder of the term for which his predecessor was elected or ap- 
pointed; and in case of sickness or temporary absence of the mayor, the 
city council shall appoint some suitable person to perform the duties of 
that office during such sickness or temporary absence, who shall be obeyed 
and respected accordingly: Provided^ That no appointment shall be made 
by the city council, under this act, of any officer or agent of said city, or 
to fill any vacancy thereof, without the concurrent vote of a majorily of 
all the members. 

Sec. 22. That in all elections for city officers, not otherwise provided 
for, it shall be the duty of the mayor to issue a proclamation to the quali- 
fied voters of said city, or to those of the respective wards, as the case 
may require, setting forth the time of such election, the place or places 
where the same shall be held, the officer or officers to be chosen, and cause 
such proclamation to be published in two of the newspapers printed in said 
city, at least ten days before said election; and every such election shall 
be opened between the hours of eight and ten o^clock in the forenoon, and 
continue open until four o^clock in the ailernoon, and shall, in all tbingsi 
be conducted agreeably to the laws regulating township elections for the 
time being; and it shall be the duty of the judges of such elections in the 
several wards, within two days thereafter, to make and direct the return 
thereof to the mayor of the said city at his office, in the same manner thai 
election returns are required to be made to the clerk of the court of com- 
mon pleas, by the act entitled '*An act to regulate elections;" Pnmded^ 
That in all elections of mayor, the returns thereof shall be made and direct- 
ed to the president of the city council; and the said mayor, or the president 
of the council, as the case may be, shall, within five days after any such 
election, open the returns which have been made to him' as aforesaid; and 
shall make an abstract of the votes, and file the same with the city recor- 
der, who shall make a record thereof, in a book to be kept by him for that 
purpose; and the person or persons having the highest number of votes 
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ahall be declared duly elected; but if, from anj cause, the qualified voters 
of the said city or of the respective wards, as tbe case may be, shall fail 
to effect any election at the time, and in the manner herein provided, the 
mayor shall forthwith issue his proclamation for a second or other elec- 
tion, which, in all things, shall be notified, conducted, regulated, and the 
retams thereof made, as in and by this act prescribed; and the person or 
persons who shall be chosen at any such second or other election, shall 
hold his or their office until the next stated period for the choice of a suc- 
cessor or successors; and it shall be the duty of the mayor or president 
ef the city council, immediately to notify such person or persons as may 
be elected as aforesaid, of his or their election, by causing a written no- 
tice thereof to be served upon him or them by the city marshal or his de- 
puty ; and every person so chosen or elected as aforesaid shall, within ten 
days after beine notified of his election, cause himself to be qualified to 
enter upon the duties of his office, and in default thereof, the office to which 
he shall have been elected shall be deemed and considered in law to be 
vacant; and it shall be the duty of the city council to piescribe the time 
and manner, and provide the place and places of holding all elections in 
said city for city officers, and of making the returns thereof, not bereia 
otherwise directed and prescribed. 

Sec 23. That each and every white male inhabitant above the age 
of twenty«one years, having thtf qualification of an elector for members of 
die General Assembly of the State of Ohio, and having resided in said city 
oDe year next preceding any election for city officers, shall be deemed a 
qualified voter of said city, and shall be entitled to vote in the ward in 
which he resides for mayor and members of the city council, and other of- 
ficers herein provided for and specified: Providedj That no person shall be 
capable of holding any office under the government of said city, who has 
not resided therein, and been an inhabitant thereof, at least one year next 
preceding his election or appointment; And provided, also, That no person 
shall be eligible to the office of mayor, marshal, or treasurer of said city 
who shall not have resided in said city, and been an inhabitant thereof, 
three years next preceding his election or appointment* 

Sec 24. That the said city council shall have power, on the petition 
of the owners of two-thirds in value of any square or section in said city, 
to lay out and so establish a new street or streets, alley or alleys, through 
or across such square or section: Provided, Notice of the presenting of such 
petition shall be given by publication thereof in at least two of the news- 
papers published in said city, for three weeks in succession, the last of 
which shall be at least sixty days before the presenting said petition: And 
fraoidedj also. That if any person shall claim damages in consequence of 
the laying out of any such new street or alley, and shall tile^notice thereof, 
in writing, in the office of the mayor within ten days after the order for 
laying out said street or alley shalf have been made, the city council shall 
cause the damages, if any, over and above the benefit to the property 
claimed to have been injured, to be assessed, under oath, by three disin- 
tet etted judicious freeholders of said city, to be appointed by said council 
ibr that purpose, which shall be paid within three montlis after the making 
of the said order by the persons petitioning for the laying out of such new 
street or alley, or, m default thereof, the order for laying out the said street 
or alley shall be null and void. 
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Sec. 35. That the city council, two-thirds of all the memben concor- 
ring therein, shall have power to borrow money for the discharge and & 
quidatioD of any debt of the city, and to pledge, for the payment of the in* 
terest and the repayment of the principal, the property and resoarces of the 
city, in such manner, and upon such terms and conditions, as by ordinance 
voted for, by two*thirds of the members elected as aforesaid, may prescribe. 
Sec. ^6. That the qualified electors of the said city shall, od the le- 
cond Monday of April next, and in every succeeding year on the second 
Monday of the month of April, elect a city recorder, a treasurer, and an 
assessor, who shall have resided in said city at least three years next preced- 
ing their said election, and who shall be freeholders within the same at least 
one year previous to that time; and the said assessor shall have the like 
powers, and perform the same duties within the said city, as are by Uw 
prescribed for county assessors within the State of Ohio, except, whenever 
his powers and duties are otherwise directed and prescribed by any law 
or ordinance by the said city council duly enacted. 

Sec. 27. That the mayor and council, recorder, treasurer, town mar- 
shal, and all other officers of the town of Chillicothe now in office thereiot 
shall remain and continue in their respective offices, and perform the seve 
ral duties thereof, under the provisions of this act, until the second Monday 
in April next, and until the mayor and council are elected and qualified; 
and laws, ordinances, and resolutions heretbforelawfully passed and adopt- 
ed by the mayor and commonalty of the town of Chillicothe, shall be and 
remain, and continue in full force, until altered or repealed by the city 
council established by this act: Provided, That nothing in this act shall be 
so construed as to restrain or prevent the General Assembly from altering 
or annending the same whenever they shall deem it expedient. 

Sec. 28. That the mayor and council of the town of Chillicothe shall 
appoint two suitable persons in each ward to be judges of the first electioot 
also two suitable persons to be clerks in each wani for holding the elec- 
tion; and at every annual election thereafter, the city council shall appoint 
two suitable persons in each ward, one of whom shall be a memher of the 
city council and rK>t a candidate for re-election, to be judges, and make 
such other arrangements, by ordinance, respecting said election as shall 
be lawful and convenient for the citizens of the several wards. 
Sec. S9. That the said city council shall have power, whenever 

Eublic good shall require it, to erect a city prison, and to regulate the po- 
oe or internal government of the same; that said city prison may contain 
cells for solitary confinement, and such apartments as may be necessary 
for the safe keeping, accommodation, and employment of all such persons 
as may be confined therein; that the said city council shall have poverto 
{MISS iJl such ordinances as may be necessary for the apprehension and 
pantshment of all common street beggars, common prostitutes, and all p^f' 
sons disturbing the peace of said city, who, upon conviction thereof before 
the mayor, in such manner as the*said city council shall prescribe, inay be 
fined in any sum not exceeding one hundred dollars, or be confined in the 
cells, or kept at hard labor in said city prison, for any length of time not ex* 
ceedii^ fifteen days; that anyperaon convicted before the mayor, under thj 
provisions of this act, of any oflTence which, by the laws ot the State ol 
Ohio, is paBishable, in whole or in part, by confinement in the coanty jwf 
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may be confined in the celU of the city prison ibr any time not exceeding 
that specified by the laws of this State for the punishnnent of such ofTencey 
or such person so convicted as aforesaidynoay be kept at hard labor there- 
in for the said term of confinement: ^nd provided^ also^ That until such 
citj prison shall be prepared for the reception of prisoners, the said city 
shall be allowed the use of the county jail of Ross county for the confine* 
Dient of all such persons as may be convicted before the mayor, and who 
shall be liable to imprisonment under the laws of this State, or the ordi- 
nances of said city; and all persons so imprisoned, shall be under the charges 
of the iherifi*of said county, who shall receive and discharge such persons 
in and from said jail, in such manner as shall be prescribed by the ordi« 
nances of said city, or otherwise by due course of law; and after the said 
city prison shall be erected and prepared for the reception of prisoners^ 
the marshal of said city, in the control, government, and management 
thereof, shall have the same power and authority, and be subject to the 
same liabilities, as, by the laws of this State, now are, or hereafter may 
be, conferred and imposed upon t^je sheriffs of the several counties in the 
eontrol, government, and management of the several county jails, and all 
such powers and duties as the city council may prescribe^ to enforce any 
sentence of hard labor pronounced against any person by the said mayor. 

Sec. 30. That all moneys accruing from tavern licenses within said 
eity shall, when collected, be paid by the county treasurer into the city 
treasury, and shall be appropriated and paid to the several school districts 
fA said city, according to the number of children contained in each of said 
districts. 

Sec. 31. That this act shall be taken and received in all councils and 
Vy all judges, magistrates, and other public officers as a public act; and 
all printed copies of the same, which shall be printed by, or under the avh 
tbority of the General Assembly, shall be admitted as good evidence there- 
of, without any other proof whatever; that the several acts passed to in- 
corporate the town of Chillicothe, and the supplements thereto amendatory 
to the same, be, and the same are hereby repealed.

Barnum, Homer Johnson, Justin Sherman, Amiel B* Pierce, Smith Starr, 
George W, Curtis, of Huron county, Francis Graham, J. P. Rezner, Silas 
Robbins, Anthony M'Laughlin, William S.Granger, Jonas Stough» of Rich- 
land icounty, commissioners, and their associates, be, and they are hereby. 
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created a body corporate and politic, by the name and style of the ^Ver-

be competent to contract and be contracted with, to sue and to be saed, plead

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AN ACT 

To incorporate the Norwalk Canal and Slackwater Navigation Corapaoy. 

Sec. 1. Beit enacted hy the General Assembly of the State of Oftio^ Tlwrt 
Timothy Baker, Piatt Benedict, O. Jenney, John Buckingham, John Why- 
ler, John Miller, Henry Lockwood, G. C. Choat, F. W. Fowler, I>amcl 
Hamilton, Ebenezer Merry, of Huron county, and their associates be> and 
they are hereby, constituted and declared a body politic and corporate^ 
by the name and style of the Norwalk Canal and Stackwater Navigation 
Company, for the purpose of improving the east branch of the Huron riv- 
er to the Milan canal to the forks of said east branch, by slackwater navv 
gation, canal or otherwise, of sufficient dimensions for the passage of cmnal 
boats of the ordinary size, with leave to improve the surplus water for hy- 
draulic purposes, and also to extend the same from the forks of the said 
east branch up the valley of the east fork (or Sand Ridge Creek) to the sec- 
tion line of Norwalk, with the privilege of taking the water out of Reed 
Creek, at or near the stone quarry (known as the \fVil80n quarry) by 
of a dam and canal, and convey the same into the vaHey of the said 
fork at or near the village of Norwalk; and the said company is hereby a«- 
thorized and empowered to have and receive, purchase, possess, enjoy and 
retain lands, rents, goods, chattels and effects, of any kind, and to any 
amount necessary to carry into effect the plans and objects of the corpora- 
tion, and the same to use, sell, alien, and disposeof at pleasure, to sue and be 
sued, defend and be defended, in all courts having competent jurisdictioa^ 
and to have and use a common seal, and the same to break and alter et 
pleasure, to ordain and establish such rules, regulations and by-laws si 
may be necessary for the well-ordering and governing the corporation: 
Provided^ The same are not inconsistent with the Constitution and laws of 
the United Stiates and of this State: Provided^ That said company shaH not 
have power to take from the proprietors of the water power now actually 
used, or from any contiguous streams, any more water than is or may be 
necessary for the purposes of navigation. 

Sec. 2* That the capital stock of said company shall consist of seveie 
ty-five thousand dollars; which shall be divided into shares of fifty dollan 
each, and shall be transferable in entire shares, in such manner as the roles 
of the corporation shall prescribe. 

Sec. 3. That the persons named in the first section of this act, sbafl be 
commissioners to receive subscriptions, and also to do and perform all ne- 
cessary acts to organize the company, and they are hereby aatbonzed 
and empowered to cause books to be opened at such times, and in such 
places as a majority of them shall direct, to receive subscriptions to the 
capital stock of said company; the commissioners shall require five per 
centum upon each share, to be paid at the time of subscribing; and each 
subscriber shall be bound to pay, from time to time, such instalments on 
his stock as the directors or a majority of them shall require* 

Sec. 4. That whenever one hundred shares are subscribed, the coo^ 
missioners shall call a meeting of the stockholders, by causing notice of 
the time and place of such meeting, to be published in some newspaper of 
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the county, for three successive weeks, in which the books shall have been 
opened, and the stock subscribed; andt on such notice being given, the 
stockholders shall meet at the time and place appointed, and when so as- 
sembled, may proceed to elect from three to seven directors, and adopt 
such rules and regulations for the government of the corporation as are 
lawful and expedient; the stockholders may vote by person or proxy, 
and for each share such stockholder may possess, he shall be entitled to 
one vote* 

Sec* 5* That the affairs of the company shall be managed by the di- 
lectors, or a majority of them, who shall be elected by the stockholders, 
ud hold tlieir offices until others are elected in their stead, according to 
the constitution and by-laws of said company; each director shall be a 
itockholder at the time of his election; whenever he ceases to be a stock« 
holder he shall cease to be a director* 

Sec* 6* That the directors so elected or appointed, shall, at their first

Sec* 7* That it shall be lawful for said company, their agents, engi- 
neer!, superintendents or workmen, to enter upon and take possession of 
lands, waters or streams necessary to make said improvement under the 
previsions of this act, and enter upon the lands contiguous and near to 
nid improvement, and take therefrom earth, sand, gravel, stone and timber 
lecessary to make the improvements contemplated by this act, doing no 
unnecessary injury or damage, by paying therefor a fair valuable conside- 
Ittioo; if the parties cannot mutually agree upon the damages, or the value 
of the land and material so taken by said company, in that case either of 
tile parties may apply to any president or associate judge of the district or 
eminty (not being a stockholder) in which such land is situated, who shall 
eppoint five disinterested freeholders in said county as appraisers, who 
shall examine and appraise the damages, the value of land, and mate- 
risk necessary to construct and finish the improvement contemplated by 
this act, nevertheless taking into consideration, as an offset, the benefits 
ivhich such person, proprietor or proprietors will derive from the location 
ttd ooBStruction of said improvement, by the creation of hydraulic power 
0r otherwise; the appraisers so appointed, who, after being duly sworn or 
«fliiiaed faUhfuliy and impartially to discharge their appointed duties, shall 
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make a certificate of such appraisement, with a particular description of 
the premises, to which certificate a majority of them shall sign their 
names, and deliver to each party a copy, and immediately thereafter, if no 
damages are assessed, or no payment or tender of the money^ to the 
amouht of damages assessed lo the person or personsinjUred, hisguardiaDt 
agent or attorney, the company, as aforesaid, may proceed to enter upon 
and occupy such lands, streams or waters, and a complete title to the 
premises, lo the extent, and for the purposes set forth in, or contem- 
plated by this act, shall thereby be vested and forever remain in the said 
company: Provided^ hozvever, That ifeitheir party shall consider himself or 
themselves aggrieved by the decision of the appraisers, so aforesaid made, 
such party may appeal to the court of common pleas of the proper coon- 
ty, at the succeeding term of said court, and such decision shall be final 
and determinate between the parties, but the pendency of any such appeal 
shall not in the mean time hinder the progress of the work. 

Sec. 8. That in all cases when any bridge or bridges across die east 
branch of said Huron river, are so located that said navigation or car 
nal cannot be laid out and made without interfering therewith, it shall be 
lawful for said company to cause such bridges to be so altered as that said 
navigation or canal may be laid out and constructed: Provided, That said 
company shall cause such bridges, thus altered, to be put in as good re* 
pair without delay, as the old ones were at the time of removing &em, at 
their own cost and expense. 

Sec. 9. That when the whole or any p^rt of said improvement is com- 
pleted, the president and directors of said company shall have power, if 
deemed by them advisable, to ordain and establish a rate of tolls, which 
shall be paid on boats, rafts, or other property passing on such part or 
whole of said improvement that is navigable; and for the collection of said 
tolls, the president and directors may appoint a collector, and establish a 
toll house at some suitable place, and may ask, demand, and receive, on all 
boats, rafts or other property, passing or navigating on said improvemeDt, 
such toll or tolls as shall be established by said company under the provi- 
sions of this act. 

Sec. 10. That the president and directors shall, annually or seau> 
annually, declare and make a dividend of the profits arising from tolls or 
any other source, reserving such sum or sums as- will defray the necessarj 
current, and probable contingent expenses, which dividend shall be paid or 
passed to the credit of the stockholders severally, in proportion to tiie 
shares each may hold in the stock of said company. 

Sec. 1 1. That the company shall be entitled to the benefit of all laws 
which are, or hereafter shall be in force for the collection of tolls or rents, 
or for the protection of any canals constructed by the State, so far as sneh 
law or laws are necessary to insure the collection of tolls or rentS) or for 
the prolectioa of said improvement, its appendages or other property 
which the company may lawfully hold, in order to carry into e&ct the 
provisions of this act. 

Sec. 12. That so soon as said company shall have become oiganfaeed 
by the election of a president and directors, agreeably to theprensionsof 
this act, and shall have given notice thereof to the Boardof PaUic Woflsi 
said Board shall cause the necessary surrey and estimate to be made of 
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said improvement, and report such survey and estimate to the president 
and dhectors of said company.

Sec. 1 • Beit enacted by the General Assembly of the State of Ohio^ That 
Levi Beardsley, Thomas W. Olcott, Oliver A. Morse, John A. Btyan, Jo* 
siah D. Weston, Asahel Chittenden, James Walcut, John McEl vain, Jacob 
Sleigh, Nathaniel Medbery, Carter B. Harlan, Isaac N. Whiting, and 
their successors, be, and they are hereby created a body corjx>rate, for the 
term of thirty years, by the name of the "Ohio Manufacturing Company;'^ 
and by that name are hereby made competent to prosecute and defend ac- 
tions of every kind, before all courts of law and equity ; to acquire, hold and 
coi9vey property, real, personal and mixed, to any amount, not exceeding 
two hundred thousand dollars; to have and use, and alter at pleasure, a 
common seal; to make and enforce such by-laws as may be necessary for 
the management of said corporation, and which are not repugnant to the 
laws of this State, and of the United States: Provided^ That if said compa- 
ny shall, at any time, contract or owe any debt over and above the capi- 
tal stock of the said company subscribed, the stockholders, at the time of 
contracting such excess, shall be liable for the same, in their private and 
individual capacity.

as may be convenient and necessary for the successful carrying on such 
useful manufactories and branches of business; and shall have power from 
time to time, to choose a secretary, whobhall be sworn, by a justice of the 
jpeace, to the faithful discharge of his duty, and who shall record all tiie 
votes of the corporation in a book to be by him kept for that purpose; a 
treaisurer, who shall give bond, to such amount and in such manner, as said 
president and directors may require; and such other managers, agents and 
factors as shall be thought necessary and convenient for the regular gov- 
ernment, and to carry into eHect the object for which said corporation is 
established; and the president shall, at the annual meeting in each and 
every year, make a yearly statement of the accounts and business of said 
company, to be entered in a book procured for that purpose. 

Sec. 6. That said corporation shall not engage in banking; any 
future Legislature may alter or m9dify this act, but such alteration ormod- 
ification shall not afiect any vested rights of said company.

Whereas, by the terms of the act incorporating the town of Georgetown^ 
in the county of Brown, passed February 13th, i 832, so much of the 
county of Brown as is comprehended in the plat of the town of George* 
town^ with such plats as had been, or might thereafter be recorded ae 
additions thereto; and any tract or parcel of land lying between such 
originat plat, and any of said additional plats, was erected into and con-* 
stituted a town corporate, by the name of **Gcorgetown:" And where- 
as, also, the said town of Georgetown has been laid out into lots, by so 
many diSerent persons and at so many different times, and the survey 
and records of said plats have been so loosely and imperfectly preserv* 
ed, that it is difficult to locate the streets and alleys of said town, or to 
define its corporate limits: Therefore, 

Sec. 1. Beit enacted by the Oeneral Assembly of the State of Ohio^ That 
the mayor and common council of the said town of Georgetown, or any 
five of them, be, and they are hereby, authorized and empowered to select 
and appoint some skilful surveyor, to survey said town and establish the 
corners of the squares thereof, and to determine the true location of the 
streets and alleys of the same; and to have said survey, with the plat there- 
of committed to record, as defining the true extent of the corporation limits 
of the said town of Georgetown. 

Sec* 2. That said survey, when so made and recorded^ shall be deem* 
ed, and taken in all courts as prima facia evidence of the boundaries of 
said town, and of the corners of the squares thereof, and of the true loca- 
tion of the streets and alleys of the same.

Sec. 1. Be it enacted hy the General Ass&nbly of the StaU ofOkio^ That 
so much of the township of Moorefield, in the county of Harrison, n if 
comprised within the limits of the recorded town plat of the towtf of 
Moorefield, in said county, be, and the same is hereby created a town cor- 
porate, and shall hereafter be known and designated by the name of the 
town of Moorfield. 

Sec. 2. That for the good government of said town, it shall belawfal 
for the inhabitants who have resided in said town for the space of six 
months next preceding any election to be held underthisact,having the quali- 
fications of electors of members of the General Assembly, to meet at the 
usual place of holding elections in said town, on the first Saturday of May 
next, and on the first Saturday of May annually thereafter, and then and 
there proceed, by plurality of votes, to elect by ballot one mayor, one re- 
corder, and five councilmen, who shall reside within the limits of said cor- 
poration, and shall hold their respective offices for one year, and until tbeir 
successors are chosen and qualified; and such mayor, recorder and eoaa- 
cilmen, being so elected and qualified, shall constitute the town council of 
said town, any five of whom shall constitute a quorum for the transaction 
of business pertaining to their duties. 

Sec. 3. That at the first election to be holden under this act, there

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Sec. 6. That the mfiyor, recorder and councilmen of said town shall 
be a body corporate and politic, with perpetual succession, to be known 
and distinguished by the name and style of the ^^Townof Moorefield;''and 
shall be capable ia law, by their corporate name, to acquire property, 
real, personal and mixed, for the use of said town, and may sell and convey 
the same at pleasure;. they may have a common seal, which they may 
break, alter or renew at pleasure; they may sue and be sued, plead 
and be impleaded, defend and be defended, in all manner of actions, 
aodia all courts of law or equity; and when any suit shall be commenced 
against said corporation, the first process shall be by summons, an attested 
copy of which snail be left with the recorder, or at his usual place of resi- 
dence, at least five days previous to the return day thereof. 

Sec* 7* That each member of said town council, before entering upon 
the duties of his office, shall take an oath or affirmation to support the con- 
stitution of the United States and the Constitution of this State, and also 
an oath of office* 

Sec. 8. That the said town council shall have power to ordain and es- 
tablisli by-laws, rules and regulations for the government of said town,and 
the same to alter, repeal or amend at pleasure; to provide in such by-laws, 
for the appointment or election of a treasurer, town marshal and all the 
sabordioate officers which they may think necessary for the good govern- 
ment and well being of said town; to prescribe their duties, and determine 
the period of their appointment, and the fees they shall be entitled to receive 
ibr their services, and to require of them to take an oath or affirmation of of- 
fice previous to their entering upon the duties of their respective offices; and 
may farther require of them a bond with security, conditioned for the faith- 
ful performance of their respective offices as an officer of said corpora-

That for the purpose of more effectually enabling the town 
cooncU to carry into effect the provisions of this act, they are hereby cu« 
thorized and empowered to levy a tax on all the real estate and penonal

some has been, or shall be appraised and returned on the grand levy of te 
Stftte: Proroided^ That said tax shall not exceed, in any one year, one-batf 
of one per centum on the aggregateamount ofail such taxablepropertf with- 
in' the limits of said corporation; and the town council shall, between the 
Aifd Monday in May and the second Monday in July, detemnBe Am 
amount of tax to be assessed and collected for the current year. 

Sec. 1% That it shall be the duty of the recorder of said corporation 
ta make out duplicates of taxes, charging each individual within said cor- 
poration of an amount of tax in proportion to the aggregate value of tainir' 
Us property belonging to said individual, within the limits of said corpora^ 
tion, as the same appears from the auditor's books of Harrisoa county^ 
and the recorder of said corporation shall, at alt reasonable houfB^haveac- 
eaeato the county auditor's books, for the purpose of making out such do- 
plicate, free of expense; and the duplicate, when made out, shall be certifi*

That for the more effectually preserving the peace axid 
food order of said corporation, it shall not be lawful for the town eoui^ 
oil to grant a license to any person to retail spirituous liquors, or to keep 
ai house of entertainment; and the said town council is hereby authorised 
and empowered to pass such by'-laws as to them may seem necessary, 
ibv tbe punishment of such as may, without authority, engage in keepii^ 
ouch house, or in retailing spirituous liquors, end to impose such fines 
as to them may seem necessary; and it shall be the duty of the mayor* 
iqpon information of the violation of sucrh by-laws, to enquire into the 
same, and to issue his warrant to bring the oilenders before him for heat* 
ing: Provided^ That nothing herein contained shall be construed to give 
(m said corporation any authority or jurisdiction over taverns licensed by

Sec. 1 . Beit enacted by Vie General Assembly of the State of Ohio, That 
Samuel Richardson, Cyrus Mendenhall, George Mendenhall, Daniel Cush- 
iDg, Daniel Worley, and Alfred Hall, and their associates, b«, aadare 
hereby created a body corporate and politic, with succession for thirty 
years, by the name and style of the "Cuyahoga Coal Company;" and 
by that name they, and their successors and assigns, fihall be capable in 
law of contracting and being contracted with, suing and being sued, of de- 
fending and being defended in all courts and places, and in all matters 
whatsoever, with full power to acquire, hold, occupy, and enjoy all roch 
real and personal estate as may be proper and necessary for the constroc- 
tion, extension, and usefulness of the works of said company, and for the 
management and good government of the same; and they may haiea 
common seal, and the same may break, alter, or renew at pleasure. 

Sec* 2. That the said company shall have power to transact all bin*

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)>Uce8 as they may deem expedients for the purpose of receiving subscript 
tions to the capital stock of said company; and when one hundred shares 
or more, shall have been subscribed, and ten per centum paid on each 
abare to said commissioners, the subscribers may proceed to elect not less

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AN ACT 

Vtoherto amend the act entitled "An act to incorporate tlie town of Portsmottth, 

in the coimty of Scioto**' 

8ec» 1« Be it enaded hg the Qemorai Assembly of the SuUe gf Ohw^ That 
<each and every white male inhabitant above the age of twenty-one years, 
having the qaalifications of an elector for members of the General Assam- 
Uy^ and who has permanently resided in said town one year next precede 
ing any election in said town, shall be deemed a qualified voter at such 
election; and every white male freeholder, being a resident of said town, 
and a citizen of the United States, shall be deemed a qualified voter nt 
ttch election without the residence as aforesaid of one year. 

Sec. 3. That the qualified voters of said town shall, on the second 
lf<mday of March, eighteen hundred and thirty-eight, and biennially there- 
tfter, elect a mayor of said iowa, having the qualifications of an elector, 
"who flball have resided in said town at least two years next precedioc his 
^ieetion, who shall hold his office two years, and until his successor shall be 
ehosen and qualified; and shall receive a certificate of his election from 
^ president and common council ; it shall be his duty to keep the seal of the

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corporation of said town, sign all commissions, licenses, and perroitSf 
which may be granted by or under the authority of the president and com- , 
mon council, and have all the power and authority which the president 
of the common council of said town now has by the laws of incorporation and 
ordinances of said town, and discharge all the duties now required of the 
president of the common council by said laws and ordinances; and dis- 
charge all the duties which the laws of incorporation and the ordinances 
nf said town may require of him; and said mayor shall also have all the 
powers and discharge r»ll the duties of a justice of the peace in and for 
said town: Provided^ That said mayor shall not preside in, or be a mem- 
ber of, the common council of said town: And provided^ That no house- 
holder of said county of Scioto shall be bound to answer before fiaid may- 
or in any civil case, except a householder in said town. 

Sec. 3. That there shall be elected by the qualified voters of said town, I 
on the second Monday of March, eighteen hundred and thirty-eight, and ! 
bieniiially thereafter, a treasurer, who shall hold his office two years, and 
until his successor is chosen and qualified; he shall perform such duties, 
and exercise such powers, not herein, and by this act, or in and by the 
acts to which this is amendatory, specified, as may lawfully be required 
of him by the ordinances of said town; there shall also be elected by th 
qualified voters of said town, on the second Monday of March, eighteen 
hundred and thirty-eight, and annually thereafter, a town marshal, vho 
shall hoild his office foe one year, and until his successor shall be chosen 
and qualified, who shall perform such duties, and exercise such poweis, 
not specified in and by this act, or in and by the acts to which this b 
amendatory, as may lawfully be required of him by the ordinances of the 
town; and shall receive such fees and compensation as the president and 
common council may direct; the said marshal shall execute and return d 
"writs and other process directed to him by the mayor; and when neces- 
sary, in criminal cases, or for the violation of the ordinances of said town, 
may serve the same in any part of Scioto county; it shall be his duty to suf 
press all riots, disturbances, and breaches of the peace; to apprehend alln- 
oters^ disorderly persons, and disturbers of the public peace in said town,3ni 
all persons in the act of committing any indictable onence against the laws 
of this State, or ordinances of said town, or fleeing from justice after hat^ 
ing committed any such offence, and him, her, or them forthwith to tab 
into custody and bring before the mayor for examination; and in case rf 
his resistance, may call to his aid, and command the assistance, of all bf 
standers and others in the vicinity; he shall have power to appoint one ^ 
more deputies, to be approved of by the common council^ and at pleasort 
to dismiss or discharge them from office, and shall, in all things, be respoi^ 
sible for the correct and faithful discharge of their duties, and liable forsii 
negligence and misconduct in office, and violations of duty which they or 
either of them may be guilty of in the performance of their dntief; ^ 
the said marshal shall have and exercise all the powers and authority tm 
pertain to constables by tlie laws of this State in civil and crimio*! c^^ 
and in the pursuit of persons fleeing from justice, after having cooinittw 
any criminal oflence against the laws of this State, may arrest tf» *^ 
within any other county in this State. 

Sec. 4. That the mayor, treasurer, marshal, and all other oficcrsU^ 
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der ilie government of said town shalJ, before entering on the duties of 
their respectiye offices, take an oath or aiiirmation to support the constitu- 
tion of the United States and of this State, and faithfully and impartially 
to perform the several duties of the office to which they may be respect- 
irely elected or appointed; and when required, shall give bond to said 
town, with good and sufficient security in such sum or sums, and with such 
conditions thereto, as the president and common council may, from time 
to time, direct; and in all cases not herein provided for, shall respectively 
be allowed such fees and compensation for their services, and be liable to 
such fines, penalties, and forfeitures for negligence, carelessness, miscon* 
duct ia office, and positive violation of duty, as the said president and com- 
mon council shall by ordinance order and determine. 

Sec* 5. That the common council of said town shall be elected by the 
qualified voters of said town, at the times and in conformity with the pro- 
visions prescribed aqd pointed out in the second section of the act to 
^hich this isanamendment,(except as to the qualifications of the voters) 
and the persons elected as common councilmen, in pursuance of, and in con- 
formity with the provisions of said act, shall, within the time prescribed, 
and in the manner pointed out in said act, choose out of their own body 
api'eddent, who shall preside in all meetings of the council for one year; 
and they shall, in like manner, choose from their own body a recorder, 
whose duty it shall be to keep a correct journal of the proceedings of the 
council, record in a fair and accurate manner all the ordinances of the 
town, and perform such other duties as may be required of him as recor- 
der, which appointment shall be for the term of one year: Provided^ That 
io the absence of the president, the recorder siiall preside; and in the ab- 
sence of the president and the recorder, the council shall elect a president, 
pro tempore: Awi provided^ also^ That the council may, if in their opin* 
ion the interests of^ the town will be promoted thereby, appoint a town 
clerk from the qualified voters of said town, who shall keep a journal of 
the proceedings of the president and common council, and perform such 
other duties as may be required of him by the ordinances of said town; and 
no member of the council shall hold any other office that is lucrative under 
the government of said town: Jl/id,proviM^farthe7\ That if the first elec- 
tion for mayor, councilmen, and other otiicers required to be chosen by 
the qualified voters of said town by the provisions of this act, shall not be 
holden on the said second Monday of March, it shall be lawful to hold 
INich election on such other dav, within thirty days thereafter, as the pre- 
fident and common council of said town may designate, ten days' previ- 
ous notice of the time and place of holding such election being given by 
pablication in a newspaper printed in said town. 

Sec. 6« That the president and common council shall exercise all the 
povers, enjoy all the privileges, and be subject to all the restrictions, pro- 
visions, and limitations contained in the act to which this is an amend- 
ment, and in the act to amend said act, passed January 25, 1823, so far 
Uthe provisions of the said acts arc not inconsistent with, or superseded 
by, the provisions of this act, they shall appoint, or provide by ordinance 
£)rthe election by the qualified voters oi^said town, of all assessors, ccl- 
kctoTS of tajLes, (other than those provided for in the twenty-third section 
of this ^ct,) health officers, clerks and constables of the markets, wharf 
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masters, measurers of wood and coal, weighers of hay, street coiraniisioB- 
ers, and such other officers, whose election or appointment is not herein 
otherwise provided for, as shall be necessary for the good government oC 
the town, and the due exercise of its corporate powers, and which shall 
have been provided for by ordinance; and all such officers so appointed or 
elected, whose term of service is not prescribed, and whose powers and 
duties arc not defined in and by this act, or by the acts before meationed, 
shall exercise such powers, perform such duties, and continue in office such 
term of time not exceeding one year, as shall be prescribed by ordinance. 
Sec. 7. That every law or ordinance of said town, before it shall be 
of force or validity, or in any manner binding upon the inhabitants thereof, 
or other persons, shall be agreed to and ordered to be engrossed for its 
final passage by a majority of all the members of the council; it shall be 
reconsidered, and if, on its final passage, it shall be adopted by a majority 
of all the members, it shall become a law of said town; and on all ques- 
tions on Ijie engrossment or final passage of any law or ordinance, or the 
adoption of any resolution, shall be taken and decided by yeas and 
nays, and the names of the persons voting for or against the same shall 
be entered on the journals of the council; and all laws and ordinances 
passed and adopted as aforesaid, shall be signed by the president of die 
council and the recorder, and immediately published in a newspaper 

Eirinted in said town, or, if there be no newspaper printed in said town, 
y advertisement in two public places in said town; three days after which 
advertisement or publication, they shall be in force, and shall so remain 
until altered, repealed, or annended by the common council of said town, 
or by the Legislature of the State, or by the judgment of the court of com- 
mon pleas for Scioto county, or of the supreme court of this State, to be 
declared repugnant to the constitution or laws of United States or of this 
State. 

Sec. 8. That the president and common council, in addition to the powers 
and privileges granted to them by the act to which this is an amendment, or 
by the act amending the same, passed 25th January, 1 823, shall have power, 
and it is hereby made their duty, to regulate, by good and wholesome 
laws and ordinances for that purpose, all taverns, ale and porter shops and 
houses, coffee houses, and other places where wines or spirituous liqoon 
are sold or Used by a less quantity than one quart, and other houses of 
public entertainment in said town, all theatrical exhibitions and pubUe 
shows, and all exhibitions, of whatever name or nature, to which admission 
is obtained on the payment of any money or any other reward, and all fer* 
ries across the Ohio and Scioto rivers from the said town to the opposite 
shores, and to impose reasonable fines and penalties for the violation of 
any such laws ana ordinances; and the said president andconiimon council 
shall have full and exclusive power to grant or refuse license to showmmi, 
keepers and managers of theatrical exhibitions, and all other exhibitioDS 
for money or other reward, and keepers of ferries from said town across 
the Ohio and Scioto rivers to the opposite shores; and in granting any 
such license, it shall be lawful for the said president and common conacil 
to exact, demand, and receive such sum or sums of money as they sball 
think fit and expedient, to annex thereto such reasonable terms and con- 
ditions in regard to time, place, and other circumstances under whicb 
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ficense ahall be acted upon, as, in their opinion, the good order of society 
in said town may require; and for the violation of such reasonable terms 
and conditions as aforesaid, the mayor shall have poveer to revoke or sus* 
pend such license whenever the good order and welfare of said town may 
require it, in such manner as shall be provided for by ordinance. 

Sec 9. The president and common council shall have power when- 
ever, in their opinion, the interests and convenience of the town will be 
promoted thereby, to divide and lay off the town into three wards, in such 
manner as shall be most convenient and equal, also to make, from time to 
time, 8uch alterations in the lines and boundaries of said wards as to them 
shall seem proper; and to provide by ordinance for,the election of coun- 
cilmen in each ward, and for the holding of elections in the several wards: 
Promdedj That each ward shall be entitled to have and elect three mem- 
bers of the council. 

See. 10. That the president and common council of said town shall 
have power to borrow any sum or sums of money, to be expended in the 
pnblic improvements of the town, not exceeding one hundred thousand 
dollars, and to pledge and set apart such part of the property, revenues, 
and fands of the corporation for that purpose as they may think proper: 
Provided^ The rate of interest to be paid on such loan or loans shall not 
exceed seven percent, per annum: ^nd provided^ also^ That said president 
and common council shall make no loan or loans under this section ex- 
ceeding in amount ten thousand dollars, witliout such loan is authorized by 
the vote of the citizens of the town, at a public meeting expressly called for 
that purpose upon fifteen days' notice. 

Sec. 1 1. That when the president and common council shall require 
the owner or owners of lots in any part of said town to grade, drain, or fill 
«tp the same, or to pave or gravel the side walks in front thereof, if such 
owmer or owners be non-residento, it shall be lawful to give notice, by pub- 
iication in a newspaper printed in said town, for the term of six weeks 
successively, setting forth the number of the lot or lots, or parts thereof, 
80 to be graded, drained, or filled up, or to be paved or graveled in front 
thereof, together with the name or names of the owner or owners thereof, 
if known, and also the time when such grading, draining, filling up, paving, 
€t graveling is required to be completed; and should such grading, drain- 
ing, filling up, paving, or graveling not be completed within the time pre- 
scribed, the president and common council may cause the same to be done 
at the expense of the owner or owners, and assess the cost thereof upon 
sach lot or part of lot, and proceed to collect the same by selling the lot or 
part of lot, or so much thereof as may be necessary to pay such assess- 
ment in such manner as may be prescribed by ordinance: Provided, That 
the same right of redemption shall exist for lots sold under the provisions 
of this section as now is, or hereafter may be, provided for, in the case of 
lands Bxid town-lots sold for taxes under the laws of this State. 

Sec. IS. That the president and common council shall have power to 
tight the town, or any part thereof, on the petition of not less than two- 
lUrds of the number of owners of any square, or part of a square, of said 
town; and to levy and collect a special tax for defraying the expenses of 
the same, by an equal assessment on the feet front bounding or abutting 
•Oft any street, square, or part of » square, to petitioned to be lighted as 
aforesaid* 
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Sec. 1 3. That whenever the office of mayor, councilman, treasup^iv 
marshal, or other officer, in and by this act specified or provided for, shall 
beconfie vacant by death, resignation, removal from the town, or otherwise, 
it shall be the duty of the president and common council of said tovm^ao 
soon as may be, to appoint some suitable person, having the requisite quali- 
fications, to fill such vacancy; and the person so appointed, shall continue 
in office until the next annual election; and in case of sickness or tempo- 
rary absence of the mayor, the president and common council shall ap* 
point some suitable person to perform the duties of that office during such 
sickness or temporary absence, who shall be obeyed and respected accord- 
ingly: Provided^ That no appointment to office shall be made by the pres- 
ident and common council under this act of any officer or agent of said 
town, without the concurrent vote of a majority of all the members of the 
•council; and in case of misconduct in office of the marshal, treasurer, or 
any other officer, (mayor excepted,) whose election or appointment is pro- 
vided for in this act, the president and common council shall have power 
and authority to remove him or any of them: Provided^ That no person 
.shall be so removed from office, unless by the concurrent vote o£ two- 
thirds of all the members of the council, and the names of the members 
voting for or against such removal shall be entered on the journals of the 
council. 

Sec. 14. That the president and common council of said town be, and 
they are hereby authorized and required, at the expense of said town, to 
provide for the support of common schools therein; and for such purpose, 
shall, by an ordinance to that effect, cause the said town to be divided, 
by territorial limits and bounds, into school districts, in such manner as 
shall be most convenient, having due regard to the present and future jpop 
ulation of each; and may, from time to time, make such alterations of the 
limits and boundaries thereof as shall more eflfectually secure to each dis- 
trict equal advantages and accommodations for the education of ail the 
children therein, any law, usage, or custom to the contrary notwithstaod- 

Sec. 15. That the said president and common council be, and they are 
hereby authorized and required, to purchase, in fee simple, or to receive 
as a donation, for the use of said town, and at the expense of the saiBe, 
in each of said school districts, a suitable lot of ground in some central and 
^convenient situation, as a site for a school house therein: Provided^ Thai 
the said president and common council may, if they deem it advisable, set 
apart and appropriate so much of any lot or lots of ground within said 
town, granted by the original proprietor of the said town of Portsofiouth 
for the use of schools therein, where the same may be conveniently situa* 
ted within either of the said school districts, for the erection of a school 
house or school houses thereon; and at any time thereafter, thej may 
cause to be erected on such sites within each district a'good and substan* 
tial school house, to be built of permanent materials, and of such dimen- 
sions and capacity as shall be proper and convenient for the use of com- 
mon schools within said town, and to defray the necessary expenses of the 
building and construction of said school houses, as also to pay the purchue 
money for such lots of ground as may be purchased on which the same 
shall be erected : it shall be lawful, and it is hereby made the duty of the 
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«akl president and common counci], to set apnrt and appropriate for tkaf 
purpose any funds which may have accrued heretofore, or that may accrue 
hereafter, until the completion of such school houses, ari»ng from ther 
rents or annual income received on any lands or lots of ground granted icr 
the inhabitants of said town for the use of schools therein, by the original 
proprietor of said tovtrn as aforesaid; and also to levy, or cause to be 
levied annnally, in addition to the other taxes of said town, a tax of two 
mills on the dollar upon all property in said town valued and appraised, 
and liable and subject to taxation for State and county purposes, until a 
Sttflkient sum shall be raised and collected from such tax, together with 
the funds accruing as aforesaid, to meet all the expenses which shall be 
incurred for the purchase of lots of land, and for the erection of the school 
houses aforesaid: Provided, It shall be lawful for the said town to borrow 
such sum or sums of money, at a rate of interest not exceeding six per 
eentom per annum, as may be sufficient and necessary for the purchase 
aod erection aforesaid; and to refund or pay the same, together with 
the accruing interest thereon, the tax as aforesaid shall be collected; and 
the said tax, together with the rents and income arising from the leases of 
hinds and lots so as aforesaid granted for the use of schools in said town, 
are hereby made a special and inconvertible fund for that purpose: 
Jhd provided, also. That so much of said special fund as is derived from 
said rents, and shall not be required for the purposes aforesaid, or so much 
thereof as may be necessary, shall be, from time to time, appropriated by 
the said president and common council, to the purchase of globes and other 
i|>paratus proper for all branches of a good English education for the use 
of the several school districts in said town; and the special fund hereby 
created, shall not merge in the general school fund of said town until all the 
particular objects specified in this section shall be accomplished. 

Sec. 16. That it shall be the duty of the president and common coun- 
c3 of said town, annually, to levy and collect, or cause to be levied and 
collected, a tax of not exceeding two mills on the dollar in addition to such 
tax as may be levied and collected by and under the authority of the State 
for that purpose, upon all the property in said town valued and appraised^ 
and liable and subject to taxation for State and county purposes, which 
tax, together with such as may be levied and collected in said town under 
the laws and by the authority of the State, for such purpose, shall be exclu* 
stvel J appropriated to defray the expenses of teachers and fuel for said schools, 
mad for no other purpose whatever: Provided, That there shall be levied 
and collected annually not exceeding one mill on the dollar, under the pro- 
visions of this section, in addition to the tax which may be levied and col- 
lected by and under the authority of the State, until the tax of two mills 
authorized and required to be levied under the provisions of the preceding 
section, shall cease to be levied and collected, by the completion and ac* 
oomplishment of the objects and purpoees therein contemplated. 

Sec 17. That the qualified voters of said town, annually, shall elect one 
judicious and competent person in each school district, having the qualifi- 
cations of electors, as a trustee and visitor of common schools in said 
town; which trustees and visitors so elected, shall constitute and be de-» 
nominated the board of trustees and visitors of common schools in the town 
of Portsmouth; who shall hold their offices one year, and until their sue-

eessors are chosen and qualified^ and may fill all vacancies ^at maj hira* 
pen m their own body daring (he time for which they shall be elieclM) 
they shall have the general superintendence of all the common schools in 
said town, and from time to time, make such regulations for the goveror 
ment and instruction of the children therein, as to them shallappear proper 
and expedient; they shall appoint and employ the teachers and instructors 
for the same, visit each and every such school as often as once in eveij 
month; they shall cause a school to be kept in each district for the term of 
six months at least, within each and every year; they shall, between the 
first and twentieth days of October annually, cause an accurate censas 
to be taken of all children residing in the several districts between the ages 
of four and twenty years, distinguishing between the number of males and 
females, (and omitting all married persons,) and shall return such cenaus 
or enumeration, to the county auditor of Scioto county, in the time and 
manner prescribed for the returns to be made by township superintend' 
ents, by the ^^Act for the 3upport and better regulation of commoB 
schools," and require the several teachers and instructors of such schoob 
to keep a record of the names and ages of all persons by them respective^ 
]y instructed, and the time each shall have attended said school, and return 
such record or a copy, to the board of trustees and visitors at the close of 
each and every current year; they shall certify to the president and com* 
mon council the correctness of all accounts for expenses incurred in the 
support of said schools, and at the close of every current year they shall 
report to the president and common council the state and condition of die 
several common schools in said town, as well the fiscal as the other con^ 
cerns in relation thereto, and a particular account of their administration 
thereof, and generally do and perform all other matters and things per^' 
taining to the duties of their said office, or which may be necessary and 
proper to be done to promote the education and morals of the children in- 
structed in said schools, or which may be required of them by the oidinan-* 
cesof said town, not inconsistent with the provisions of this act: Pranded, 
That no person shall be employed as a teacher or instructor in any of said . 
schools, until he or she shall have been first examined by the board of ex- 
aminers and inspectors hereafter mentioned, and have received from said 
board a certificate of qualification as to his or her competency and moral 
character. 

Sec. 1 8. That all moneys heretofore levied and collected or otherwise 
accruing, and apportioned and due to either of the school districts within 
the town of Portsmouth, for the use of common schools therein, and le* 
maining on hand unexpended, whether the same may be in the hands of 
the county treasurer of Scioto county, the treasurer of Wayne township, 
or either of the district treasurers, shall be paid over to, and be held by the 
treasurer of the town of Portsmouth, and all moneys hereafter levied and 
collected in said town under this act, or by or under the law of the State 
for the support of common schools, as also all other nraneys from whatever 
source arising, and appropriated bylaw for the support of conunonscfaoolst 
and due to said town, shall be paid into the corporation treasury, which 
moneys shall be kept in said corporation treasury as a separate and distinct 
fund, and the same shall not be applied, under any pretence whatever, to 
any other use than that for which it is levied, collected and appropriated; 
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mod a separate and particular account of the receipta and expenditures 
thereof shall be kept by the treasurer in a book to be provided for that pur- 
pose; and the said treasurer shall not be entitled to receive aoy per cent- 
age^ premium or other compensation for receiving of, and paying out the 
same^ and for keeping the accounts thereof. 

Sec* 19. That it shall be the duty of the president anf] common coun« 
eil of said town to appoint five persons, residents and citizens of said town^ 
of competent learning and abilities, as examiners and inspectors of the 
common schools therein, and of the qualifications of the teachers thereof; 
which examiners and inspectors shall constitate and be denominated ^The 
Board of Examiners and Inspectors of Common Schools in the town of 
Portsmouth," who shall bold their office two years, and the vacancies 
which may occur in said board shall be filled for the time being by said 
president and common council; it shall be the duty of the said board of ex* 
suniners and inspectors to examine the qualifications, competency, and 
moral character of all persons desirous of becoming teachers and instruct- 
ors in said school, or any of them, two of whom can grant certificates 
thereof to such as in their opinion may be entitled to receive the same; 
they shall, from time to time, and as often as they may deem proper, strictly 
examine all said schools, the discipline and course of instruction in. each^ 
the conduct of the several instructors and teachers therein, and the pro* 
gress of improvement by the pupils and students thereof, and shall make 
report of all their proceedings and of all matters pertaining to the duties of 
<heirsaid ofllice as oitcn as once in three months, to the president andcon^ 
mon council, and also to the board of trustees and visitors, such altera- 
tions and improvements in the government, discipline and instruction of 
said schools, and in the administration of the affairs of the same, as in their 
opinion will more effectually advance the cause of education and good 
morals therein. 

• 

Sec. 20. That the president and common council shall fix by ordi- 
nance the commencement and termination of the current year of said 
common schools, and determine the times and duration of all vacations 
thereof, which shall be the same throughout the town; they shall provide 
for an annual examination of all said schools at the close of the current 
year by the mayor, the several boards of trustees and examiners, and such 
committees from their own body, as they shall appoint; and they are 
hereby authorized and empowered to appropriate, annually, from the 
funds of the corporation, a sum not exceeding one hundred dollars, to be 
.expended in premiums to those scholars who may have made the greatest 
improvement and proficiency in learning in said schools, which premiums, 
either in suitable books or medals, shall be awarded and presented by the 
mavor and boards of trustees and examiners, but no premium or medal 
shall exceed, the value of five dollars* 

Sec. 31. That all school houses erected in any of the school districts 
heretofore laid ofi* and established in the township of Wayne, in the coun- 
ty of Scioto, where the said districts shall have been wholly within the pres- 
ent corporate limits of the town of Portsmouth, together with the lots of 
ffround on which the same may be situated, or such interest of estate theif- 
Mi as may have vested in said district or districts, shall be vested in and 
become the property of the town of Portsniouth, to all intents and purpe-

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set whatsoever, to be used and applied for the benefit of common scImniI^ 
therein^ in such manner as the president and common council shall detav* 
mine; and the said president and comnrK)n council may at their discretioiH 
at any time previous to the erection of the school houses as provided ibr ia 
this act^ rent or lease, on such terms and conditions as they may tfaink 
proper, in the several school districts of said town, convenient and soila* 
ole buildmgs for the use of common schools therein, to be occupied as such 
no longer than until the said school houses shall be erected and prepared 
for the reception of said schools. 

Sec. 9& That the president and common council are here^ vested 
with the management and control of all lots of ground, laid on and set 
apart by the original proprietor of the town of Portsmouth for theast of 
schools therein, and may lease the same, or such parts thereof not already 
leased, as they may deem expedient, in such manner, on such terms, ana 
subject to such restrictions, limitations and provisions as they shall pre* 
scribe: Provided^ That the funds arising from the said lots of land, er 
parts thereof, so leased as aforesaid, or that may have been herelofbca 
leased, shall he appropriated and applied to the use of common schools ia 
said town, either for the erection of school houses or for the payment c£ 
teachers, and providing fuel for the same, and to no other purpose what«>- 
ever, except so far as the same may have been appropriated by the St 
teenth section of this act. 

Sec. 23. That the said president and common council are hereby aih 
thorized and required to pass all such ordinances as may be necessary and 
proper to carry into efTect the several provisions of this act; and they are 
also hereby authorized and required, to cause to be certified to the auditor 
of Scioto county, on or before the second Monday of June annually, the 
per centage by them levied upon all property in said town, valued or ap» 
praised, and liable and subject to taxation for State and county purpos^ 
for corporation, school houses and school taxes; and the said county ou<* 
ditor is hereby authorized and required, to place the same on the duplicate 
of taxes for said county in the same manner as township taxes now by law 
are placed on such duplicate; which said corporation, school houses and 
school taxes shall be collected by the county treasurer of said county, and 
paid into the corporation treasury in the same manner, with the same power 
and restrictions, and under the same regulations, and in all things as is 
the sale of real and personal property therefor; he shall be authorised, aiii 
he is hereby required to act according to the provisions and requisitions of 
the law for the oollection of taxes forState and county purposes: PpmM^ 
That the said county auditor shall be entitled to rec/cive from aaid town 
the sum of twenty-five dollars annually, for his service under this sectien; 
and the said county treasurer shall be entitled to charge and receive tlid 
relative proportion of fees on all moneys by him collected and paid inte 
the corporation treasury, of the taxes as aforesaid, that he is by law enti* 
tied to receive for collecting and paying over moneys collected for State 
and county purposes: d2nd provided^ abo^ That the same nght of redemp* 
tion shall remain as by law is, or shall be, provided in case of lands sold for 
taxes. 

Sec. 34. That said president and commoa council fthall have power to 
establish and evgantzc all such fire companies, and provide them with the 
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CpBT eqgmes and otb«r instroments as tlioU be necessary to eitinguidi 
and presenre the property of the inhabitants of said town from coniki* 
^tion, and provide such by-laws and regulations for the gorernment of 
the same, and for their conduct in relation to the property of the citizens 
IB eases of fire, as they shall deem fit and expedient; and each and every 
pmon who may belong to any such fire company, shall be exempted from 
the perfmnance of the two days labor required by the laws of the State 
open the public roads and highways, and also be exempted from serving as 
grand or petit jurors; and the said president and common council shall 
also have power to change, alter and amend the names of the streets in 
said town now known to the town plat, as well as all streets which may 
hereafter be created: Prtrnded^ The said president and common council 
shall certify such change, alteration or amendment, nnder the corporate 
seal, to the recorder of Scioto county, for record, and forthwith dve pub* 
lie notice thereof for two successive weeks, in a newspaper puQished in 
said town. 

Sec. 25. The president and common council of said town shall be, and 
hereby are authorized to subscribe to the capital stock of any incorporated 
coflspany authorized by the laws of the State to construct any turnpike 
reao, canal, or other improvement, beginning or terminating within said 
town, and to borrow sucn sum or sums of money not exceeding one hun* 
(hed thousand dollars, at a rate of interest not more than seven per cent, 
per annum, as may be necessary to pay the amofunt of such subscription, 
aod to pledge and set apart such portion of the revenues, funds and proper- 
ty of said to#n for the payment of the interest and repayment of the prin- 
cipflil of such loan or loans, as they may think proper: rrcfoidedt That before 
any saeh subscription or loan shall be made, the same shall be authorized 
and sanctioned by the inhabitants of said town, at a meeting to be held 
for that purpose, of which fifteen days previous notice shall be given in a 
newspaper printed in said town, a'nd two thirds of the votes of the qualified 
voters then given, shall be in favor of such subscription and loan. 

Sec 26. That all road tax levied by or under any law of the State of 
Ohio, on property within the limits of the town of Portsmouth, shall be 
worked out under the direction of the street commissioner, or such other 
officer or agent as may be elected for that purpose, or appointed by the 
president and common council of said town, on the roads, streets, alleys, 
culverts or bridges within said town, or paid in mouej to the county treas- 
urer as in other oases, and by him be paid over to tiie treasurer of said 
town, to be expended under the direction of the president and common 
CQoncil, fheir agent or agents, in the improvement of the streets, alleySi 
colveris and bridges witmn said town: Provided^ The said president and 
common council may appropriate such portion of the money so collected 
and paid over, as they may think proper, to be applied under the direc« 
Ibn of the trustees of Wayne township, in the county of Scioto, in the 
auction or repair of bridges and roads within said township, and without 
the corporate limits of said town* 

Sec. 97. That so mneh of the act to which this is an amendment, and 
4f the acts amendatory of the same, as are inconsistent with the proviso 
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ions of this ftct, be, and the same are heraby repealed; this act to take eC 
feet and be in force from and after the passage thereof.

To inporporate the Lebanon and Clarksville Tarnpike Company, in the coanty of 

of Warren. 

Sec. 1. Be it enacted hy tlie GerCeral Assembly of the State of Ohio^ Tbat 
Francis B. Howell, Joseph Edwards^ Patrick Meloy, Thomas B. Van 
Home, Aaron Kell, Richard Purcell, jr., Isaac St. John, of Warren coun- 
ty, and their associates, are hereby created a body corporate, by the name 
of the ^Lebanon and Glarksville Turnpike Company." 

Sec. S. Said comjpany shall have power to construct a turnpike road 
from Lebanon, in Warren county, to the east boundary of the county cf 
Warren, near Glarksville, in Clinton county: Prootdsei, That said turn- 
pike shall be located as nearly on the present State road from Lebanon 
to Clarksyille, as the nature of the ground and a due regard to a straight 
and direct course will permit* 

Sec. 3. The capital stock of said company shall consist of serveiity 
thousand dollars, divided into shares of twenty-five dollars each; and fiv 
the purpose of obtaining stock, the commissioners named in this actyoraoy 
three of them, may open books of subscription at Lebanon, Lockport 
mills, Clarksville, and such other places as they may think proper. 

Sec* 4. Whenever five hundred shares of^stock are taken, the oommis- 
sioners named herein, or any three of them, may call a meeting of the 
stockholders, at such time and place as they may think proper, by 
giving at least ten days notice thereof in a newspaper published in the 
county of Warren; and at such meeting the stockholders may adopt such 
article? of association as may be considered necessary for the government 
of said company, and shall then and there proceed to elect five directors 
of said company, in the manner pointed out in the '^Act to provide for the 
regulation of turnpike companies,^' passed January 7, 1817; and said di- 
rectors shall have all powers vested in such officers by the act aforesaid. 

Sec. 5. That as soon as said company shall have constructed the part 
of said road from Lebanon to the Little Miami, and the same has been re- 
ported to the commissioners of Warren county, agreeably to the aforesaid 
actof January 7^1, 1817, the commissioners of said county shall authorize 
said company to erect a toll gate or gates, at suitable distances. 

Sec 6. that said company shall not be permitted to take greater tolb 
than the followtng, on each section of said road, east and west of the Lit- 
tle Miami: For every two- wheeled vehicle drawn by two animals, eight 
cents'; for every fmr^wheeled vehicle, drawn by two animals, tiMve and 
^ne-half eents, and for every animal in addition, two and Otte-lialf 
cents; for every horse or other animal, and rider, ftve cents; for eve 
tj horse or other animal of that kind^ led or driv^, three cenU; Ibr 
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ererjr head of neat cattle, six months old or upwaniS) two and one^bidf 
cents; for every head of rfieepor hogs, five mills. 

Sec* 7« As soon as said company shall construct a good bridge across 
the Little Miami, they shall have the right to demand as toil for passing 
said bridge, one-half of the aforesaid tolls which are allowed on either sec- 
tion of said road, by the fifth sect'on of this act: Provided, however^ Said 
company shall in noway obstmctthe crossing or ford of the river, so as to 
compel travelers to cross said bridge. 

Sec. 8. At each gate the company shall cause to be put up and kept 
m plain view, and in legible characters, the rates of tolls to be paid accoitt 
ing to the terms of this act, at such gate. 

Sec. 9. In all other respects not herein specified, said company shall 
be governed by the aforesaid act providing for the regulation of turnpikes.

Sec. 1. Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of OAio, That 
James Walker, Joseph Crevison, Peter Kelley, Thomas Armstrong and 
Archibald Hopkins, of Logan county, Ephraim Means, Ezra Read, Lyman 
North, Silas Tolman, Elijah Breedlove, Absalom Fox, and Smith Mintum, 
of Champaign county, Joseph Chrisman and Gabriel Prugh, of Madison 
county, and their associates, be, and they hereby are, created a body poli- 
tie and corporate, by the name and style of the ^'Logan, Champaign and

The persons named in the fiM section of this act, may meet at 
such time as may be, by a majority of them designated, and proceed to 
organize said company, and take order for the opening of books for the 
subscription of stock, agreeably to the provisions of the act referred to in 
the first section of this act, and so seen as twentyrfive thousand dollars 
shall be subscribed to the capital stock of said company, the persona named 
in the first section of this act, or a majority of them, may call a meeting of 
the stockholders for the purpose of electing nine directors for the govern* 
meat of said company. 

Sec. 4. The said'Company are hereby authorised to demand and re* 
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Sec« 3* Tbe goternmen t of said tS wn, and the eMTcise of its corponle 
powers, shall be vested in the mayor, recorder, and a council consistiiig of 
two members from each ward, to be denominated the ''Town Council of 
Canton." 

Sec. 4. EIection» shall be held in the several wards annually, oq the

riod of election or appointment, to establish and regulate fire companies; 
to levy and collect taxes in such manner as they may prescribe, not etr 
ceeding, in any one year, five mills on the dollar^ on the appraised value 
of all town lots and the improvements thereon, and on all articles within 
the corporation which are, or may be subject to State or county taxes, 
and such tax upon the owners or keepers of dogs as may be necessary for 
the protection of the inhabitants of the corporation f to regulate markets, to 
license or prohibit shows and other exhibitions; to regulate and improve, 
and keep open> unobstructed and in repair, all streets, lanes and alleys 
within the corporation; to grade and pave streets, alleys and passages, and 
to make side^walks; to cause the owners of lots to make pavements for 
«'de»walks in front thereof; to restrain and prohibit, whenever the conve* 
nienceof the town shall require it, unruly and dangerous animals ffom 
funning at large, in the streets, lanes, alleys, commons, or other public 
places, in said town; to collect penalties from the owner or owners of such 
animals, as may be provided m the ordinances; to appoint and regulate 
the duties and fees of a town surveyor, who«e acts and surveys, as such, 
shall have the same validity and enect, under the like circumstances, as 
the acts and surveys of the county surveyor, under the laws of the State; 
to impose fines, forieitures and penalties on all persons offending against 
the la ws, regulations and ordinances of said town, and sue for and collect 
the sanne, in manner and form as is provided for in the general laws 
of this State, regulating the duties of justices of the peace and constables.

Sec. 14* All sales of town lots, and other property, under aathori- 
ty of the town, for the non-payment of taxes, shall be conformed, as nearly 
as may be, to the manner prescribed by the laws of the State, for the 
sale of such lots or property for the non-payment of State and county 
taxes. 

Sec. 1 5. The said town shall be allowed the use of the jail of Stark coun- 
ty, for the confinement of such persons as may be convicted and senten- 
ced to imprisonment under the ordinances thereof; and persons thus con- 
fined, shall be under the chaise of the sheriff of said county, as in other 
cases. 

Sec. 16. If for any cause, the election (herein provided for) to be held 
on the first Saturday in April next, or on any subsequent annual election 
of town officers, shall not be held on the day herein appointed, the nine 
may be held on any subsequent day, upon due publicatioD being given by 
the mayor for the time being: Provided, That all elections for officers of the 
corporation shall be held between the hours of two and five o'clock of the 
afternoon.

That the act entitled ^An act to incorporate the town of 
Canton, in the county of Stark," passed the 30th day of January, 1899;

Sec. 1. Be it enacted by tlie General Assembly of the State of Ohio^ That 
all persons who may become stockholders, pursuant to this act, in the com- 
pany hereby authorized, are hereby made a body corporate, under the 
name of the ^'Columbia and Lake Erie Railroad Company," with power to 
construct, maintain, and use a railway with a double or single track, with 
such appendages as may be deemed necessary for the convenience of the 
same, commencing at any eligible point in the town of Columbia, in Lorain 
county, thence the most feasible or eligible route to Lake Erie.

five hoDrs each day for six days, if the same shall be necessary, to obtain 
six thousand dollars subscription to the capital stock. 

Sec. 5. Each subscriber shall pay to the commissioners at the time he 
mbscribes fire dollars on each share of the stock subscribed by him, whicb 
money shall be paid over to the directors, when chosen. 

Sec. 6. If, at the expiration of six days, the amount subscribed be lesa 
than six thousand dollars, the commissioners shall take further measures 
lo fill the subscriptions to that amount, (of which notice shall be given in 
some newspaper of general circulation at least twenty days,) when the 
books shall again be closed. 

Sec. 7. As soon as may be after the closing of the books, the commis- 
sioners shall give notice of the time and place at which a meeting of the

^rooimissioners, or some of them, shall attend, and the stockholders, or their 
proxies duly appointed in writing, shall proceed to elect, by ballot, seven 
directors; the commissioners present shall preside at the election and cer- 
tify the result in writing, and their certificate, recorded in the books of the 
corporation, shall be evidence of the election of the directors therein 
named; and all subsequent elections shall be conducted in the manner 
prescribed by the by-laws of said corporation. 

Sec. 8. Each stockholder shall be allowed one vote for every share of 
stock he owns at all meetings of the stockholders, and at the commence- 
ment of any election for directors; and a majority of all the stock shall be 
necessary to a choice. 

Sec. 9. The directors shall hold their offices for one year, and until 
others are elected in their stead; they shall appoint one of their number 
president, and some suitable persons as secretary and treasurer of the cor- 
poration; they shall have power to appoint all such officers, agents, and 
servants as the convenience of the company may require, and determine, 
by contract, the compensation of each; and they shall have power, at any 
timcy to remove any president, treasurer, or other officer or agent of said 
company whenever they shall judge the interest of the company requires 
such removal, and may appoint others in their stead; they shall also have 
power to determine by their by*law8 the manner of adjusting ^nd settling 
all accounts against the company, also the manner and evidence of the 
transfer of stock in said company; they shall have power to make, from 
time to time, all needful rules, regulations, and by-laws touching the busi* 
ness of said company, not incompatible with the constitution and laws of 
this State and the United States; and to determine the number of tracks 
or railways upon said road, the width thereof, and the manner of their con- 
struction, and the description of carriages which may be used thereon; 
to regulate the time and manner on which passengers and property shall 
be transported thereon^ and the manner of collecting tolls for such trans- 
portation; to fix penalties for the breach of any such rule, regulation, or 
by-law, whicb penalties may be sued for by any person authorized thereto, 
tn the name of the said company, and recovered in action of debt before 
any court having competent jurisdiction; and said company may fix scales 
And weights, erect and maintain toll-houses, and such other buildings and 
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fixtures for the accommodation of those using said road, and of themselvesy 
as they may deem expedient and necessary. 

Sec. 10. That whenever the sum of six thousand dollars shall have 
been subscribed by individuals or incorporations to the capita] stock, the 
-company) by their name aforesaid, shall have perpetual succession, and 
-are hereby made capable in law to sue and be sued, plead and be implead- 
ed, contract and be contracted with; also to make, have, and use a com- 
mon seal, and the same to break, alter, or renew at pleasure; to purchase, 
hold, enjoy, and retain all such personal or mixed property, and such lands, 
tenements, and hereditaments, with their appurtenances, as shall be neces- 
sary, or in any wise convenient for the transaction of their business, and 
auch as may, in good faith, be conveyed to them by way of security or 
payment of debts, or by donation and purchase, and the same to sell, grant, 
rent, or in any manner dispose of; and shall have and enjoy, and may ex- 
ercise all the powers, rights, and privileges which corporate bodies may 
lawfully do, for the purposes of this act: Provided^ That the lands and 
tenements which said railroad company may take and hold under this sec- 
tion, except the necessary lands for the track, depots, and stations, shall 
be only such as may be granted by way of subscription to the capital 
stock, or to aid in the construction of the road; and the avails of all lands 
sold shall be applied to the construction of the road, and to no other pur- 
pose. 

Sec. 11. That the president and directors of said company shall be, 
and they are hereby invested with all the rights and powers necessary U> 
the survey, location, construction, and repairs of said road, not exceedii^ 
pne hundred feet wide, with as many sets of tracks as they shall deem 
l^ecessary; and they or their agents, or those with whom they may con- 
jtjract for making any parts of said road, may enter upon, and use, and ex- 
cavate any lands which may be wanted for the site of said road, or for 
any other purpose necessary or useful in the construction and repairs of 
said road or its work, and take and use any materials necessary for its 
4Bon8truction* 

Sec. 13. The said corporation may acquire the title to the lands along 
the route of said road by purchase or voluntary cession; in case the com- 
pany shall not be able to acquire the title to such lands or materials as majr 
be requisite for the said railroad, or the use thereof, by purchase or vol- 
untary cession, application may be made, either by the company or by the 
owners of said lands or materials used or occupied in the constructioD, 
maintenance, or repairs of said road, to any judge of the court of common 
pleas of the county within which said land or materials may lie, specifying 
the lands or materials so required, or already appropriated; and thereupon 
the said judge shall issue his warrant, in writing, directed to the sheriff of 
the county, requiring him to summon an inquest of five freeholders of the 
county, who shall not be stockholders, nor interested in said road, to ap- 
pear at or near said land and materials to be valued on a day named in 
said warrant, not less than five, nor more than ten, days after issuio^the 
same; and if any of the persons summoned dp not attend, the sherUT, or 
the person performing the duties of sheriff, shall forthwith summons as 
many as may be necessary to fill said inquest; and the persons so empan* 
nelled shall, on their oaths and afiinnationi value tl\e damages which th^ 
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•everal owners will sustain by the use or occopation of the land, mate^ 
rudsy or property required by said company, having due regard, if for lands 
occupied, to the benefit such owners may derive from the location and struc- 
ture of said road, and said inquest shall reduce their valuation to writing; and 
sach valuation, when paid, or tendered, or deposited in any bank to their 
credit, or their representatives, if either be known, shall entitle said com- 
pany to the lands and materials, and all estate and interest therein, as folly 
ms if it bad been conveyed by the owners of the same, as long as the same 
shall be wanted or used for purposes of said road; and every sheriff and 
freeholder so acting, shall receive one dollar per day for his serviceSy«to be 
paid by said company; either party may, within ten days after such val- 
uation is made, appeal from the same to the court of common pleas of the 
proper county, by giving notice thereof to the opposite party, or by filing in 
the clerk's office a copy of said valuation, with notice annexed thereto^ 
and said court may, for good cause shown, order a new valuation, and on 
iinal hearing, the court shall award costs according to equity. 

Sec. 13. The said corporation shall have power to locate and con- 
struct branch roads from the main route to any mill, quarry, ore bed, or 
other place: Provided^ Any such branch shall not exceed three miles in 
length. 

Sec. 14. The said company may construct the said railroad across or 
opon any public highway, street, road, stream of water, or water-course^ 
if^the same shall be deemed necessary; but the said company shall restore,, 
without unnecessary delay, such road, street^ highway, stream of water, 
or water-course to its former state, or in a sufficient manner not to impair 
its usefulness to the owner or the public; and if said corporation, after faav*- 
ing selected a route for said railway, find any obstacles to continuing said 
lo(»ition, either by difficulty of construction, or procuring right of way at 
a reasonable cost, or whenever a better and a cheaper route can be had, 
it shall have authority to change the route and vary the location; and 
whenever the said road shall pass through' the improved land of any indi- 
vidual, it shall be the duty of said company to provide proper wagon ways 
for said incKvidual from one part of his land to another. 

Sec. 15. That the directors shall have power to cause books to be 
opened, at such times and places, for the obtaining subscriptions for the 
remainder of the capital stock of said corporation, and may require pay- 
ment of the subscription to the capital stock at such times, and in such 
proportions, and on such occasions, as they may deem fit, under penalty 
of forfeiture of all previous payments, or otherwise: Provided^ They 
shall never require payment, other than the first, to be made out of the 
county in which the said road shall be principally located, nor without 
giving at least sixty days' notice previous to the appointed time of pay* 
ment in some newspaper of general circulation along the road; nor shall 
they have power to require any more than five dollars to be paid upon 
any share at any one time; all funds belonging to this corporation, shall 
be deposited with the treasurer, and paid out by him on the order of the 
president, agreeably to the by-laws of the company. 

Sec. 16. That said corporation shall be authorized to borrow, on the 
credit of said company, any amount of money not exceeding two-thirds of 
the capital stock, and to pledge the funds, toll, lands, works, and rents of 
company for the payment of such loans, and the interest thereon* 
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Sec. 1 7* That at the tegular annual meeting of the stockholden of 
said company, which shall b^ held at such time and place as the stockhbt- 
ders shall direct, it shall be the duty t>f the directors in office for the pre- 
vious year to exhibit a clear and distinct statement of the affairs of the 
company; and they shall annually or ^emi-annually declare and make mck 
dividend as they may deem proper, arising from the resources of the coo- 

Eany, deducting the necessary and cuirent contingent expenses and lit- 
ilities of the company, which dividend shall be apportioned among the 
stockholders according to their respective shares. 

Sec. 18. At all meetings of the stockholders, a majority of the stock 
represented in person or by proxy shall be necessary to form a quorom; spe- 
cial meetings of which may be called by the directors or the owners rf a 
majority of the stock, by giving general notice at least twenty dajsprs* 
vious to such meeting; at any meeting of the stockholders, a majority of 
the stock shall be competent to remove any president or director, and ip* 
point another in his stead; a majority of the directors shall be capable ef 
executing any of the trusts or powers belonging to the directors \>j the 
provisions of this act. 

Sec. 19. That the directors of said company shall have power to por^ 
chase, with the funds of the company, and place on said railroad, all mt* 
chines, vehicles, or carriages of any description, or any motive power what- 
soever, which they may deem necessary or proper for the purpose of 
transporting on said railroad, and shall have power to fix the rate of tolli 
and charges for transportation upon said road* or any part thereof; W 
said company shall not demand greater rate of tolls than at the rate of 
three cents per mile ior each ton for any goods, merchandise, or property 
of any description, and four cents per mile for each passenger; and all 
persons paying the above lolls, may, with suitable and proper cars, tiaw* 
port persons or property on said road, subject to the rules and reguladoos 
which the corporation are authorized to make by the ninth section of this 

Sec. 20. That any other railroad company now or hereafter to be 
chartered by law of this State, may join and connect said road with the 
road hereby contemplated; and full right and privilege is hereby reaeriw 
to the State, or citizens, or any company incorporated by authority of t» 
State, to cross the road hereby incorporated: Provided^Thnt in so coo- 
necting or crossing, no injury shall be done to works of the cmf^ 
hereby incorporated. 

Sec. 21. Thatif any person shall wilfully, or by gross negligp^^ 
struct, injure, or impair, or destroy said road, or any building, macbinCf ^^ 
hide, or other works of said corporation, or appurtenances thereto* tw 
person so offending shall be liable, for every such offence, to treble t» 
damages sustained thereby, with costs of suit, to be recovered by said coffl- 
pany by action of debt or tresspass in any court having competent jiH^ 
diction of the same, and shall also be subject to indictment in the court oi 
common pleas in the county wherein the offence was committed; »fld^ 
on conviction of said offence, shall be punished by fine and inipri*>nBM** 
at the discretion of the court. 

Sec. 22. That for and in consideration of the expenses the corop«!f« 
will be at in constructing said railroad, and keeping the same in ^P^ ' 
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tte said railroad,, with its fixtures and appart^oances, tilth all tolls, and 
rents, and profits arising therefrom, shall b^, and the same are hereby, 
vested in said corporation: Provided, Th^t the State shal^ have power, 
fst any time after the expiration of thirty4ive years from the passage of 
this act, to parchase and hold the said r6ad and fixtures for the use of the 
Stale, by paying to said corporatbn therefor the amount expended by 
tiiem in the original locating and constructing said road, and fifteen per 
cent, thereon in addition:' Provided, That the said fifteen per cent, to* 
gether with the annual profits, (after paying repairs of said road,) shall 
not be less than an average annual dividend of six per cent* 

Sec* 3S« Whenever the dividends of said company shall exceed six 
per cent, the Legislature of this State may impose such reasonable taxes 
on tbe amount of such dividends as may be received from other railroad 
companies* 

Sec* 94« That if said railroad shall not be commenced within two 
years from the passage of this act, and shall not be finished within ten 
years thereafter, then this act shall be null and void* 

Sec. 25. That this act is hereby declared to be a public act, and shall 
be favorably construed for the purposes thereof, in all courts of justice and 
elsewhere; all process against this corporation shall be by summons, by 
leaving an attested copy with one of the directors at least ten days previ- 
ees to the return thereof*

To inebtporat^ the "New Lisbon MaOttfactaring Oompanyk^^ 

Sec. 1 . Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the StaU of Ohio, That 
William D. Ewing, Jacob Harbaucb, David Small, W. W, McKaig, C. D. 
Coffin, IVilliam D. Lepper, juo., John McGook, John M» Clymond, and 
B. W« Snodgrass, together with those who may hereafter become stock- 
holders, their successors and assigns, be, and they are hereby created a 
body corporate and politic, with succession for thirty years, to be known 
and distinguished by the name and title of the ^^New Lisbon Manufactur- 
ing Company," for the purpose of manufacturing woollen and cotton fab* 
^'cs, end machinery, for forging and manufacturing iron, and for the man- 
factnring of flour; and by that name shall be, and are hereby made a body 
law to have, purchase, receive, possess, enjoy, and retain to them, and 
ivc successors, all such lands, tenements, and hereditaments as shall be re- 
ttte for their accommodation and convenience in the transaction of their 
aess, and such as may be, in eood faith, conveyed to them by. way of 
jrity, or in the satisfaction of debts, or purchase at sale, upon judgment 
tained for sudi debts; tbe same to grant, rent, sell, or dispose of; to sue 
* be sued, plead and be impleaded, answer and be ans\;iRsfed untg^ de- 
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iend and be defended in all courts having competent jurisdiction; and also 
to make, have, and use a common seal, and the same to break, alter, or 
amend at pleasure. 

Sec. 2. That the stockholders, or a major! tj of them, shall have powar 
to make such by-laws and rules for the regulation of the concerns of said 
corporation as they shall think necessary and expedient, and also respect- 
ins the management and disposition of the stock, property, and estate of 
said corporation, the duties of the officers, artificers, and agents to be by 
them employed, the election of directors, and all such as appertain to tbm 
interest of said corporation : Providedf That such by laws and rales be not 
inconsistent with the constitution and laws of the United States and of this 
State. 

Sec* 3. That the capital stock of said corporation shall not exceed one 
hundred thousand dollars, to be divided into shares of fifty dollars each; 
and the persons named in the first section of this act, or a majority of 
them, are hereby authorized and appointed commissioners to open books 
of subscription to the stock of said corporation at such time and place, and 
under sucn regulations, as they may deem proper; and the amount ftos 
subscribed, to be paid at such time, and in such proportion, and under sncli 
penalties, as the by-laws and rules of said corporation may prescribe; ad 
that each share shall be entitled to one vote: Provided^ That the funds of 
said corporation shall not be used for any other purpose than that of 
manufacturing woollen and cotton fabrics, and machinery, forging and 
manufacturing iron, and the manufacturing of flour. 

Sec. 4. That each and every stockholder, or his assigns, shalt be hdd 
liable, in his individual capacity, for the amount of his or her stock lob- 
scribed or owned; and should the liabilities of the corporation* ai any 
time, exceed the amount of capital stock subscribed, then, and in that 
case, the stockholders shall be liable in their individual capacity for sodi 
excess of debt, the effects of said corporation having been first exhausted* 

Sec. 6. That no transfer of stock shall be valid or efifectual until such 
transfer shall be entered or registered in the book or books to be kept by 
the corporation for that purpose; and further, that such transfer of stock 
shall be made subject to the debt or demands due to said corporation frooi 
the person transfering at the time of making such transfer. 

Sec. 6. That any future Legislature may have power to alter, amende 
or repeal this act when, in their opinion, the interest of the public reqoirea 
it: Pravidedj Such alteration, amendment, or repeal shall not affect ttie 
title to any estate acquired or conveyed under the provisions of thie act. 
or divert the same to any other purpose than originally intended.

To iaoorporate the town of Altoni in the conn^ of Franklin. 

Sec. 1. Beit enacted by the Oeneral 4»9emhly of the StaU cf Ohio^ That 
•0 much of the township of Prairie, in the county of Fr^D^flin) aa is — 
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tauicd within the limiti of the recorded plat of the town of Alton, to wit: 
beginning at a stake in the comer of West and Hickory Aliejs, at the 
southwest comer of said town plat; thence a northerly direction eleven 
poke twenty-one links to the northwest corner of said plat; thence an 
•oeterly direction thirty-three rods twelve links to the northeast comer of 
aaid plat; thence a southerly direction eleven poles thirty-three links to the 
soatneast corner of said plat; thence a westerly direction thirty*three 
poles to the place of beginning, be, and the same is hereby erectisd into 
aad constituted a town corporate, by the name of the town of Alton. 

Sec. ^ It shall be lawful for the white male inhabitants, who have re- 
aided in said town one year next previous to the election, having the 
qoaltfications of electors of members of the General Assembly, to meet at 
tiie aohool bouse in said town of Alton on the second Monday of April 
ziext^ and on the second Monday of April annually thereafter, and then 
anud there proceed, by a plurality of votes, to elect, by ballot, one mayor, 
one recorder^ and five tmstees, who shall be householders, and shall hold 
their respective offices one year, and until theirs uccessors are elected and 
qoalified; and they shall constitute the town council, and five of them 
mall be a board for the transaction of business, but a less number may ad- 
journ from time to time* 

See. 3. At the first election to be holden under this act, there shall be 
choeeu, viva voce^ by the electors present, two judges and one clerk of 
Mid election, who shall each take an oath or affirmation faithfully to dis- 
chaise the duties required of him or them under this act; and at all subse- 
4faomt elections, the trustees, or any two of them, shall be judges, and the 
recorder clerk of the elections; and at all elections to be holden under this 
aety the polls shall open between the hours of one and two o'clock, P* Ml, 
end dose At four o'clock of said day; and at the close of the polls, the 
TOtes shall be counted, and a true statement thereof proclaimed to the 
electors present by one of the judges, and the clerk shall make a true re- 
cord thereof; and within five days after such election, said clerk shall give 
notice to the persons elected of their election; and it shall be the duty of 
said town council, at least ten days- previous to holding any annual eiec- 
tion^ to give notice of the same by putting up written advertisements in at 
least three public places in said town. 

Sec. 4. It shall be the duty of the mayor to preside at all meetings of 
the town council; and it shall be the duty of the recorder to attend all 
soch meetings, and keep a fair and accurate record of their proceedings. 

Sec. 5. That the town council shall have power to fill all vacancies 
wbich may happen in said town council from the qualified electors of said 
town, whose appointment shall continue until the next annual election, 
and until their successors are elected and qualified; whenever it shall so 
happen that said mayor or recorder is not present at any meeting, the 
trustees shall have power to appoint one of their number to preside or per- 
Corm the duties of recorder^or ootb, as the case may be^pro tempare. 

Sec. 6. That the mayor, recorder, and trustees shall be a body corpo- 
rate and politic, with perpetual succession, to be known and distinguished 
by the name and title of the ^Town Council of the Town of Alton;" and 
sball be capable in law, in their corporate name, to acquire property, real 
and personal, for the use of said town, sell and convey the same; mav 
hsTO a common seal, which they may alter at pleasure; sue and be sued, 
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defend and be defended in any court having competent jariadictioa; and 
when any suit ahall be commenced against said corporation, the firgt pto- 
cess shall be by Eummons^ an attested copy of which shall be left with the 
recorder, but in case of his absence, such copy shall be left with the may* 
or or one of the trustees of said corporation. 

Sec. 7. That the jurisdiction of the officers of said corporation whaH 
not extend beyond the limits of said town; that the mayor shall be a con- 
servator of the peace throughout said town; and shall, within the same, 
have all the powers and jurisdiction of a justice of the peace in all mat* 
ters, either civil or criminal, arising under the laws of this State; aad the 
said mayor shall perform all the duties required of him by the by-laws and 
ordinances of said corporation; and appeals may be taken from the deci* 
mens of said mayor in all cases where appeals are authorized by law to be 
taken from the decisions of a justice of the peace, and in the same maonen 

Sec. 8. That the officers elected by virtue of this act shall each, be- 
fore entering upon the duties of his office, take an oath or affirmation to 
support the constitution of the United States and of the State of Ohio, and 
also faithfully to discharge the duties of his office. 

Sec. 9» That the town council shall have power to ordain and estab- 
lish by-laws, rules, and regulations for the government of said town, and the 
same to aker, repeal, or re-ordain at pleasure ; and to provide by said by-laws 
for the election of a treasurer, town marshal, and dl other subordinate of- 
ficers which may be thought necessary for the good government and wdl- 
bebg of said town; to prescribe their duties, and determine the period of 
their appointment fix the amount of fees they shall be entitled to receive 
for their services, and require of them to take an oath or affirmation fiulh- 
fuUy and Impartially to dischaif e the duties of then* respective offices^ 
and may require of them such security for the performance thereof as ahail 
be thought proper or expedient; said town council shall also have power 
to affix to the violation of the by-laws and ordinances of the corporation 
such reasonable fine or fines, penalty or penalties, as they may deem pro- 
per, and to provide for the disposition of the same; Pravidedj aboays^ Sodi 
by-laws and ordinances are consistent with the constitution and laws of 
this State and of the United States: And provided^ ako^ That no by-laws 
or ordinances shall have any effect until the same shall have been pnb- 
iished three weeks, by having the same posted up in three of the most 
public places in said town. 

Sec 10. That the town council shall, at the expiration of eaeh and 
every year, cause to be made out and published, in the manner prescribed 
in the preceding section, the receipts and expenditures of the preceding 
year. ^ 

Sec. 11. That the said town council shall have power to regulate the 
streets, lanes, and alleys, aad to lay out new streets, lanes, and alleys, to 
•detennine the width of sidewalks; they shall have power to remove all 
nuisances^and obstructions from the streets, side-walks, and commons of 
said town, or pronide for the removal of the same, and for the security of 
the health, property, and prosperity of the inhabitants of said town. 

Sec. 13. That the marshal shall be the principal ministerial officer of 
said town, and shall have the same powers as constables have by law, and 
(hisjurisdiction.in criminal cases, shall be coextensive with the coonty id 
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FiB&klm; and he shftH serve the process of the mayor, and receive the 
Moe fees for his services that constables are allowed in similar cases for 
like services* 

' Sec. 1 3. That the mayor shall receive the same fees that justices of 
the peace are entitled to in like cases; and the recorder such fees for his 
•Sffices as the by-laws and ordinances of said corporation shall prescribe. 

Sec. 14. That for the purpose of enabling the town council to carry 
ittto effect the provisions of this act, they are hereby authorized to levy & 
tax on all the real and personal property within the bounds ol said cor- 
jKffition as the same has been, or shall be, appraised on the grand levy o£ 
the State: Provided, That said tax shall not exceed, in any one year, more- 
than tkree^burths of one per centum of the aggregate amount of taxable 
yropeity within the limits of said town; and the said town council shall, 
between the first Monday in May and the first day of July in each year 
detaaine the amount to be assessed and collected the current year. 

Sec. 15. 'That it shall be the duty of the town council to make out a 
Aiplicate of taxes, charging each individual therein an amount of taxes itk 
proportion to the value of the property of such individual within said' 
toes; which duplicate shall be signed by the mayor and recorder, and 
delivered to the marshal, or to such other person as shall be appointed col- 
ketor; whose duty it shall be to collect the same within such time, and ia 
iieb manner, as the by-laws shall direct. 

Sec. 16. That the collector shall have power to sell real and personal 
titate fov the non-payment of taxes in the same way as the county treas- 
urers do, or may sell, under the laws of this State; and the collector may 
Bttke deeds on the sale of real estate, which shall have the same efiect ae 
dseds made by the county treasurer or auditor in similar cases. 
, See. 17. That said town shall be allowed the use of the common jail 
eftbe county of Franklin, for the confinement of any person liable to im- 
priionment under the ordinances of said town; and ail persons committed 
to said jail shall be under the charge of the sherifi* as in other cases. 

Sec. 18* That this act shall be construed and received in all courts of 
jsstice as a pnblic act, and copies thereof printed by and under'tbe autho* 
rity.of the General Assembly, and shall be received as evidence without 
fartiier proof.

Sec. :t. Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the Slate ofOhio^ That 
so much ofihe township of Vermillion, in the county of Huron, as is con- 
tained m the recorded plat of the town of Vermillion in the recorder's of- 
fice in said. county, and to extend the eastern line of said town to low wa- 
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ter-mark on the east shore of Vermillion riyer, from the south fine of 
plat to the lake shore, be, and the same is hereby created iato and 
etitated a town corporate, by the name of the ^Town of Vermiilion."

Blanchard's Fork of the Auglaize river, be, and the same is hereby* de- 
clared a piiUjc highway, from its junction with the Auglaize river, up 
said Blanchard's Fork to ttie toivn of Ottawa: Prmded^ That in navigatiiig 
said stream, no datiMige shall be done to mills or mill dams now erected 
thereon, if any, or such ^m may hereafter be erected on said stream; and 
all persons navigating sdd stream, shall be held accountable for any dam- 
age they may do to such works. 

Sec. 3. That each and every person or persons owning or construct- 
ing any mill dam or dams across said stream, shall, within two yeanfiroin 
the passage of this act, construct in their dam or dams, as aforesaid, a good 
and sufficient slope, in manner and form to wit: The slopes riiall be pla- 
ced in a convenient pait of said dam or dams, for the navigation tbeiMf; 
and the said slopes shall be at least twenty feet wide in the clear, and the 
entrance thereof at the top shall be at least two feet lower than the breast 
of said dam or dams in which such slope is built, and the descent of nid 
slopes shall not exceed one inch to the foot, with good and sufficient gnards 
on each side of said slope, and at least three feet high, and so constructed 
as to prevent the water from running off at the sides of said slopes, and 
also to keep the same in good repair when so constructed. 

Sec. S. That if any person or persons shall put, or cause to be pot, any 
tree, log, or lumber of any kind, in said Blanchard's Fork, widiin the 
bounds described in the first section of this act, with intent to obstruct the 
navigation of the same, every person or persons so offending, shall (atfeit 
and pay for every such offence, any sum not exceeding five dollars, to be 
recovered by action of debt, before any justice of the peace having Joiis- 
diction of the same, in the name of the State of Ohio» upon the applica- 
tion of any eleotor of the township where the offence was committed; and 
when collected, shall be- paid into the township treasury, and applied by 
the trustees of said township, in removing obstructions in said stream.

Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of Okioj That 
the commissioners of Ross, Pike, Jackson, Logan, Scioto, Adams and Gal- 
lia counties, be, and they are hereby authorized to subscribe, on behalf of 
their respective counties, to the capital stock of such turnpike road compa- 
nies, and in such proportions, as the commissioners of their respective 
counties may deem expedient. 

Sec. 2. That, for the purpose of carrying into effect the provisions of the 
preceding section, the said commissioners, for their respective counties* 
shall have power, and they are hereby authorized to borrow on the cre- 
dit of their respective countieS} any sum of money not exceeding the fol-

county of Ross, a sum not exceeding fifty thousand dollars; for the county 
of Pike, a sum not exceeding twenty thousand doiiars; for the covunty of 
Jackson, a sum not exceeding twenty thousand dollars; for the county of 
Scioto, a sum not exceeding thirty thousand dollars; for the county of 
Adams, a sum not exceeding thirty thousand dollars; for the county of 
Gallia,a sum not exceeding the sum of thirty thousand dollars; and for the 
coanty of Logan, a sum not exceeding thirty thousand dollars. 

Sec. 3* That the town council of Ripley, Brown county, be, and they 
are hereby authorized to borrow, on behalf of said town, a sum not exceed-^

corporation and body politic, by the name and style of the ^Mechania' 
Saving Institution of Columbus,^' andby that name shallhavesuccessioofor 
thirty years, and be capable by law, to hold and dispose of property, to ns 
and be sued, plead and be impleaded, answer and defend, and be answered 
and defended in courts of law and equity, or in any other place whaterer; 
and to receive and make all deeds, transfers, contracts, covenant^ cod« 
veyances and grants whatsoever, and to make, have, and use a common 
seal, and the same to change and renew at pleasure; and generally to do 
every other act or thing necessary to carry into effect the provisioos of 
this act, and to promote the object and design of said corporation.

That the town council shall have power to appoint a supervi- 
sor of streets and highways, who shall have power to require all persons 
residing within said town liable to do work on the roads as required by 
the laws of this State, to do two days work each on the streets and highways 
Within said town, which shall be in lieu of the two days labor required by 
the general law: Provided, Said supervisor of said town shall be governed 
ia all respects by the general laws regulating the duties of supervisors of 
highways, and that each and every person who shall neglect or refuse to 
perform the two days labor required by this act, after having been duly 
oolified by the supervisor of said town, in the same manner that supervi- 
sors are authorized to notify under the general law, shall forfeit and pay 
the sum of one dollar for each day he shall so neglect or refuse, to be re- 
covered in the name of said supervisor for the use of said town, before any 
court of competent jurisdiction.

Sec« !• Be it enacted ly the General AssenAly of the Stale of Ohioj Th^i 
so much of the township of Violet, in the county of Fairfield, as is com- 
, prised in the original plat of the town of Winchester in said county, be, 
and the same is hereby created a town corporate, by the name of the 
^Town of Winchester;" and by the name aforesaid may sue and be sued, 
plead and be impleaded, answer and be answered in any court in this State, 
or elsewhere; may have a common seal, which they may alter or break 
at pleasure* 

Sec. 2. That for the government of said town, there shall be elected a 
mayor, a recorder, aad five trustees, who shall be a body corporate and 
politic, with perpetual succession, to be known by the name of the town 
cooncil of Winchester; a majority of whom, including the mayor or re- 
corder, shall in all cases constitute a quorum; and they, and their succes- 
sors in office, may use a common seal, and the same to alter or change 
at pleasure; may acquire any estate, real or personal, and manage and 
dispose of the same in such manner as a majority of them shall deem ex- 
pedient; they shall also be capable of suing and being sued, pleading and 
being impleaded, answering and being answered in any suit or action, or 
in any court of law or equity in this State; and when any suit shall be 
commenced against said corporation, the first process shall be a summons, 
a certified, copy of which shall be left with the recorder, and, in his ab- 
sence, with the mayor, at least ten days previous to the return day thereof* 
Sec. 3. That the qulaified electors for members of the General Assem- 
bly, who shall have been residents of said town thirty days previous to the 
day of election, shall meet at Taylor's Inn in said town on the first Mon- 
day of May, eighteen hundred and thirty-eight, and on the first Monday 
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of March annually, thereafter, at such phte as the town council may di- 
rect, between the hours of ten o^clock, A. M., and four o'clock, P. M., 
and then and there proceed to elect, by ballot, from the qualified electoi% 
the mayor, recorder, trustees, and marshal, who shall hold their offices 
until their successors are duly elected and qualified* 

Sec. 4. That at the first election to be bolden under this act, two juign 
and a clerk shall be chosen, viva voce^ by the electors present; and at all 
subsequent elections, the town council, or any two of them, shall be 
judges, and the recorder clerk of the elections; the result of the electioiis 
to be publicly declared, and a record thereof made by the clerk, who 
shall also notify the persons elected within five days thereafter; and the 
persons so elected, before entering upon the duties of their respective offi- 
ces, shall take the proper oath or affirmation of office, and to support the 
constitution of the United States and of this State. 

Sec. 5. That the town council shall make all such by-laws, not incon- 
sistent with the constitution and laws of the United States and this State, 
as they may deem necessary for the interest and good government of said 
town, and the same to alter, change, or repeal at pleasure; audit and set- 
tle the accounts of the town, and draw and appropriate the money that 
may at any time be in the treasury; and may adopt measures proper 
to secure the town against injuries by fire, and, for this purpose, may or- 
ganize one or more fire companies, and establish rules for the same; may 
open streets or alleys, or alter those already opened, under the liability to \ 
pay a fair compensation to the person or persons, if any there be, aggrieved 
thereby; may fill all vacancies occurring in any of the offices herein ' 
named; and may appoint a treasurer, and such other officers as they may 
find necessary; to prescribe their duties and fees, and take security Jor the, 
faithful performance of their respective duties: and do alt things which cor- 
porations of a similar nature can do to secure the peace, health, and good 
order of said town. 

Sec. 6. That the town council shall have power to levy and coltect t 
tax annually, for town and corporation purposes, not exceeding eight mills 
on the dollar, on all property in said town subject to taxation for State sjotd 
county purposes, as the same may be found valued on the books of the audi- 
tor of the county of Fairfield for the current year; and they shall have pow- 
er, also, when it is deemed necessary for the opening or repairing any street 
in said town, to levy and collect a tax, not exceeding five mills on the dol- 
lar, on the value of any lot, or any part thereof, with improvements there> 
on, on said street, not otherwise subject to taxation; the value of the same 
to be assessed by the marshal, who shall make return of the valuation so 
made to the recorder, on or before the first Monday of June of the year in 
which said levy shall be made; and the town council shall meet on the 
second Tuesday of June, annually, and determine all complaints that may 
be made respecting said valuation, and equalize the same as nearly as 
possible; and, at the same meeting, they shall fix upon and determine the 
amount of taxes to be raised for the current year. 

That it shall be the duty of the recorder of said corporatioB 
to make duplicates of taxes assessed agreeably to this act, which duplicate

State and county tax is required to collect State and county taxes; and

AN ACT 



To establish a free turnpike road from the south boundary of Champaigfn countv to 
Upper Sandusky, in Crawford county, and to establish a free tui'opike road from 
Jefferson, in Madison county, to Troy, in Miami county. 

Sec. 1 • Beit enacted by the General Assembly of the Slate of Ohio^ That 
>o much of the State road leading from Springfield, in Clark county, to 
Upper Sandusky, in Crawford county, as lies north of the south boundary 
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of Champaign county, is hereby declared a free turnpike road, which shall 
be constructed, repaired, and preserved in the manner pointed out in this 

act. , 

Sec. 2. There shall be appointed, by joint resolution of the General 
Assembly, five trustees, who shall have charge of said road, and shall have 
power to review the location thereof, and to fix the same on the best 
ground for easy grade and solid road-bed, adhering, as near as may be con- 
sidered expedient, to the original route surveyed by the commissioners for 
laying out the road from Xenia to Upper Sandusky. 

Sec. 3. The said trustees shall have power to fill all vacancies which 
may occur in their own body by death, resignation, or any other cause; to 
appoint a superintendent and such other agents as they may deem neces- 
sary to carry into effect the provisions of this act; they shall keep a re- 
cord of all tiieir proceedings; and a majority shall be competent to exer- 
cise any of the powers herein granted. 

Sec. 4. The said trustees shall meet in the town of Urbana on &e 
first Monday in May next, or within one month thereafter, and organize 
themselves by choosing one of their number to be president of said board; 
and they shall then, or at any subsequent meeting, and from time to time, 
take measures to review, locate, and establish said road, and of all such lo- 
cations they shall cause true copies to be filed in the Auditor's Office of 
the proper county. 

Sec. 5. The said trustees shall have power to receive subscriptions 
and donations in money or property, real or personal, which shall be ap- 
plied to the construction and repair of said road; they may make con- 
tracts for constructing and repairing the same in a solid and durable man- 
ner, and at such places as will render the road most available to the pub- 
lic for travel and transportation; they also shall have power to purchase 
and procure all necessary implements and fixtures to preserve said rosd 
in repair. 

Sec. 6. The taxes levied for road purposes on all property within one 
mile of the road on each side thereof, shall be applied to the construction 
and repair of the same; and all persons owing such taxes, who wish to dis^ 
charge the same in labor, shall apply such labor under the direction of said 
trustees, or an agent by them appointed for that purpose. 

Sec. 7. So much of the taxes appropriated by this act as shall be paid 
into the county treasury, shall be computed by the respective county au- 
ditors as accurately as may be, and paid over to the said trustees, or their 
authorized agent; and in addition thereto, shall also be appropriated to 
said road, and in like manner paid, one-third of all the money collected for 
road purposes in each township through which any part of said road may li^ 

Sec. 8. It shall be the duty of the county auditors of the respective 
counties through which said road lies, in computmg the portion of road 
taxes which may have accrued within the aforesaid limits on each side 
of said road, to embrace every tract of land of which any part shall be 
within said limits; and for all duties performed by them under this act, thej 
shall be paid the same fees as are allowed by law for similar services jn 
other cases. 

Sec. 9. The trustees shall have power to receive donations of land to 
aid in the construction and repair of said road, and to convey the samfi »» 
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fee simple ; they may take releases for the right of way; and they shall ex- ^ 
pencTthe money in their hands only on such parts of the road, the location 
of which shall have been permanently fixed on suitable ground* 

Sec. 10. The said trustees shall be a corporation, by the name of the 
"Trustees of the Springfield and Sandusky Road," for the purpose of car- 
lying into effect the provisions of this act; and it shall be their duty to 
prosecute for all obstructions to said road, or for injuries done to the same, 
or to the bridges thereon; and the fines and damages collected on such 
prosecutions shall be for the benefit of said road, and be paid to the trustees. 
Sec. 11. The bridge across the Scioto river, now under the care of 
Ponteus Wheeler and Lanson Curtis, shall be under the care of the said 
trastees, and the money appropriated for building the same, which may 
remain unexpended after the same is completed, shall be paid to said trus- 
tees for the use of said road. 

Sec. 12, The said trustees shall, annually, in the month of December, 
make a full settlement of all their receipts and expenditures under this act, 
and publish an account thereof in some newspaper in general circulation 
on the line of said road, and alsodeposite a copy of such settlement in the 
auditor's office of each county through which tue road may pass. 

Sec. 1 3. The State road leading from Jefferson, in Madison county, by 
Urbana, in Champaign county, to Troy, in Miami county, is hereby de- 
clared a free turnpike road, which shall be under the care and manage- 
ment of three trustees, who shall be appointed by joint resolution of the 
General Assembly. 

Sec. 14. The trustees shall be a corporation, under the name of the 
^Trustees of the Jefferson, Urbana, and Troy Road," and shall have the 
same powers, and perform the same duties, in regard to the last named road 
as are given and defined in the preceding sections of this act; and in the lo- 
cation of their road, they shall leave the national road at some convenient 
point west of Jefiferson^ and proceed on the old surveyed and traveled route 
asnear as may be expedient, under the directions givenin the second section. 

Sec. 1 5. The taxes levied for road purposes on all property within 
one mile of the road on each side thereof, except one mile on each side 
of the road from Springfield to Upper Sandusky, shall be applied to the 
construction and repair of the same; and all persons owing such taxes, 
who wish to discharge the same in labor, shall apply such labor under the 
direction of said trustees, or an agent by them appointed for that purpose. 

Sec. 16. So much of the taxes appropriated by this act as shall be paid 
into the county treasury, shall be computed by the respective county au- 
ditors as accurately as may be, and paid over to the said trustees, or their 
authorized agent; and in addition thereto, shall also be appropriated to 
said road, and in like manner paid, one-half of all the money collected for 
road purposes in each township through which any part of said road may lie. 

Sec. 17. It shall be the duty of the county auditors of the respective 
counties through which said road lies, in computing the portion of road 
taxes which may have accrued within the aforesaid limits on each side of 
said road, to embrace every tract of land of which any part shall be with- 
in said limits; and for all duties performed by them under this act, they 
shall be paid the same fees as are allowed by law for similar services in 
other cases. 
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Sec. 1 8. The trustees shall have power to subscribe the aoaaai taxes 
above appropriated to the capital stock of the Urbana, Troy, and Green- 
ville Road, so far as the same may be laid out between Urbana and Troy. 
Sec. 19. The trustees appointed under this act shall be allowed their 
reasonable personal expenses, when engaged on business of their respec* 
live roads.

To incorporate the town of Clifton, in the counties of Clark and Greene. 

Sec. 1 . Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of Ohio^ That 
the town of Clifton, and the suburbs thereof, situated in the countiee of 
Clark and Greene, is hereby made a town corporate, under the name of 
the town of Clifton, and its limits shall be as follows: beginning at the 
centre of the Little Miami river, where the mill dam crosses said river east 
of, and near, said town; thence running north one hundred and twelve 
poles to a stake on lands of Benjamin Whiteman; thence west to the west- 
erly line of fraction number twenty-three, in township five, of range eight, 
between the Miami rivers; thence with said section line south to the cor> 
ner thereof at the centre of said river; thence with said river easterly to 
the beginning. 

Sec. 2. For the good government of said town, it shall be lawful for 
the inhabitants who have resided therein for the space of six months next 
preceding any election to be held under this act, having qualifications 
of electors of members of the General Assembly, to meet at the usual 
place of holding elections in said town on the first Saturday of June next, 
and on the first Saturday of April annually thereafter, and then and there 
proceed, by plurality of votes, to elect by ballot one mayor, one record- 
er, and five trustees; who shall reside within the limits of said corpora- 
tion, and shall hold their respective offices for one year, and until their 
successors are chosen and qualified; and such mayor, recorder, and trus- 
tees, being so elected and qualified, shall constitute the town council of 
said town, any five of whom shall constitute a quorum for the transaction 
of business pertaining to their duties. 

See. 3. At the first election to be holden under this act, there shall be 
chosen, vvoa voce, by the electors present, two judges, and a clerk of said 
election, who shall take an oath or affirmation faithfully to discharge the 
duties requited of them by this act; and at all subsequent elections, the 
trustees, or any two of them, shall be judges, and the recorder, or, in his 
absence, some person to be appointed by the judges, shall be clerk; the 
polls shall be opened between the hours of ten and eleven o'clock in the 
forenoon, and close at four in the afternoon of said day; and at the cloee 
of the polls, the votes shall be counted, and a true statement thereof pro- 
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dainied to the voters present by one of the judges; and the clerk shall 
make a true record thereof, and within five days thereafter he shall give 
notice to the persons so elected of their election; and it shall be the duty 
of said town council, at least ten days before each and every election, to 
give notice of the same by setting up advertisements at three of the most 
public places in said town. 

Sec. 4. The mayor, and in case of his absence, the recorder, shall 
preside at all meetings of the town council; and the recorder shall attend 
all meetings of the town council, and make a fair and accurate record of 
all their proceedings, laws, rules, and ordinances made or passed by the 
common council amresaid; and the same shall at all times be open for the 
inspection of the electors of said town. 

Sec. 5. The town council shall have power to fill all vacancies which 
may happen in said board from the householders who are qualified electors 
of said town, who shall hold their appointment until the next annual elec- 
tioo, and until their successors are elected and qualified; and in the ab- 
seace of the mayor and recorder from any meeting of the town council, 
the trustees shall have power to appoint any two of their number to per- 
form the duties of mayor and recorder for the time being. 

Sec. 6* The mayor, recorder, and trustees of said town shall be a body 
corporate and politic, with perpetual succession, to be known and distin- 
guished by the name and style of the '^Town of Clifton;" and shall be ca- 
pable in law, by their corporate name, to acquire property, reaK personal, 
and mixed, for the use of said town; and may sell and convey the same at 
pleasure; *they may have a common seal, which they may break, alter, or 
renew at pleasure; they may sue and be sued, plead and be impleaded, 
defend and be defended in all manner of actions, and in all courts of law 
or equity; and when any suit shall be commenced against said corpora- 
tion, the first process shall be served by an attested copy thereof left with 
the recorder, or at his usual place of residence, at least five days previous 
to the return day of such process. 

Sec. 7. Each member of said town council, before entering upon the 
duties of his office, shall take an oath to support the constitution of the 
United States and the constitution of this State, and also an oath of office. 

Sec. 8. The said town council shall have power to ordain and estab- 
lish by-laws, rules, and regulations for the government of said town, and 
the same to alter, repeal, or amend at pleasure; to provide in such by- 
laws for the appointment or election of a treasurer, town marshal, and all 
the subordinate officers which they may think necessary for the good gov- 
ernment and well-being of said town; to prescribe their duties, and deter- * 
mine the period of their appointment, and the fees they shall be entitled to 
receive for their services, and to require of them to take an oath of office 
previous to their entering upon the duties of their respective offices; and 
■nay further require of them a bond, with security, conditioned for the 
faithful performance of their respective offices as an officer of said corpo- 
ration; the town council shall also have power to fix to the violation of 
the by-laws and ordinances of the corporation, such reasonable fines and 
penalties as they may deem proper to enforce obedience to the same, and 
to provide for the disposition and apropriation of said fines and penalties: 

L. L. — 49. 
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Provided^ That such by-laws and ordinances be not inconsistent vith the 
constitution and laws of the United States and of this State: And frih 
vided^ also^ That no by-law or ordinance of said corporation shall take ef- 
fect, or be in force, until the same shall have been posted up at least ten 
days in one of the most public places within said town, unless it be a case 
of emergency, in which case they shall be in force from and after the pas- 
sage thereof. 

Sec. 9. The town council shall, at the expiration of each and eyery 
year, cause to be made out and posted up as aforesaid the receipts and 
expenditures of the preceding year. 

Sec. 10. The town council shall have power to regulate and improve 
the streets and alleys, and determine the width of the side-walks id said 
town; they shall have power to remove all nuisances and obstnictioDS 
from the streets and commons of said town; and to do all things which »- 
milar corporations have power to do in order to provide for and secure 
cleanliness and good order in said town. 

Sec. 11. For the purpose of more effectually enabling the town coun- 
cil to carry into effect the provisions of this act, they are hereby author- 
ized and empowered to levy a tax on all the real estate and personal pro- 
perty subject to taxation within the bounds of said corporation for State 
and county purposes, and on all domestic animals owned and kept within 
said corporation; and for that purpose, they may appoint, annually, an 
assessor, to list all taxable property, and appraise the same: Pracidd, 
That said tax shall not exceed, in any one year, one-half of one per centum 
on the aggregate amount of all such taxable property within the limits of 
said corporation; and the town council shall, between the first Monday in 
May and the first Monday in July, determine the amount of tax to be as* 
sessed and collected for the current year. 

Sec. 12. It shall be the duty of the recorder of said corporation to 
make out duplicates of taxes, charging each individual within said corpo- 
ration with an amount of tax in proportion to the aggregate value of tax- 
able property belonging to said individual within the limits of said corpo- 
ration, as the same shall be appraised and returned by the town assessor, 
with such corrections as the council may make therein; and the daplicate, 
when made out, shall be certified by the mayor and recorder; and one of 
said duplicates shall be delivered to the marshal, or such other person as 
shall be appointed collector, whose duty it shall be to collect said tax, in 
the same manner, and under the same regulations, as the collectors of 
State and county tax are required by law to .collect State and county 
taxes; and the said marshal, or collector so appointed, shall, immediately 
after collecting said tax, pay the same over to the treasurer of said corpo* 
ration, and take his receipt therefor; and the said marshal or other collector 
shall have the same power to sell both real and personal property as is given 
by law to the county treasurer; and, when necessary, the recorder shall 
have power to make deeds for real estate sold, in the same manner thai 
county auditors are by law empowered to do for lands sold by the county 
treasurer; and the marshal or other collector shall receive for his feessudi 
sum as the town council may direct, not exceeding six per centum on all 
moneys so by him collected, to be paid by the treasurer on the order of 
the recorder. 
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See. 13. For the purpose of more efiectualiy preserving the peace and 
good order of said corporation, it shall not be lawful for the town council to 

i|raDt a license to any person to keep a coffee house, or to retail spirituous 
iquors, or to keep a house of entertainment; and the said town council is 
hereby authorized and empowered to pass such by-laws, as to them may 
seem necessary, for the punishment of such as may, without authority, en- 
gage in keeping such house or in retailing spirituous liquors, and to im- 
pose such fines as to them may seem necessary; and it shall be the duty 
of the mayor, upon information of the violation of such by-laws, to inquire 
into the same, and to issue his warrant to bring the offenders before him 
for hearing: Provided^ That nothing herein contained shall be construed 
to give the said corporation any authority or jurisdiction over taverns li- 
censed by the court of common pleas of the proper county: Provided^ 
mmaver^ That the mayor and common council shall have exclusive power- 
to license or prohibit shows or exhibitions, and may regulate the same as 
they shall deem proper; and they shall also have power to establish and 
regulate markets in said town* 

Sec* 14. That the said town council shall have full power to appropri- 
ate any money remaining in the corporation treasury to the improvement 
of the streets, alleys, and side-walks of said town, when they may deem it 
necessary so to do; and to make all other improvements of a public na- 
ture, which may conduce to the convenience and prosperity of the inhabi- 
tants of said town. 

Sec. 15. That the mayor of said corporation shall be conservator of 
the peace throughout said town, and shall have, within the same, all the 
powers and jurisdiction of a justice of the peace in all niatters, civil and 
criminal, arising under the laws of this State, to all intents and purposes 
iirhatever; and the said mayor shall perform all the duties required of him 
hj the by-laws and ordinances of said corporation; and appeals may be 
taken from the decisions of said mayor, to the court of common pleas of 
Clark county, in all cases where appeals are allowed from the decisions 
of justices of the peace, and in the same manner. 

Sec. 16. That the marshal shall be the principal ministerial oiQcer of 
said town, and shall have the same power as constables have by law; and 
he shall execute the process of the mayor, and receive the same fees for 
his services that constables are allowed in similar cases for like services. 

Sec. 17. That the mayor shall receive the same fees that justices of the 

!>eace are, or may be, entitled to in like cases; and the recorder such fees 
or his services as the by-laws and ordinances of such corporation shall 
prescribe. 

Sec. 18. That if no election shall be held by the electors of said town 
on the first Saturday of June next, it shall be lawful for any ten household- 
ers of said town, at any time thereafter, to call a meeting of the electors, 
^J jjiving eight days' notice in three of the most public places therein, 
>»hich notice shall state the time, place, and object of the meeting, and 
>hall be signed by the said householders; and if a majority of the electors 
of said town shall attend at the time and place mentioned in said notice, it 
Aall be lawful for them to proceed to the election of officers in the same 
nianner as though the meeting had takcn*place on the first Saturday of 
'lune; and the officers so elected, shall hold their offices till the first Satur-

day of April following, and until their successors are duly elected aod 
qualified. 

Sec. 19. That said corporation shall be allowed the use of the jail of 
Clark county, for the imprisonment of such persons as may be liable toin)- 
prisonment under the laws and ordinances of said corporation; and tU 
persons so imprisoned shall be under the charge of the jailor of Clark 
county as in other cases. 

Sec. 20. In the distribution of the laws of this State, the corporation 
hereby created shall be entitled to one copy of the general, and one copy 
of the local laws annually.

To incorporate the town of Findlay, in Hancock county. 

Sec. 1. Be it enacted by the General AsseiMy of the State of Ohio, That 
BO much of the township of Findlay, in the county of Hancock, as herein 
described, to wit: the southeast part of the southeast quarter of fractioDal 
section number thirteen, in township number one, (north,) of range num- 
ber ten; also, the southwest part ol the southwest quarter of section num- 
ber eighteen, in township number one, (north,) of range number eleven, so 
far east as the bank of Eagle creek; also, the east half of the northeast quar- 
ter of section number twenty-four, in township number one, (north,) of 
range number ten; and, also, what territory of the northwest quarter of 
section number nineteen, in township number one, (north,) iu range number 
ten, as is situated southwest of Carlin's mill race, be, and the same is hereby 
created a town corporate, and shall hereafter be known by the name of 
the town of Findlay. 

Sec. 2. That the male inhabitants of said town of Findlay, having the 
qualifications of electors of members of the General Assembly, may meet 
on the first Saturday of April next at the court house of said county of 
Hancock, and on the second Tuesday of April annually thereafter, at such 
place as the town council shall designate for that purpose, and elect, bj 
ballot, one mayor, one recorder, and five councillors, who shall be house- 
holders residing within the limits of said corporation, who shall hold their 
oflices for the term of one year, and until their successors are elected and 
qualified; and the said mayor, recorder, and councillors shall constitute the 
town council, any four of whom, including the mayor or recorder, shall 
constitute a quorum to transact business. 

Sec. 3. That at the said election to be first holden under the provisions of 
this act, the electors present shall choose, viva voce^ three judges and a 
clerk, who shall take an oath faithfully to discharge the duties required of 
^em by this act; and at all subsequent elections, the councillors, or any 
two of them,* shall be judges, and the recorder clerk; and at all elcctiow

held under the provisions of this act, the polls shall be opened between 
the hours of ten and eleven A. M., and closed at four o'cjock, P. M.; and 
at the close of the polls, the votes shall be publicly, counted by the coun- 
cillors present, and a true statement thereof, by one of them, publicly pro- 
claimed; and the clerk shall 'make a record thereof, and deliver to each 
person elected a written notice of his election; and the person so notified 
shall, within five days thereafter, take the proper oath of office, a certifi- 
cate of which shall be filed with the recorder, and be by him preserved. 

Sec. 4. That the mayor, recorder, and councillors shall be a body 
politic and corporate, with perpetual succession, by the name of the ^Town 
Council of Findlay;"and shall be capable of holding estates and property, 
real, personal, and mixed, which they m<iy sell and dispose of in such man- 
ner as they, or a majority of them, may deem proper; and they may have 
and use a common seal, and alter the same at pleasure; may sue and be 
sued, plead and be impleaded, answer and be answered unto in any court 
of law or equity in this State or elsewhere; and when any action shall be 
conunenced against said corporation, it shall be by summons, an attested 
copy whereof shill be left with the recorder, or in case of his absence, at 
the usual place of his residence, at least ten days before the return thereof. 

Sec. 5. That the mayor, recorder, and a majority of the councillors 
shall haVe the power to make such by-laws, ordinances, and regulations for 
the health, convenience, and improvement of said town as they may deem 
advisable: Provided^ They be consistent with the constitution and laws 
of this State and of the United States; and they shall have power to fill 
all vacancies in their number occasioned by death, removal, or otherwise; 
to appoint a treasurer, town marshal, and such other subordinate officers 
^they may deem necessary to secure the due administration of such by- 
laws, ordinances, and regulations as may, from time to time, be ordained 
^i established; and at their pleasure to remove such subordinate officers; 
to fix and establish the fees of officers not established by this act; and to 
impose a fine, not exceeding two dollars, upon any person who, after be- 
ing duly elected, shall refuse to serve in any office in said corporation: 
ffotided^ That no person shall be compelled to serve in the same office 
for two years successively. 

Sec. 6. That the mayor shall be conservator of the peace within the 
limits of the corporation, and shall have therein alt the powers and juris- 
diction of a justice of the peace in all civil and criminal cases, answering 
under the laws of this State, and the by-laws and ordinances of said cor- 
poration; and appeals may be taken from the decisions of said mayor in 
^1 cases where appeals are allowed from the decisions of justices of the 
peace, and the same shall be taken and perfected in the same manner as 
appeals are by law taken and perfected from the decisions of justices of 
the peace; and all process issued by the mayor shall be directed to, and 
served and returned by the marshal of said town; and the mayor shall be 
allowed and receive the same fees that justices of the peace are, or may 
^i entitled to for similar services. 

Sec. 7. It shall be the duty of the recorder to keep a true record of all 
4e official proceedings of said town council, which record shall, at all rea- 
sonable times, be open to the inspection of the electors of said town; and 
^ the absence of the mayor, the recorder shall preside at all meetings of 
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the town council, and perform such other duties as may, from time to time, 
be required of him by the by-laws and ordinances of said corporation. 

Sec, 8. The lown^council shall have power to levy a tax, annually, (or 
corporate purposes, on all property within the limits of said corporation 
made subject to taxation by the laws of this State: Provided, Said taxshaU 
not exceed, in any one year, the sum of four mills on the dollar of the 
value of said property, as the same is, or may be, entered and valued on 
the books of the auditor of said county for taxation for county parpofei 
and State purposes; and the recorder shall make a duplicate of such taxa- 
ble property, and charge thereon each .individual or owner of propertj 
within the limits of said corporation with his amount of tax in proportion 
to his property, as assessed on the grand levy of taxation, which duplicate 
shall be certified by the mayor and recorder, and delivered to the marAal, 
who shall, within ten days after receiving the same, call at the residence 
of every person charged therein with tax (if residing within the limits of 
said corporation) and demand the payment of said tax; and if the saine 
shall not be paid within seventy days from receipt of duplicate bj said 
marshal, he shall proceed to collect the same in the^same manner as coQih 
ty treasurers are authorized by law to collect county and State taiei, 
where the same remains unpaid after the first day of December next, after 
the same becomes due; and when collected, forthwith to pay over the 
same to the treasurer of said corporation; and the said marshal may 
charge and collect the same fees on taxes so collected as aforesaid, as coanty 
treasurers are by law allowed for similar services for collcctiog county 
and State taxes; and all taxes duly assessed by said corporation shallbe 
and remain a lien upon such real estate until paid. 

Sec. 9. The mayor, or a majority of the town councillors, may call a 
meeting of the town council whenever they deem it necessary. 

Sec. 10. The marshal shall be the principal ministerial officer of said 
corporation, and shall have the same power that constables have by law; 
he shall execute the process of the mayor, and receive the same fees for 
bis services that constables are allowed in similar cases. 

Sec. 11. The town council may appropriate any money in thetrea^ 
ury for the purpose of carrying into effect the provisions of this act; snd 
may have the use of the jail of said county for the imprisonment of such 

1>ersons as may become liable to imprisonment for any violation of the by- 
aws or ordinances of said corporation; and all persons so imprisoned shall 
be under the care of the sheriff of said county as in other cases. 

Sec. 12. Three weeks before each annual election, the town council 
shall post up in at least two public places within the limits of said corpo- 
ration, an accurate account of all the moneys received and expended by 
said corporation since the last annual election, with the sources from v^hicv 
the same was derived, and the objects on which the same was expended. 

Sec. 1 3. The mayor, treasurer, and marshal sjiall give bond, with sooj 
security, and in such sum^ as the town council shall require, conditioned 
for the faithful discharge of their respective duties. 

Sec. 14. That all road tax, charged in the county duplicate on p^ 
perty within the limits of said corporation, shall be worked out wi«"" 
said town as the said authorities may, by resolution, point out; andalltai^ 
chaiged for road purposes as aforesaid on property within the limits o 
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ud town, and collected by the county treasurer, shall be paid into the 
inds of the to«^n treasurer, to be especially appropriated by the mayor 
id common council to road purposes in said town.

Sec. 3* That at the first election under this act, they shall choose, viva 
t^ two judges and a clerk, who shall each take an oath or affirmation, faith- 
hlly to discharge the duties assigned them, and at all elections thereafter, 
the trustees, or any two of them, shall be judges, and the recorder, clerk; 
«Qd at all such elections, the polls shall be open between the hours often 
uid eleven A* M*, and close at three o'clock P. M* of said day, and at the 
ck)6e of the polls, the votes shall be counted and proclaimed, and the clerk 
*hall deliver to each person elected, or leave at his usual place of abode, 
within three days thereafter, a written notice of his election, and the per-

United States and of this State; and they shall have power to fill all Tacaih

The mayor shall be a conservator of the peace within tii« 
limits of said corporation, and shall have the jurisdiction of a justice of the 
peace therein, in criminal and civil cases, and shall receive the same fees 
as justices of the peace are entitled to for similar services; hesteilgive 
bond and security, as is required of justices of the peace, and an appeal 
may be taken from the decision of the mayor to the court of common 
pleas, in the same manner as appeals are taken from the decisions of justi- 
ces of the peace.

The town council shall have power to levy a tax, annuallfi 
for corporation purposes, on the property within the limits of said town, 
returned on the grand levy, made subject to taxation by the laws of tia 
State: Provided^ That said tax shall not exceed, in any one year, three 
mills on the dollar, and the recorder shall make out a duplicate thereof, 
charging each individual an amount of tax in proportion to his propertyas 
assessed on the grand levy of taxation, which said duplicate shall be certi- 
fied and signed by the mayor and recorder, and delivered to the marshal, 
who shall proceed to collect the same in the same manner, and under tbe 
«ame regulations as county treasurers are required bylaw to collect coun- 
ty and State taxes; and said marshal shall, as soon as such tax is collected, 
pay the same over to the treasurer of the corporation. 

Sec. 9. That said town council may appi'opriate any money in the 
treasury, for the improvement of the streets and side-walks, or other irfr 
provements, and may have the use of the jail of the county for theimpn* 
sonment of persons liable to imprisonment, and all persons so imprisoned, 
shall be under the care of the sherifT, as in other cases. 

Sec. 10. That the mayor and common council shall have power to re 
quire by ordinances, each able bodied male person above the age of twen- 
ty-one years, resident within said town, to perform labor on the streets 
and alleys of the same, not exceeding two days in any one year, and which 
shall be in lieu of two days' labor required under the present laws regu- 
lating rdads and highways; and upon refusal or neglect to perform such 
work under the proper supervisor, the delinquent shall be liable to the 
same penaltit s as are provided by law against persons refusing to perform 
the two days' labor required in said law; they shall also have the exclusiTe 
right of forming the road districts within the limits of said corporation 
and the appointment of suitable supervisors for such district when formwi 
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who shall be governed, in the performance of their duties, by the by-laws 
of said corporation; and all road tax charged in the county duplicate on 
property within the limits of said town, shall be worked out under the di- 
rection of the proper supervisors within said town, as the said town au- 
thorities may, by resolution, designate and point out; and all taxes charg- 
ed for road purposes as aforesaid, on property within the limits of said 
towD, and collected by the county treasurer, shall be paid into the hands 
of the town treasurer aforesaid, to be specially appropriated by the mayor 
and common council, to road purposes within said town.

Beit enacted by the General Assembly of the Stale of Ohio^ That 
the Mad River and Lake Erie Railroad Company shall have power to ae-

fo as the same may be necessary or convenient to procure the right of 
vay, and to dispense with farm crossings; or such as may be granted to 
•id in the construction of their road, or given by way of subscription to 
their capital stock, and the same to hold or convey in such way as the

Sec. 2. All deeds made in tlfe name of said company for the convey- 
Aikce of lands in fee simple or for any less estate, shall be signed by the 
president, and by him acknowledged under the corporate seal of the com- 

Sec 3. If the said corporation fiud any obstacle to contiouing the lo- 
cation of their rail way on any selected route, either by the difficulty of 
construction or procuring right of way at reasocable cost, or whenever a 
better and cheaper route can be had, it shall have authority to change the 
route and vary the location, adhering, however, to the several points nam* 
^ in the act to which this is an amendment* 

Sec. 4. The said corporation shall, within three years commence, and 
within two years thereafter complete, a railroad with a single track, from 
^ town of Lower Sandusky, to intersect the said Mad River and Lake 
Erie railroad, at a point near where the same shall cross the Sandusky riv- 
®'i Provided^ The citizens of Lower Sandusky, and those interested along 
the route of said branch road, shall, within two years and a half, secure to 
^i company, by subscription or donation, an amount equal to one-half of 
^ estimated cost of said track. 

Sec. 5. In all cases where lands and real estate shall have been enter* 
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ed upon and used by the said corporation for the construction of their ron!) 
and an inquest shall be necessary to determine and assess the damagei 
"which the doners have sustained of will sustain by the occupation of their 
land, and the construction of said road, the said inquest shall consist of fire 
persons to be summoned by the sherifTof the county in which such lands 
may lie, on the warrant of any judge of the court of common pleas of soch 
county, and such inquest, when duly sworn or afiSrmed, shall perform the 
same duties prescribed for the jury, by the act of which this is an ameBd- 
ment, and all further proceedings in regard to such inquests shall be ia 
conformity with said act; and in case of appeals from the awards of valu- 
ation and damages made by such inquest^ the court may, for good cause 
shown, order a new valuation, and on final hearing, shall award costs ac- 
cording to equity; and in all cases where the road shall be located throagh 
unimproved lands, and the owners are unknown or cannot be served inth 
notice by reason of their non-residence in the county, the returns of the 
inquest shall be final, unless appealed from within six months. 

Sec* 6* The stockholders of said company may, at their annual meet- 
ing for the election of directors, determine by ordinance the number of 
which their board shall consist, but such number shall not be less than 
nine nor more than thirteen , one of whom shall be elected president by the 
board of directors; every board of directors, duly elected, shall serve until 
their successors are elected and qualified* 

Sec. 7. The said corporation shall have power to borrow, on the cre- 
dit of the company, any amount of money not exceeding three-fourths of 
the whole authorized capital, and to pledge the estate, funds, tolls, rents, 
and other resources of said company, for the payment of the same, and the 
interest thereon; and to make such arrangements for the disbursement of 
the same, and for the payment of interest, as the business of the companj 
may require i Provided^ That the State of Ohio shall have a paramonnt 
lien on the stock, works, estate, tolls, rents, and other resources of the 
company, for all loans of credit made or to be made by the State, under the 
act to authorize a loan of credit to railroad companies, or under the special 
act for a loan to said company, heretofore passed; and until sufficient sob- 
scriptions be made to continue their road from Springfield to Dayton, the 
said company shall estimate the cost of their road north of Sprinf 
field or north of Urbana, in a separate division, and report the stock sob- 
scribed therefor, and the expenditures thereof, separately, to the Canal 
Fund Commissioners separately, when applying for the loans of credit due 
them under the above recited acts.

Sec. 1 . Be it enacted by the General Asfiembly of the State of Ohio^ TIih 
Geo. Whipple, Robert E. Gillett, Harvey Gibbs, Timothy D. Bells, Horace 
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C« Taylor, Brewster Pelton and Nathaniel Gerrish, of Lorain coanty, and 
their associates, and those ¥^homay hereafter be associated with them, are 
hereby made a body politic and corporate, under the name of the ^'Oberlin 
Fire Engine Company," with succession; and by such name and in their 
corporate capacity, they may make contracts, may sue and be sued, an- 
swer and be answered unto, in all courts of this State having cognizance ; 
may hold property personal and real, whether by purchase, gift, bequest or 
devise, and may make and establish by-laws for (heir government not in- 
sompatible wiih the Constitution of the United States or of this State. 

Sec. 2. The annual income of said company shall not exceed two 
thousand dollars, nor shall their funds be used for any other purpose, but 
to make said company efficient in the extinguishment of fires.

That the said company are hereby authorized to open boob 
in the town of Milford, in said county of Clermont, and such other placei 
as they may deem proper, to receive subscriptions to the stock of said 
company, in shares of twenty-five dollars each, which books shall be open- 
ed at such times and under such regulations as may be directed by a foa* 
jority of the persons named in the first section of this act.

three cents; for every two-wheeled carriage,drawn by two horses or oxent 
ten cents; for every horse or ox in addition, three cents; for every sW of 
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8ie%h, drawn by two horses or oxen, six and one-fourth cents; for every 
horse or ox in addition, three cents; for every horse, mule or ass, led or 
driven, six months old or upwards, one cent; for every score of neat cat- 
tie, six months old or upwards, twelve and one-half cents; and a less num- 
ber in proportion; for every score of sheep or hogs, six and one-fourth 
cents; ibr every four-wheeled pleasure carriage, drawn by two horses, 
eighteen and three-fourth cents; for every horse in addition, three cents; 
ibr every two-wheeled pleasure carriage, drawn by one horse, twelve and 
ODe-half cents, for every horse in addition, three cents; for every four- 
wheeled carriage, drawn by one horse, twelve and one-half cents: Pro- 
videdj That all persons going to, or returning from public worship, funeral 
processions, and all persons necessarily going to, or returning from all 
military trainings, shall pass said bridge exempt from toll* 

Sec. 7. That the proprietors of said bridge shall, previous to receiving 
any toll, set up and keep in some conspicuous place, over or near the gate

RESOLUTION AND DECLARATION 
In relation to the public laada and other matters. 

Resohed by the General Asssembly of the State of Ohio^ That the people 
of the separate States of the Union have, at all times, the right, and it of- 
ten becomes their duty, to express their opinions freely in relation to mea- 
sures affecting their prosperity; and while this General Assembly disclaim 
the power to give binding instructions to their co-ordinate representatives 
m Congress, they yet claim the right to declare what they believe to be 
the will of their common constituents on measures which directly concern 
|f^o rights of the States, and the private business of the people; and be- 
lieying, under existing circumstance^, that this right has become a duty, 
^Qd that the positions taken by other States of the Union in expressing 
their separate opinions on Federal measures, makes it necessary that the 
State of Ohio should raise her voice, we do, therefore, declare: That the 
public lands of the United States are the property of the whole Union , 
held in trust for the States; that this trust can only be answered by giving 
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to all the States tlie proper proceeds uf their value; that we protest agaimt 
any change in the long established system of managing the national es- 
tate, as it was devised by the Congress of the Revolution, and sustained 
by every administration of the Government till the present; and wemaia* 
tain that the lands shall be sold at their proper prices for the benefit of all 
the people of the States, not squandered and confiscated for the benefit oft 
few; and we also maintain that the six hundred millions of acres yetnn* 
sold are the great inheritance of the future people of these States; sad 
that any faithless consent of this generation to abandon that inheritance 
to the Federal Government, to be sold piece meal, and the money used as 
common revenue, would be to make that Government more powerful and 
to foster extravagance in public expenditure, while it would lessen the 
rights of the States, and deprive them of this unfailing means of advancing 
the condition of their people for centuries to come: We do further declare 
that, after the payment of the national debt, the proceeds of the public 
lands belonged of right to the States, and Congress was bound to distrib- 
ute the same, according to the deeds of cession; and as the surplus in the 
treasury, on the first day of January, 1837, should be regarded as the 
avails of our great land capital, converted to money after the debt was 
paid, good faith required its distribution to the States: We, therefore, r^ 
gard the recommendations of the President of the United States, and the 
act of Congress passed in accordance with it, to intercept the fourth in- 
stalment of the surpluses not to be justified by any wants of the Federal 
treasury, however urgent; and by no means justified when the money was, 
at the same time, declared to be unavailable to the Government, and for 
that alleged cause, lent to the deposite banks in one quarter of the Union, 
while the want was, in fact, Supplied by the new national debt under the 
disguise of treasury notes, at once augmenting the circulation of irfedeem- 
able paper money, and making a forced loan from the people at the rate of 
two per cent: We do further declare, that all payments to the Federal 
treasury, and from it, should every where be uniform; and the exaction of 
gold and silver to it, and the payment of paper credit from iU is uneqaal 
and unjust; we deem it an odious distinction that executive officers, mem- 
bers of Congress, and those who collect public moneys, may be psid in 
coin, thus increasing the value of their salaries, and that the soldiers andarti« 
sans, the laborers in public employ, and the contractors for supplies maj 
be paid in paper, which the Government would, in turn, refuse to receire: 
we repudiate the doctrine which denies to Congress the power of regu- 
lating the currency, and providing for the welfare of the people, and jet 
claims that the Executive, and the subordinate agents of his own appoiot- 
ment, may dictate the laws of circulation, and decry the paper money of 
the States: we insist that the money system of half a century's duration, 
with which this country rose and prospered, shall not be rashly abandoned 
for any new bom fallacies in finance; nor the powers of the Govemnoent 
be contracted to a mere domination, claiming to exist for itself alone and 
apart from the people, without svmpathy in their business: We forther- 
more declare, that the people of this State have an unshaken confidence in 
the power of the General Government, if rightly administered, to make 
them prosperous and happy; tliey invoke an early return to the true finan- 
cial habits of the republic, and desire to be ruled by laws, and not by trea- 
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iry circulars; they deprecate the proposed ^^Sub Treasury'' scheme as a 
ora innovation on the long established practice of the Government, as in 
ioiation of the laws of internal trade, and as adverse to the prosperity of 
lie people: they believe that, under such a system, the public treasure 
rill be unsafe, may be used for corrupt purposes, and will au^^ent the 
xecutive power to a dangerous extent, as by the removal and appoint- 
MDt of officers subservient to the will of the Executive, the entire con-

In view of the foregoing statement of ihe fiscal operations of the 
Government for the past year, it may not be unsuited to the occasion 
to say, that our well balanced system of Public Finance, which has 
been tested by the experience of years, and proved by thorough trial, 
is annually strengthened and enlarged by the multiplied means, and 
accumulating resources of the country, and by the industry and enter- 
prise of a* growing population. 

It is a source of pride and pleasure to all who duly reflect upon the 
past, and look into the future, to contrast our present condition of 
prosperity with the hardships and difficulties, and privations, endured 
by the early adventurers to the West; and to anticipate the approach 
of that no distant day, when Ohio, in population, wealth, and physi- 
cal and moral strength, will rank at least, the second among the* States 
of this Union. The early settlement of Ohio was marked with the 
toil and blood of the patriot who faced the storm, and met the perils 
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of a border life with the freeman^s firmness, and the freeman^s hopes. 
Industry and economy were his reliance for success; and the same 
rule that regulated his domestic concerns, multiplied his means, and 
disseminated happiness around him, was applied to those who stood in 
any way connected with the administration of the Grovernment — and 
hence it is found that in comparison with the expenditures of many 
of the older States, the annual disbursements of Ohio, in all her in- 
ternal relations, and numerous treasury appropriations, are limited 
to a sum of small comparative magnitude. It is not intended to re- 
flect upon the noble spirit of enterprise, or the high and honorable 
bearing of those who stand our seniors in population and improve- 
ment; but to draw a useful .lesson of instruction from the contrast we 
shall institute, to show that in all that constitutes a rigid and scrapu- 
lous economy, we are not found in arrear with our surroundiag 
sisters. 

The difference in this amount of annual expenditure, so distinctly 
marked, may not be generally understood by the people of ^ Ohio; and 
it may not therefore be unprofitable to them that a concise review of 
the principal financial operations of some of the leading States of the 
Union, should here be instituted by me, (sustaining the relation which 
I now bear to the government of Ohio,) that we may be the better 
enabled to make a merit of our practical economy, and continue to look 
with a scrutinizing eye upon the various sources of revenue, arising 
under our system, as well as upon the public expenditures, conse- 
quent upon the various improvements now in progress. 

Let us look at the subject, then, in the light of honest freemen, and 
compare the system of economy we practice, with the current ex 
penses found necessary for the support of the government of other 
States. It is by contrasting our condition with that of others, that 
we are made to feel the reality of the advantages we enjoy, and to 
appreciate the stability and wealth that the future promises. In New 
York, which stands confessedly at the head of the States of this 
Union, in wealth and importance, the annual expenditures of the 
government, as by the last Comptroller's Report, stand thus:

The foregoing is not designed for strict accuracy, but intended 
merely as an outline of the principal expenditures annually incurred 
in the two great leading States of the Union. Many profitable de- 
ductions may be drawn from this summary view of the public dis- 
bursements of other States, when brought in comparison with those 
of our own; and it will be readily discovered that the contrast is 
somewhat striking, considering the near approximation we bear in 
point of population to the two great leading States here named. 

*Let us now bring up Ohio. And how stand the receipts and dis- 
bursements of our own State, and what relation do we bear to our 
worthy sisters in the light of public economy? Let facts speak for 
themselves. 

By a reference to the items of expenditure in the foregoing ExIaibU^ 
it will be observed that the Warrants upon the Treasury of Ohio for 
the year just closed, amount to $190,936 62 6; a considerable por- 
tion of which is made up of amounts paid on appropriations for the 
new Penitentiary, the Lunatic Asylum, Deaf and Dumb Asylum, the 
Institution for the Blind, Counties^ apportionment of taxes, Geological 
Survey, &c. Deducting these, and some other items not properly be- 
longing to the ordinary disbursements of the Grovernment, and the 
amount of expenditures will stand at less than One Hundbed akd 
Thirtv Thousand Dollars for the last fiscal year. A recapitulation 
of the separate items of expenditure will exhibit the several sunis 
drawn upon warrants for the support of the Government in each of 
the States referred to. But so minute an examination of the subject 
would not be profitable on this occasion. In New York^ for 1836, the 
salaries of the State officers, and the pay of the Judiciary department, 
including office expenses, as will be seen, amount to Sxxty-ome thou- 
sand six HDNBRED THIRXy-FOUR DOLLARS AND SEVENTY-SEVEN CeKTS. 

In Pennsylvania, the annual pay of the Judiciary department alone, is 
Eighty 'three thousand three hundred eighty-sevenDoIs. ds seventeen Cents! 
and, including the salaries of the State officers, and all office expenses, 
and also including the public printing account, there was paid for 1836 
the sum of One hundred and fifteen thousand eight hundred and 
SIXTY-THREE DOLLARS AND SIXTY Cents!! The pay of the State offi- 
cers, and contingencies, alone, amount to over Thirty-five thousakb 
Dollars per annum. Showing, most clearly, that the Commonwealth 
of Pennsylvania nearly doubles the annual expenses of New York for 
government purposes, and about triple those of Ohio for similar ob- 
jects. 

In Virginia, the annual expenditures of the officers of the State 
Government, (though as a State it is now our junior in wealth and 
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population,) considerably exceed those of Ohio. Kentucky, also, 
though containing but little more than half our population, redeemed, 
in Treasury warrants, Two HxTNDUBD and twenty-nine thoustoid six • 
hundred and ninety-one dollars and fifty- four cents for the year 1834, 
being more than Sixty Thousand Dollars over the amount drawn 
from the Treasury of Ohio for similar objects. ■ This expenditure has 
no doubt considerably increased since that period, although this office 
is in possession of no particular information of its extent. Many of 
the Southern and Southwestern States present a still greater ratio of 
annual disbursements than any of the number to which allusion has 
been made. The aggregate of each State will ai least afford a cosn- 
pliment to the practical economy of Ohio. The public printing for 
New York, at her last legislative session, amounted to upwards of 
Thxrty-fiw thousand Dollars; for Pennsylvania, rising of Twenty-four 
thousand Dollars; and for the last session of Ohio, between Seventeen 
and Eighteen thousand Dollars. 

In this State, the annual compensation of all the Government offi- 
cers, exclusive of those in the Judiciary department, amounts to Six 
thousand three hundred and seventy-Jive Dollars; and when all the con- 
tingencies are added, they will not make up a sum exceeding Eleven 
thmtsand Jive hundred Dollars per annum. The following will show 
the different sums paid in each State for their respective legislative 
•essiojis: —

In this, as in all other objects of the public expenditure, the State 
of Ohio has been singularly economical and prudent; and it is for the 
general reputation we now maintain abroad, and for the caution we 
are known to observe, in all that concerns the disbursement of the 
public moneys, that our State, at this moment, sustains an enviable rank 
in the great scale of the Union. Upon the high credit we maintain, 
our Fund Commissionorsy even in the midst of the general crash in the 
moneyed concerns of the nation, so recently felt in the eastern cities, 
could obtain an advantageous loan, which was effected for half a nu/- 
lion of dollars^ at a premium of $12,57 on the hundred. The re- 
port of the Fund Commissioners will present the Legislature with the 
present condition of the public funds committed to their charge, and 
the disposition they have made of the loan alluded to. It is not the 
purpose of this report to touch upon the business and duties of others 
who stand in no way connected with the fi'iancial operations of this 
Department.. 

The mode of drawing and disbursing the public funds, set apart for 
particular purposes by the Legislature, will sometimes leave an appa-

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rent want of agreement between the statements of this and the office 
of the Fund Gommissioners. Such a circumstance was discovered at 
the last session of the General Assembly, and made the subject of 
comment by one of its committees; but which was subsequently ex- 
plained, as it is to be hoped, to the entire satisfaction of the two Houses 
and to that of the people of this State. Discrepancies will indeed 
sometimes appear in the different reports, which it is natural enough 
to suppose, without proper explanation, may be brought in conflict 
with each other; and with all kindness of feeling towards the mem- 
bers of your honorable body, strengthened by the confidence I feel in 
the fidelity of the public acts of this Department, I shall ever hope to 
be ready to invite, rather than to resist, inquiry into its administra- 
tion, and. always to stand ready to give all the information in the 
power of this office to afford, on the state and condition of the Public 
Eevenue. 

Suggestions have frequently been made favoring an improvement 
in our system of public accounts; and various undigested plans have 
been named for securing a greater simplicity and uniformity in the 
books and entries of the different financial departments. But with 
all due deference to the superior sagacity and judgment of those who 
woi/ld propose innovations upon the established modes of keeping up 
the public accounts, I would most respectfully beg leave to difier with 
them in the propriety of adventuring, suddenly, upon any new and 
untried experiments, that will materially change the order that- now 
prevails in the different financial operations. Some incidental im- 
provements such as changing the mode of making transfers, and 
keeping each fund separate and distinct, charging each with its legiti- 
mate portion of receipts, and crediting it with its proper disbursements 
and expenditures, has been successfully introduced; and others may 
hereafter suggest themselves, in the regular order of business, that 
will not affect or revolutionize a system which has grown into estab- 
lished forms and modes, difficult to remodel or change without repeal- 
ing numerous laws, and enacting as many more for their regulation. 
Many improvements, plausible in theory, are difficult in practice; 
and he who imagines that he can dive into an office, embracing so va- 
ried a collection of public accounts, and containing more than sixty 
different kinds of entry, and reform its operations in a single day, will 
find at the end of a half-year's labor, that he has materially underra- 
ted the difficulties of the job, and be made to understand that a skillful 
financier is not to be educated in a week or a month. 

Our Canal tolls are now a fruitful source of revenue to the State. 
They have more than realized the public expectation during the fiscal 
year just closed. The aggregate receipts from the Ohio and Miami 
Canals for the past year, up to the 1st of November last, to which pe- 
riod the returns of the respective Collectors have been made, amount, 
as will be seen, to $99,770 72 9 over the sum realized from the like 
source for 1836; and, from the estimate I have been enabled to make 
of the entire receipts of the year, up to the close of canal navigation, 
extending into the present mouth, they will exceed the tolls of the 
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previous year more than Onb hundred and sbyen thousand Dollars; 
and consequently, considerably exceed the estimated receipts^ as pre 
sen ted in my financial report in March last. 

This unexpected accumulation of tolls, at a time of great commer- 
cial embarrassment and distress throughout the J^stern States, 
brought on by wild, unrestrained, and extravagant schemes of over- 
trading and speculation ; when a severe pressure has been operating 
upon most of the moneyed interests of the country, and crippling, in 
a measure, the active industry of the nation, must serve as a marked 
compliment to the projectors of these great works, and to the fidelity 
and skill with which this important branch of the public interest is 
noiHT conducted. 

The moneyed institutions of the State have also become something 
of a source of public revenue. The tax upon bank dividends, and di- 
vidends declared by insurance and bridge companies, as will be seen 
by a reference to the revenue receipts embodied in this report, 
amounts, for the past year, to $64,931 63. In my report to the Le- 
gislature for 1836, the amount received from this source of revenue 
was stated at $74,892 43 3; nearly ten thousand dollars more than 
the receipts from the same source for the last year. This diminution 
of the revenue derived from the banks, may be readily accounted for 
from the very sudden and simultaneous suspension of specie pay- 
ments, and the consequent diminution in the amount of their business 
and dividends. And whether these institutions, and their respective 
friends, will, in coming time, unite their exertions to bring about that 
reform in the system which seems to be imperiously called for by the 
popular sense of the country, and aid in incorporating that salutary 
provision in their respective charters, making the holders of their 
stock individually responsible for their corporate debts, so loudly de^ 
manded, for the permanent security of individual rights, and the pub- 
lic protection, remains to be disclosed by subsequent events, and future 
history. 

Feeling impelled by a high sense of public duty, as well as in obe- 
dience to the laws of the State, making it the business of this depart- 
ment of the Grovernment, to ^* make such remarks on the finances as 
may be deemed proper for the consideration of the Legislature,'^ I 
cannot permit the present occasion to pass without alluding to the im- 
portant fact, that by legislative sanction, a considerable portion of the 
public moneys are now deposited in the different banks of this State. 
The Legislature, in admitting this provision into the laws, acted, no 
doubt, upon the reasonable presumption that these institutions were 
sound and solvent; and, in justice to the banks themselves, a different 
conclusion should not be hastily drawn. They are generally conduct* 
ed with as much judgment and precaution, perhaps, as is usual with 
institutions of the kind in this country; but past events have tended to 
shake the public confidence in their ability to meet all their engage- 
ments: and the inquiry may here be made, with great justice and 
force, whether the Public Funds^ those sacred deposits derived from 
the hard earnings of industry, should ever know the term imeeurUyj 
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Le liable to the fiuctuatioDS and changes incidental to the commerce 
and trade of the country, or be left to the possible contingency of utter 
bankruptcy and loss? The danger of a sudden depreciation in the Ta- 
lue of bank notes, thus deposited, which may seriously affect the pub- 
lic interests, should put the officers of government, and the represen- 
tatives of the people, upon their guard. For it is not, perhaps, too 
much to apprehend, that, however sound and solvent they may 
now be found, and even with the most rigid and salutary restric- 
tions upon the institutions thus constituted the agents of the Go- 
vernment, and the depositories of the People^s money, they may, in 
some degree, be unsafe receptacles of the public funds; and at some 
unpropitious hour, when little dreaming of coming storms, and slum- 
bering in the lap of ease and contentment, our Treasury may be in 
beggary^ and our Government in want. To prevent even the possi- 
bility of such a calamity, it is the duty of all good citizens to unite 
their hands, and raise their voices. We are not ready to meet the 
coming of such a sad disaster. Though our country abounds in 
wealth and resources, and we have nil that a free and enlightened com- 
munity can desire, we shall deserve none of these blessings if we per- 
mit danger^ in any possible form, to surround our Public Treasury, or 
to threaten the safety and stability of our financial resources. 

The different sources of revenue in the State, if we except the 
amount received from our school lands, have been rapidly accumula- 
ting from year to year. The sums received into the treasury, on the 
THREE PER CENT FUND for 1836, WRs greatly augmented by the unpre- 
cedented sale of our public lands for that year, as will be seen by a 
reference to another part of this report, amounting, in the aggregate, 
to Fifiy eight thousand, twenty-five Dollars, and sixteen Cents; and in- 
cluding the payments made to this State, through the United States 
Treasury, up to June 1^6, 1837, the total sum received is rising of 
Seventy-nine thousand Dollars, of which the sum of upwards of Tuxniy- 
one thousand Dollars, now remains in the Treasury for distribution. 

The New Penitentiary also comes in for a share of the merit that 
attaches to the present economical administration of our affairs; and 
from the present effective and efficient organization and discipline of 
that essential arm of our State government, the reasonable expecta- 
tion of the public may be indulged, that it will hereafter relieve the 
State of the burden of providing means for its support. In 1836, the 

dialis ufcn thetreatury for the Penitentiary, were $33,867 00, 
while for the past year, they amount only to the sum of $12,538 30. 
The Warden, having charge of the prison, will explain its operations 
more fully, when he shall present his report. The entire disbuse- 
ments of the past year, for all the objects connected with, and for its 
general support, including prosecution and transportation charges, up 
to November 30, 1837, are reported to amount to about $34,500 00, 
while the cash earnings for the same period will not vary much from 
$42,700, exhibiting a nett revenue to the State of about $8,000. 

It is anticipated that no further appropriations will be required to 
•omplete the buildings, nor indeed for any other object connected with 
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flection, that a Prison, whose comparative cost has heea so trifling, 
the prison government and discipline. And how gratifying the re- 
and whose present successful operations promise so much, has taken 
the place of that old, dilapidated, miserable, rotten receptacle of vice 
that was so recently occupied as our State penitentiary. Now, with 
the order and regularity that prevails under the new system of disci- 
pline introduced, the dungeon cell of the convict is made the corrective 
of crime; and the incarcerated victim of prison solitude — he who has 
steeled his heart to guilt, and forfeited all claim to the protection of 
society — may there weep over his past follies, and make the solemn 

Sledge, when none but his Grod is his witness, that, when again (if ever) 
e shall be restored to the bosom of his family and friends, he will 
proflt by his suflerings, and let the world have the bright and cheer- 
ing example of the entire revolution eflected in his character and 
principles. Where this system has been most successfully introduced, 
instances are not uncommon or rare of the moral improvement it 
imparts; and the several annual reports emanating from the different 
State prisons of the Union, those, too, carrying with them the evidence 
of greatest pecuniary profit and prosperity, leave also the marks of 
that thorough change in the feelings and dispositions and propensities 
of the convicts, when brought out to the light of the sun, which pro- 
mises well for their future life and conduct; and the Penitentiary of 
I Ohio, so honorable a testimonial to the State, and to its founders, may 
look with full hopes of success to the coming of that hour in its future 
history, when the double purpose of all imprisonment, correction 
and reformation, shall perform its oflice, and lead the guilty criminal, 
thus revolutionized in his habits and feelings, from his midnight soli- 
tude, to the comforts and blessings that blaze upon the hearth that he 
left in desolation and in mourning. 
Finally, in view of the practical effect of our financial system, and 
p of the prosperity and growth of the country around us, we have much 
to animate, and nothing to depress, the spirit of our people. The 
I hand of industry continues to contribute to our advancement and 
I success; and our accumulating agricultural wealth, and great internal 
I resources, give evidence that Ohio is capable of realizing more for the 
future than the most sanguine have permitted themselves to anticipate. 
In a mild and healthful climate, diversified with all that can inspire the 
I freeman with hope, and abounding in every means that can constitute 
; a prosperous people, may we all look forward with pride and animation 
. to that day when our ^ high destiny will be fulfilled,'^ and when all 
I our citizens will be made sharers in the common blessing of peace 
\ and plenty, of freedom and happiness.

It will be seeiii upon an examination of the foregoing report^ that 
the sum of ^64,562 07 of the surplus revenue received from the 
General Government has been refused by the counties entitled to it, 
under the act of the last session of the General Assembly. 

The third instalment of the surplus revenue^ under the deposite aet 
of Congress, was received on the first day of July, in warrants on the 
following named banks, to wit :

Being the one-fourth part of the whole sum due the State of Ohio. 
The banks of Ohio, as well as those of the United Slates generally, had 
suspended specie payments in May, nearly two months before the 
third instalment became due, which placed it beyond the power of this 
department to procure payment of those warrants in specie, or the 
notes of specie^paying banks. Under these circumstances, the duty 
of receiving or refusing the warrants of the United States upon the 
deposite banks, became one of great responsibility. On the one hand, 
many of the counties had invested the two first instalments, with the 
expectation of receiving the residue; they were willing to take the 
paper of the deposite banks. On the other hand, it was believed that 
a small number of counties would demand payment in specie* Having 
the utmost confidence in the ability of the deposite banks to redeem 
tbetr paper, and believing that the acceptance of the money was the 
best course that I could adopt, to secure to the State the benefit of the 
deposite, I considered it my duty, as the Treasurer of the State of 
Ohio, to accept it. I will only add, that in this, as well as in every 
other official duty, I have done what I believed to be correct, and for 
the best interest of the State.
